A NEW DIVISION OF THE CITY INTO 
VOTING EOIN TSS 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, March 17, 1890. 


The Special Committee on Voting Precincts respectfully 
submit herewith, as a partial report, the accompanying 
description of new precinct lines for Wards 1 to 16 in- 
clusive, prepared under their direction, upon the basis of 
division established by the Board of Aldermen. The work 
of division that the committee have completed thus far is 
presented at, this time in order to facilitate as much as pos- 
sible the work of the registrars of voters, and the committee 
respectfully recommend its adoption by the Board of Alder- 
men.

In Board oF ALDERMEN, March 17, 1890. 


Ordered, That the present division of the Wards 1 to 16 
inclusive, into precincts, be hereby changed and a new divi- 
sion be hereby made, to take effect April 30, 1890, consisting 
of one hundred and ten precincts, the same to be constituted, 
numbered, and bounded as follows : — 
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Warp ONE. 
Nine Precincts — 3,187 Voters. 


Precinct One. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection 
of the centre lines of Porter and Bennington streets ; thence 
by the centre lines of Bennington and Marion streets and 
Marion street extended to the ward line in Boston harbor ; 
‘thence by said line to the intersection of the centre line of 
Porter street extended ; thence by the said centre line and the 
centre line of Porter street to the point of beginning — 336 
voters. 

Precinct Two. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection 
of the centre lines of Marion and Bennington streets ; thence 
ly the centre lines of Bennington street, Central square, 
Border, Eutaw, Meridian, Lexington, and Marion streets to 
the point of beginning — 346 voters. 

Precinct Three. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection 
of the centre lines of Lexington and Meridian streets; 
thence by the centre lines of Meridian, Eutaw, Brooks, 
Prineeton, Marion, and Lexington streets to the point of 
beginning — 388 voters. 

Precinct Four. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection of 
the centre lines of Brooks and Eutaw streets ; ; thence by the 
centre fines of Eutaw and Border streets to the ward line 
separating Ward One from Ward Two; thence by said ward 
line through Boston harbor to the centre line of Meridian- 
street bridge ; thence by the centre line of said bridge and 
the centre lines of Condor and Brooks streets to the point of 
beginning — 357 voters. 

Precinct Five. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection of 
the centre lines of Lexington and Brooks streets ; ; thence by 
the centre lines of Brooks and Condor streets, and Meridian- 
street bridge, to the ward line in Chelsea creek; thence by 
said ward line to the line separating the third from the 
fourth sections, as shown by the plans of the East Boston 
company ; thence by said line to the centre line of Eagle 
street; thence by the centre lines of Eagle, Trenton, Pres- 
cott, saa Lexington streets to the point of beginning — 376 
voters. 

Precinct Six. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection 
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of the centre lines of Bennington and Brooks streets ; 
thence by the centre lines of Brooks, Lexington, Prescott, 
Chelsea, Putnam, and Bennington streets to the point of 
beginning — 354 voters. 

Precinct Seven. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersec- 
tion of the centre lines of Marion and Princeton streets ; 
thence by the centre lines of Princeton, Brooks, Benning- 
ton, and Putnam streets and Putnam street extended to the 
ward line in Boston harbor; thence by said ward line, 
and the centre lines of Marion street extended and Marion 
street to the point of beginning — 365 voters. 

Precinct Hight. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection 
of the centre lines of Putnam and Chelsea streets; thence 
by the centre lines of Chelsea, Prescott, Trenton, and Eagle 
streets, Eagle square, Chelsea street, Glendon place, Bremen, 
Saratoga, and Swift streets and Swift street extended to 
the ward line in Boston harbor; thence by said ward line 
to the centre line of Putnam street extended; thence by 
said line of Putnam street extended and the centre line of 
Putnam street to the point of beginning — 382 voters. 

Precinct Nine. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning in Boston harbor at 
the intersection of the ward line and Swift street extended ; 
thence by the centre line of Swift street extended and the 
centre lines of Swift, Saratoga, and Bremen streets, Glendon 
place, Chelsea, and Eagle streets, to the line separating 
section three from section four; thence by said line ex- 
tended to the ward line in Chelsea creek; thence by said 
ward line through Chelsea creek, Belle Isle inlet, and Boston 
harbor to the point of beginning — 333 voters.

Precinct One. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection 
of the centre lines of Decatur and Meridian streets; thence 
by the centre lines of Meridian, Porter, Orleans, and Decatur 
streets to the point of beginning — 407 voters. 

— All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning in Boston harbor, 
at the intersection of the centre line of New street extended 
and the ward line; thence by said ward line to the line sep-

street extended to the point of beginning — 339 voters. 

Precinct Three. — All that part of said ward lying 
within the following-described line: Beginning in Boston 
harbor, .at the intersection of the centre line of Lewis street 
extended and. the ward line; thence by said ward line to the 
centre line of New street extended; thence by the centre 
lines of New street extended, New and Maverick streets, 
Maverick square, Lewis street, and Lewis street extended to 
the point of beginning -— 389 voters. 

_ Precinct Four. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning in Boston harbor, 
at: the intersection of the centre line of Orleans street extended 
and the ward line; thence by said ward line to the centre 
line of Lewis street extended ; thence by said extended line 
and the centre lines of Lewis street, Maverick square, Me- 
ridian, Decatur, Orleans, Maverick, Cottage, Everett, and 
Orleans streets and Orleans street extended to the point of 
heginning — 385 voters. 

. Precinct Five.— All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning in Boston harbor, at 
the intersection of the centre line of Cottage street extended 
and the ward line; thence by said ward line to the centre 
line of Orleans street extended; thence by said extended 
line and the centre lines of Orleans, Everett, and Cottage 
streets and Cottage street extended to the point of begin- 
ning — 354 voters. 

_ Precinct Six. — All that part of said ward lying within 
the following-described line: Beginning at the intersection 
of the centre lines of Cottage and Webster streets; thence

To His Honor, Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor. 


Sir: — In response to your request of the 10th inst. the 
Fire Commissioners are happy to make the following special 
report upon the Fire Department and its requirements. 
This comports with both their judgment and their inclination, 
for they welcome a legitimate opportunity to take not only 
the City Government, but the public, whose servants they 
are, into their confidence concerning so important an interest 
as that involved in the organization and operations of this 
Department. 


THe MEN OF THE FORCE. 


There are at the present time 713 names upon the Depart- 
ment pay-rolls, of which 21 represent pensioners. The 692 
active members and employes are classified as follows : — 
Uniformed force: One chief of department; one assistant 
chief; nine chiefs of districts; one veterinary surgeon; one 
superintendent of repairs; 43 captains of companies; 25 
lieutenants of companies; 384 enginemen; and 332 hose and 
laddermen, &c. In the un- uniformed ERnel there are three 
commissioners, four clerks, two call district chiefs; eight 
call captains, 192 call members, 18 members of the fire alarm 
department, and 18 employes of the repair shop, making a 
total of 447 uniformed and 245 un-uniformed men. On the 
fire-fighting force, strictly speaking, there are 447 permanent 
officers and men and 202 call officers and men. From this 
force the Department is organized as follows : 34 engine com- 
panies, including engine 31, the fire-boat; 16 ladder com- 
panies ; 10 chemical engine companies ; eight independent hose 
companies ; and the water tower. ‘These companies are dis- 
tributed through the ten fire districts into which the City has 
been divided, each district being under the immediate super- 
vision and command of a district chief. 

The appointments of new men are made by the Fire Com- 
missioners from eligible lists furnished by the Civil-Service 
Commissioners, whenever there are vacancies to be filled or 
additions to be made. Striking a general average, it is safe 
to say that the new system gives the Department as good a 
class of men as was obtained under the old method of ap- 
pointment. It sometimes stands in the way of securing men 
of known excellence and special talents that would be of 
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service to the Department; but only in exceptional cases. 
The Civil-Service Commissioners, in their medical examina- 
tions and gymnasium tests, supply a pretty comprehensive 
inventory of the strength and endurance of candidates ; but 
the real preliminary test of their fitness for the positions 
which they seek, comes after they have been conditionally 
appointed and enter the Department drill-school. 

The drill-school is an institution of recent establishment. 
For some time past the present Board has seen the need of 
it and has worked, with ultimate success, to secure it. 
About a year ago it made the necessary arrangements in the 
way of construction and equipment, and last summer the 
school went into effect. Already it has more than justified 
itself, and its results exceed expectation. It is the alembic 
in which native talent and diversified training are converted 
into a homogeneous force. It avoids waste and concentrates 
energy. Each new recruit must serve thirty days in this 
school. He is put through the whole manual of apparatus 
and equipment. His courage, strength and endurance are 
tested by actual experience in the line of his duty. He goes 
through ‘all that the fireman has to go through, except actual 
fire and smoke, and he frequently has a taste of these before 
his thirty days have expired. If he meets all the require- 
ments, he is appointed at the end of that time a permanent 
substitute on five months’ additional probation to further 
prove his conduct and capacity in service. 

The men who come into the Department now enjoy special 
advantages by which both they and the City are benefited. 
They acquire a more comprehensive knowledge of the general 
details of the business, by the persistent drill of thirty days, 
than men previously acquired by two or three years of appren- 
ticeship and picked-up information. They are taught not 
merely in one arm of the service but in all its branches. 
In addition, there are special classes for those who desire to 
become enginemen, and other special classes for telegraphy, 
-so that officers and members may familiarize themselves with 
the workings of the Morse key and be able to make practi- 
cal use of it. 

The instruction furnished at the drill-school is intended to 
apply, not only to the new recruits, but to the whole per- 
manent force as well. The Department takes kindly to it, 
for good firemen always welcome any plan that will increase 
their knowledge and efficiency in their business. Already 
about half the uniformed force has taken the drill for the pre- 
scribed period, and the remainder will be exercised as soon 
as the weather will admit of daily practice. Members over 
forty years of age are excused from the Pompier ladder drill 
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when they so request; but only those who take the drill in 
its entirety are eligible for promotion. 

Another improved feature that has been instituted and 
thoroughly carried out during the past two or three years, is 
the annual inspection of the whole Department by the Com- 
missioners and the Chief of department. This, by crowding 
their other duties, takes about two weeks, and involves a 
critical examination of men, houses, horses, apparatus, and 
everything that bears upon the discipline and work of the 
Department. The value of this has been shown by the tact 
that each succeeding year a very appreciable improvement 
upon the general condition of the year preceding has been 
found. The Commissioners are considering measures to 
make these inspections even more comprehensive and search- 
ing than they are at present. 

Thus, you will observe that the Commissioners have not 
been insensible or indifferent to the needs of the Department. 
They have not assumed that it was superior to improvement. 
On the contrary, they have employed the means which 
seemed to them best to greatly improve its discipline and 
increase its efficiency. Their policy seems to have been 
justified by results, even within the comparatively brief time 
that it has been in force. It has wrought a concentration of 
strength and has been productive of a very appreciable gain 
in flexibility and enthusiasm. 

A limit of age has also been established for the permanent 
force, which requires the retirement from active service of all 
members sixty-two years old. This provides against an 
accumulation of members whose usefulness for the active 
duties of fire fighting has been impaired by the infirmities of 
age, and naturally strengthens the physical average of the 
force, and to that extent increases its efficiency. 

In dealing with the Department and discussing its require- 
ments, we are obliged to consider it as upon a permanent 
basis throughout. No improvements can be introduced or 
suggested that will apply to any appreciable extent to the 
call force. The call element is the standing weakness of the 
Department, and as long as it exists, an important obstacle 
will remain in the path of progress. This is no new theory 
of the Commissioners. In their annual report for 1888 the 
following statement will be found : — 


The Commissioners continue to feel, with even intensified conviction, 
that there should be each year a steady, even if not rapid, advance 
toward permanency. It will be a number of years before this desirable 
end can be fully attained; but it should be the goal of our ambition and 
effort. Without reflecting in the slightest degree on the excellent and 
efficient men who constitute the call force of Boston, the fact remains 
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that our city is provincial and anachronistic in having a call force at all. 
(Doc. 80, 1888, p. ili). 


The Commissioners will amend this recommendation by 
urging that this advance should be rapid. They have each 
year made a little progress, but it has been accomplished at 
the expense of some other needs. The money asked for to 
effect this purpose has not been allowed. Had it been, we 
should be much farther along than we are at present. The 

Jommissioners have no complaint to make ; for they feel that 
they have been well treated in this respect, considering the 
number of legitimate demands upon the public service which 
cannot be met at the present time. 

The Department is already on a semi-military basis. Its 
official organization is systematic and as comprehensive as 
is necessary for the intelligent direction of affairs. The 
discipline is strict and adapted to the character of the service 
rendered. ‘To cumber the Department with the forms that 
belong to another service would seem to the Commissioners 
like making a plaything and a spectacle of that which should 
be a very practical force, unembarrassed by alien systems 
and unencumbered by ostentatious forms. The Fire Depart- 
ment has its general and all necessary subordinate officers. 
It maintains its patrols and its pickets. Its discipline is be- 
lieved to be as strict as that which the army and navy exact, 
though necessarily different in character. “Perhaps even now 
there is a contradiction of terms in borrowing so much that 
is military in character to apply to an organization that ob- 


> 
tains its men primarily from a Civil-Service Commission. 


Tur MACHINES OF THE FORCE. 


All this is a fairly comprehensive statement of the per- 
sonnel, character, organization, drill and discipline of the 
Department; but however complete and satisfactory it may 
be in the respects named, it is of course valueless without the 
proper apparatus and equipment. There are in active 
service, thirty-four steam fire-engines, including the fire- 
boat ; sixteen ladder trucks ; ten chemical engines ; and eight 
hose carriages, or wagons belonging to independent hose 
companies. At the repair shop there are seven spare 
engines. Three new engines, two of the Clapp & Jones 
pattern, and one Silsby, have just arrived, but at this writing 
have not been assigned to active duty or received the usual 
tests. They are second-size engines of new model, each with 
a guaranteed capacity of 700 gallons per minute. 


To afford still further information of the engine strength 
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of the Department, carefully computed tables are subjoined ; 
and to make them still more intelligible, we add a com- 
parison with other cities. The dimensions and capacities 
presented have been drawn upon a careful mathematical 
basis, and verified by experts both within and without the 
Fire Department. <A brief analysis of the tables may assist 
to a more complete comprehension of their meaning. The 
classification of engines is by no means a fixed quantity in all 
places. The ratings vary in different cities. The capacity 
for delivering water is the only correct test, though the size 
of the load that an engine makes for two or more horses is 
often made the basis of calculation. 

Of the Boston engines in active service, not counting her 
marine engine, there are 26 with a pumping capacity of over 
560 gallons each per minute. New York has only 25 engines 
in active service with this capacity or over, according to the 
latest department report. Counting marine engines and all 
others, New York’s 68 active engines figure out a : total pump- 
ing capacity ofi09 545 gallons per minute. Boston’s 34 
active engines have a total pumping capacity of 25,328 
gallons, a ‘considerable per centage in favor of Boston. New 
York has 20 spare engines, the largest capacity being 829 
gallons per minute ; the smallest, 337 per minute. Boston 
has seven spare engines, the largest capacity being 900 
gallons per minute ; the smallest, 529 per minute. 

In these measur ements mathematical, not estimated, capa- 
cities are given. The calculation is as fair for one city as 
another. “Neither the engines of Boston, New York, nor 
any other city will deliver at fires anywhere near the volume 
of water that is credited to them by these figures; but they 
should come as near to the standard here as any where be- 
cause great care is taken to keep even the old engines in 
good repair. Engine builders have been studying of late, 
with considerable. success, the problem of increasing capa- 
cities and reducing weights at the same time, and this De- 
partment has watched their progress in this direction with 
profound interest. The foregoing and following comparisons 
with other cities are given, not to belittle other departments 
which are excellent and well adapted to their work, but 
simply to show the relative position of our own Department. 
It can be improved; it will be improved; but on a compara- 
tive basis it has little to blush for. The following tables 
ought to prove an interesting study. 

The first estimate is made on a basis of (300) three hun- 
dred revolutions per minute, the second on a basis of 225 
revolutions for a 12-inch stroke engine; 275 for an 8-inch, 
300 for a 7-inch, 325 for a 6-inch stroke,

* The rotary engine attached to a hydrant pumped a 700-gallon tank full in 46 seconds. 
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The ladder service is an important arm of the Department. 
Of the sixteen trucks in active use, three carry aerial ladders. 
The Babcock ladder on Boylston street is 92 feet 
high when fully extended, and is a splendid piece of appa- 
ratus whose value has been tested at some of the recent large 
fires. In addition to this the truck carries a full complement 
of other ladders. The three-horse hitch has been employed 
on this truck for over a year, and the Commissioners intend 
to apply it to other trucks in the near future. This is made 
necessary by the additional weight caused by increased and 
improved equipment such as Pompier ladders, jumping nets, 
cellar pipes, &c. The new Hayes truck recently contracted 
for to take the place of that destroyed in the Thanksgiving- 
Day fire has just been received and is in service. It gives 
promise of answering all expectations. Another Hayes truck 
is located on Fort Hill Square. The other thirteen are 
either box or skeleton trucks, carrying the extension or 
Bangor ladders, single ladders, roof ladders, &c. Another 
aerial ladder will be added to the service in accordance with 
the authority contained in the recent appropriation for the 
enlargement of the Department. 

Boston has ten chemical-engine companies. The chemical 
engine as a light skirmisher, spark chaser and active 
sentinel generally, is a capital piece of apparatus when prop- 
erly used; and this Department knows how to use it. 
These chemicals save a great water loss every year, and are 
invaluable especially in dwelling house districts. There is 
hardly any other apparatus that does so much for the cost of 
running as they do. Four new chemical companies have 
been formed within as many years, and the Commissioners 
recommend their extension. 

The eight independent hose companies, while doing good 
work, cannot be much more in a city of such comparatively 
low-water pressure as this, than supply companies, and as 
other engine companies are formed, these, with two or three 
exceptions, will be merged in them. ‘There are located at 
the repair shop as spare apparatus, two ladder trucks, two 
chemical engines, six or seven hose carriages and wagons, 
and several coal wagons, district chiefs’ wagons, &c., besides 
the seven spare engines already referred to. This enumera- 
tion does not include the three new engines that have arrived 
and await testing, nor the remaining new engine that is 
expected in about a week. 

The new fire-boat, Engine 31, is now undergoing repairs. 
The boilers originally put in, while expected to furnish 
powerful steaming capacity in proportion to space and weight, 
have developed defects which necessitate a change. While 
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working at a recent fire, one of the tubes blew out and set 
the boat on fire. This was a warning of danger, not only to 
the craft but the men, that the Commissioners could not allow 
to pass unheeded, and they prepared, the very day of the 
accident, to substitute boilers of a different pattern, upon 
which the Atlantic Works are now employed. It may not 
be out of place to say here that the original work was the de- 
sign and under the supervision of the man who had built the 
most successful fire-boats of the country. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT. 


The Repair Shop deserves mention in this report. It em- 
ploys about eighteen men, including machinists, blacksmiths, 
wheelwrights, painters, harness-makers, &c. All repairs of 
engines and other apparatus, with the exception of new boilers, 
are done here. The apparatus harnesses are also made and 
repaired at this shop. It is thoroughly equipped with the 
latest and best machinery to perform its appointed work. 
Almost all the repairs of houses that come within the province 
of this Department, are done by details from permanent 
companies. ‘There is abundant mechanical skill in the force 
to do nearly everything that is required. In the selection of 
men the Commissioners aim to take in a certain proportion 
of skilled mechanics, and as a consequence there is constantly 
available an adequate number of good carpenters, black- 
smiths, painters, masons, plumbers, &c. By this method a 
small appropriation for the repairs of houses does a large 
amount of work, and the various company quarters are in 
excellent condition, much better than they ever were before. 

For the propelling power of the apparatus nearly 200 
horses are required. These are the special care of the Depart- 
ment veterinary. ‘The old animals have been largely weeded 
out during the past year or two, and those now in service are 
comparatively young and in good condition. They are care- 
fully selected, with special reference to speed, endurance and 
strength. 

There are about 70,000 feet of hose of all kinds in the De- 
partment, of which over 7,000 feet are in the storehouse. 
Of this amount about 1,300 feet are three and a half inch 
diameter, for the fire-boat, Siamese connections on land en- 
eines, &e. 

The ladder trucks and many of the hose-wagons are sup- 
plied with jumping nets and the gun equipment, for life-sav- 
ing purposes. The Pompier ladder has within a year been 
placed in use as a practical instrument. Within the past 
six months there have been at least two occasions upon which 
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its utility was demonstrated. It is so serviceable that no De- 
partment claiming to be first-class, can afford to be without 
it, or ignorant of its use. 

In the City Council of last year an order was passed and 
approved by Your Honor, appropriating $510,000 for the 
enlargement and improvement of the Department. This was 
drawn to cover the expense of a site and house for a double 
engine company, if possible, at the North End; a site and 
house for a double engine company on Congress street ; a site 
and building for ladder truck in Ward 10; an additional 
company in ‘the house of Engine 26, Mason strect ; an engine 
house in Washington Village, South Boston; a lot and house 
at Egleston square, another in Brighton, and engine com- 
panies in Charlestown and East Boston. The apparatus and 
equipment necessary for these new companies were also 
authorized and provided for by the order. On the strength 
of the appropriation the Commissioners have already invited 
and examined bids for two first-class and three second-class 
steam fire-engines ; but the awards have not yet been made. 
The new water tower will shortly be here, and another will 
probably be ordered within a few months. 

An important feature of the appropriation was the sum of 
$165,000 for the purpose of putting up fire-proof head- 
quarters, to accommodate the fire-alarm system, the offices 
of the Commissioners and Chief, several pieces of apparatus, 
&c. As yet no site has been decided upon, though the 
matter is before the City Council.. The Commissioners have 
made several special appeals for legislation that would enable 
them to make a beginning and at least some progress. The 
need of this becomes more imperative with the march of 
events. As the Commissioners’ offices are to be changed 
from City Hall, and thus separated from the Fire Alarm 
headquarters, at great inconvenience to all concerned, it is of 
great importance to the City and the Department that a per- 
manent abiding place should be decided upon at once and 
advanced to completion as rapidly as possible. 

Thus far considerable difficulty has been experienced in 
- finding an eligible site for an engine house at a fair price at 
the North End. In the other places mentioned, the same 
obstacles or as great will probably not be found. The plans 
of the Congress-street house are all ready for advertisement. 
Ground has been broken for several weeks for the extension 
of the quarters of Engine 26, and work is advancing. A 
beginning will soon be made in East Boston in the quarters 
of Engine 9, with a view to making them capacious enough 
to accommodate both an engine company and a ladder com- 
pany. There are already accommodations for a new engine 
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company in Charlestown, and the same is true of East Boston. 
A site for a ladder house in or near Ward 10 has been 
settled upon as soon asthe City Council shall have confirmed 
the Commissioners’ recommendations. It is proposed to 
locate the new engine-house at Brighton on the present site 
of Chemical Engine 6 at Allston, and steps are to be imme- 
diately taken to locate houses at Washington Village and 
Egleston square. 


THe Fire ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The condition of the Fire Alarm Department is excellent. 
The structures, wires, electrical machinery, fire alarm boxes, 
bells, &c., are in good working order. There are in service 
501 fire-alarm boxes, 500 miles of wire, 63 circuits, 68 tele- 
phones, 167 gongs, 1 steam whistle, and 37 bells. The 
manner of receiving and sending out an alarm does not differ 
materially from the methods in vogue in other cities, except 
that Boston still rings alarms on outside bells because her 
Fire Department is part call and part permanent in certain 
sections, — a custom which is almost obsolete elsewhere. At 
present in the permanent districts members of the uniformed 
force act as telegraphers from the fire-alarm box where a fire 
is, and so establish a connection from the fire to the rest of 
the Department. In the other sections fire-alarm men cover 
as heretofore. The Commissioners some months ago took 
steps to instruct the uniformed force in the use of the Morse 
key, with the intent eventually of using telegraph communi- 
cation in the changes they contemplate making in the present 


Co) 
system of sending in alarms and directing the Department 


during the progress of a fire. 

What the Commissioners may have to recommend, can, per- 
haps, be better done in special communications, hereafter. 
It may not be out of place, however, to briefly summarize 
and emphasize a few improvements already referred to in this 
report. First, the establishment of the whole Department 
upon a permanent basis as soon as possible, remembering that 
we cannot have complete strength without removing what is 
an undoubted element of weakness. Second, the question of 
headquarters should be properly disposed of without further 
delay. 

In the outlying sections of Boston there has been so much 
building enterprise for the past few years, that new colonies 
have sprung up in various parts of Roxbury, West Roxbury, 
Dorchester, Brighton and elsewhere, which feel, with fre- 
quently considerable show of reason, that better protection 
against fire should be afforded them. It may not be possible 
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to grant all they desire or perhaps need, at once; but their 
petitions in several cases deserve fruitage in the not distant 
future. 

The Commissioners respectfully submit this as their special 
report. They have meant to be conservative and have in- 
tended to make no statement that would not bear the most 
careful scrutiny; for should they raise the expectations of 
the public concerning the Department beyond what the facts 
critically examined may justify, they would inevitably be the 
greatest sufferers.

Boston, March 28, 1890. 
To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In reply to the order “that the Superin- 
tendent of Streets be requested to report to this Board at 
its next meeting a copy of the contract for filling Common- 
wealth avenue, between Beacon street and Cottage Farm 
Station ; also copies of extensions of said contract, with the 
reasons for such extensions,” I herewith enclose such copies 
and respectfully report as follows : — 

The contract for this widening was made by my predeces- 
sor in office on the 25th of March, 1889, five days before I 
had any connection whatever with this department. The 
contractor, Elizur V. Foote, promptly began the work on 
the 15th of June, when embankments were thrown up on 
the northerly line of the street for the purpose of confining 
the material — which was to be delivered by the hydraulic 
method — to the street. At this time the bulkheads, which 
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the terms of the contract required the city to construct, for 
“securing the material from being washed away,” were not 
constructed, and the contract for this important part of the 
work not even let. This delay arose in no way from neglect 
on the part of this department. I came to the office on the 
[st of April, and was*wholly unaware of the existence of 
the contract for widening the avenue, which had been signed 
five days previously. When my attention was called to it, I 
immediately notified the City Engineer to prepare plans and 
specifications for the bulkheads. “On the completion of this 
work, which was pushed as rapidly as possible, proposals 
were advertised for building them, and the contract was 
awarded to Mr. John Scully on the 16th of July. By the 
terms of this contract Mr. Scully was given forty-two days 
in which to complete the work, bringing the time to August 
27th, as the earliest date on which the filling by the hydraulic 
process could have been proceeded with. 

The bulkheads were not completed and accepted by the 
City Engineer until October 25th. 

In the meantime, Mr. Foote was engaged with his dredg- 
ing-machine in filling land for the Cambridge Embankment 
Company and the approaches to the Harvard bridge. 

About the 1st of October, Mr. E. S. Stokes, acting for 
Mr. Foote, in company with Mr. Henry D. Hyde, came to 
City Hall and asked me for an extension of the time for the 
completion of the work from the 15th of November to the 
15th of December. It was represented by Mr. Hyde that 
the completion of the approaches to Harvard bridge on the 
Cambridge side was urgently demanded by the public; the 
new bridge was about finished, and it would be a great con- 
venience to every one if the dredger could remain a short 
time longer upon that side of the river. Mr. Stokes was 
asked if he could complete the work by the 15th of Decem- 
ber, and answered that he thought he could; certainly by the 
lst of January. With these facts before me, I acceded to 
the request and verbally granted an extension of one month. 

Before the expiration of this time the pump failed from 
excessive wear, and four weeks’ time was consumed before 
operations were again resumed. 

On February 19 a hearing was given by the Committee 
on Paving at City Hall, on the petition of J. Q. Adams and 
others, who appeared as remonstrants to the delay in the exe- 
cution of the work. 

Mr. J. B. Kendall, representing the contractor, stated that 
the work would be completed by the Ist of May. This 
assurance on the part of Mr. Kendall seemed to satisfy the 
petitioners and the Paving Committee, and it was decided to 
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erant the extension, provided the results for the month of 
February were such as to promise the completion of the 
work by the Ist of May. 

The monthly measurement by the City Engineer showed 
that an average of about 1,000 yards a day had been deliv- 
ered in February, and the extension was granted. (See doc- 
ument enclosed. ) 

On the first day of March the small bulkhead showed signs 
of failure, and it became necessary to discontinue the work 
at that point ; the pipes were changed to the fill east of Sulli- 
van’s driveway, and after consultation with the City Engineer 
steps were immediately taken to strengthen the bulkheads, 

This work is about completed, and the filling is progressing 
favorably at the present time, and every effort is being made 
to hasten it. The bulkheads were built from plans and 
specifications of the City Engineer and under his direction 
and inspection. I had nothing to do with them, and am in no 
way responsible for their failure. 

I have at no time seen that the interests of the City of 
Boston would be served by annulling the contract on account 
of delay, or thought that it would hasten the progress of the 
work to advertise for new proposals and relet to other 
parties.

This agreement, made this twenty-fifth day of March, eigh- 
teen hundred and eighty-nine, by and between Elizur V. 
Foote, of the City and State of New York, of the first part, 
and the City of Boston of the second part, — 

Witnesseth, That the said Elizur V. Foote, for the con- 
sideration hereinafter named, and under the penalty expressed 
in a bond of even date herewith and hereto annexed, agrees, 
at own proper cost and expense, well and faithfully to fur-— 
nish and deliver the necessary amount of good, clean earth, 
rock, gravel, or shells for grading the additional width of 
Commonwealth avenue, on the northerly side thereof, be- 
tween Beacon street and Cousens’ wharf, to the established 
erade and lines, with the necessary side slopes, for the price 
and at the rate of charge for filling of thirty-nine cents 
($0.39) per cubic yard, as measured in the fill by the City 
Engineer of Boston. 

Said party of the first part further agrees that the material 
delivered shall consist of good, clean earth, gravel, rock, or 
shells, free from mud, stumps, roots, or any perishable ma- 
terial, the surface and side slopes to be trimmed to the 
grades to be given by the City Surveyor, and left in neat 
and smooth condition. 

All material furnished and work done to be to the satisfac- 
tion of the Superintendent of Streets of the City of Boston. 

The party of the first part further agrees that in case the 
filling is made with material dredged from the bed of the 
Charles river, by the hydraulic method, that nothing but 
such material as shall conform to the terms of this contract 
shall be delivered upon the avenue, and that any overlying 
mud upon the bank from which the filling is to be taken 
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shall be removed before the delivery of the material for the 
City commences, if so ordered by the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The roadway of Commonwealth avenue now in use is not 
to be disturbed, and the contractor is to protect it from the 
water of the delivery-pipe of the dredge, no water to be 
allowed to cross the avenue. 

The said party of the first part agrees that the delivery of 
material shall commence on or before June 15, 1889, and 
shall be completed on or before November 15, 1889. 

The said City of Boston agrees to build bulkheads, or to 
otherwise secure the material from being washed away ; in 
the two creeks or deepest depressions said bulkheads or pro- 
tections to be built to grade and to be 230 and 620 feet in 
length, respectively. 

It is mutually agreed that the measurement of the quantity 
of filling to be paid for under the agreement shall be based 
upon the levels taken upon the ground to be filled before the 
work is commenced, and that no allowance is to be made for 
compression or displacement of soft material. 

It is further agreed that proper facilities shall be given the 
City for extending or building new drains or other structures 
across the fill while material is being deposited. 

It is also agreed that said party of the first part may build 
a dyke or partition on the outer line of the fill from material 
now within the lines of the widening. 

Said party of the first part further agrees to indemnify 
and save harmless the said City from all claims and demands 
for, or on account of injury or damages received or sustained 
by any person or persons by or from said party of the first

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tified to by said City Engineer, whose estimate shall be final 
and conclusive; the balance to be paid upon the completion 
und acceptance by said Superintendent of Streets of the 
whole of said work. 

It is further agreed that in case of any alteration of the 
terms of this contract so much of said contract as is not nec- 
essarily affected thereby shall be and remain in force, and no 
payment shall be made for work done under such alteration 
until the completion of the whole work, when the final pay- 
ment under said contract shall release and discharge’ said 
City from any and all claims under the contract and any al- 
teration thereof. It is further agreed that in case of an 
abandonment or an assignment of this contract, or in case of 
an unreasonable or unnecessary delay by the party of the 
first part, said City may annul and terminate the contract and 
complete said work in such manner as it deems best, at the 
expense of said party of the first part; and in case the cost 
of such completion is less than would have been payable 
under this contract to said party of the first part therefor, it 
shall be entitled to receive the difference.

Contract and Specifications for building two Pile Bulk- 
heads on Commonwealih Avenue Widening. 

This Agreement, made and concluded this sixteenth day 
of July in the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
nine, between the City of Boston, by its Superintendent of 
Streets, of the first part, and John T. Scully, of Boston, in 
the Brighton District, in the State of Massachusetts, of the 
second part : — 

A. Wéitnesseth, That the said party of the second part 
has agreed, and by these presents does agree, with the said 
party of the first part, for the consideration hereinafter men- 
tioned and contained, and under the penalty herein contained 
or expressed in a bond bearing even date with these presents, 
and hereunto annexed, at his own proper cost and expense, 
to do all the work and furnish all the materials called for by 
this agreement, in the manner and under the conditions here- 
inafter specified. 

B. To prevent all disputes and litigation it is further 
agreed, by and between the parties to this contract, that the 
City Engineer of Boston (meaning thereby the individual at 
any time holding said position, or acting in said capacity)

PIEING: 


All piles furnished to be of spruce, new, sound, and 
straight ; to be not less than 7 in. in diameter at the point, 
and not less than 10 in. in diameter when cut off at grade, 
including the bark in both cases, and of proper lengths for 
driving, “cutting off, and capping at the proper g erade. The 
piles must be free from defects of all kinds, “and to the 
satisfaction of the Engineer; to be carefully and thoroughly 
driven to the satisfaction of the Engineer; and any pile 
driven in a wrong position, or which may split in driving, 
must be drawn up and a new one substituted. 

Main piles to be driven true to line, to be spaced 3 ft. on 
centres, to have tenons 25 in. thick and 6 in. deep. 

All the main piles of the 620 ft. bulkhead, except 42, to be 
provided with two spurshores to each pile; 42 piles of this 
bulkhead and all the main piles of the 230 ft. bulkhead to be 
provided with one spurshore to each pile; to be carefully 
fitted and fastened with one 1} in. screw-bolt to each spur- 
shore ; spurshores to be driven with an inclination of 1 to 3. 


CAPS.

GENERAL CLAUSES. 


Convenient means of access to all parts of the work shall 
be provided by the Contractor for the Engineer and his as- 
sistants during its entire progress; and due facilities and 
such assistance and materials as he may require must be fur- 
nished him for giving grades, lines, and points, and his marks 
shall be carefully preserved. 

The soundings shown on the plan are supposed to be 
correct, and are given for the information of bidders ; but 
their accuracy is not guaranteed, and no responsibility for 
the depth of water or character of the bottom is assumed by 
the City. 

Any work or materials not hereinbefore specified, and 
required for adapting the general plan to the particular cir- 
cumstances of the various parts of the bulkheads and their 
appurtenances, shall be furnished by the Contractor without 
extra charge. 

After the completion of the work, the Contractor is to 
remove all temporary structures built by him, all rubbish 
and surplus materials of all kinds from the site of the work. 

If any person employed by the Contractor on the work 
should appear to the Engineer to be incompetent, or to act 
in an improper manner, he shall be discharged immediately 
on the requisition of the Engineer, and such person shall not 
again be employed on the work. 

All the work contemplated and described in this contract 
and specifications shall be done to the satisfaction of the En- 
gineer, who shall be sole judge as to the fitness of materials, 
and shall have the right of correcting errors or omissions in 
the contract and specifications, when such correction is neces- 
‘ sary for the proper fulfilment of their intention; the action 
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of such correction to date from the time that the Engineer 
gives due notice thereof in writing. 

Any unfaithful or imperfect work that may be discovered 
before the final acceptance of the work shall be corrected im- 
mediately on the requirement of the Engineer, notwithstand- 
ing that it may have been overlooked and estimated. The 
inspection of the work shall not relieve the Contractor of any 
of his obligations to perform sound and reliable work, as 
herein described; and all work of whatever kind, which, 
during its progress and before it is finally accepted, may 
become damaged from any cause, shall be removed, so much 
of it as may be objectionable, and replaced by good and sound 
work, satisfactory to the Engineer. 

The drawings and specifications are intended to be explan- 
atory of each other; but should any discrepancy appear, or 
any misunderstanding arise as to the import of anything ¢con- 
tained in either, the explanation of the Engineer shall be 
considered final and binding on the Contractor. Any correc- 
tion of errors or omissions in the drawings or specifications 
may be made by the Engineer when such correction is neces- 
sary for the proper fulfilment of their intention. 

Whenever the Contractor is not present on any part of the 
work where it may be desired to give directions, orders will 
be given by the Engineer, and be received and obeyed by the 
superintendent or foreman who may have charge of the par- 
ticular work in reference to which the orders are given. 

Whenever the word “ Engineer” is used herein, it shall be 
understood to refer to the City Engineer of the City of Boston, 
and to his properly authorized agents, limited by the particu- 
lar duties intrusted to them. 

Whenever the word “Contractor” is used herein, it shall 
be understood to refer to the party (or parties) who has 
entered into the contract to perform the work to be done 
under these specifications, or the legal representative of such 
party. 

Whenever the words “Superintendent of Streets” are 
used herein, they shall be understood to refer to Superintend- 
ent of Streets of the City of Boston. 

In all the operations connected with the work herein speci- 
fied, all United States and State laws and City Ordinances 
controlling or limiting in any way the actions of those en- 
gaged on the works, or affecting the methods of doing the 
work, or materials applied to it, must be respected and strictly 
complied with; and during the progress of the work the 
Contractor shall provide such precautions as may be necessary 
to protect life and property. 

D. It is hereby agreed that no claims for extra work shall 
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be made unless the work shall have been done in obedience 
to a written order from the Engineer, or his duly authorized 
agent; that all claims for extra work done in any month shall 
be filed, i in writing, with the Engineer before the fifteenth of 
the following month; and that, failing to file such claims 
within the time required, all rights for pay for such extra 
work shall be forfeited. 

E. And it is further agreed that the work shall be com- 
menced and carried on at such points, and in such order of 
precedence, and at such times and seasons, as may from time 
to time be directed by the Engineer. 

F. The parties hereto further agree that this contract shall 
be in writing, and executed in triplicate, one of which tripli- 
cates shall be kept by the said Superintendent of Streets,

“M. And the parties to this agreement further agree that 
the City Engineer may make altertions in the lide: grade, 
plan, form, dimensions, or materials of the work herein con- 
templated, either before or after the commencement of con- 
struction. If such alterations diminish the quantity of work 
to be done, they shall not constitute a claim for damages, or 
for anticipated profits on the work that may be dispensed 
with ; but the value of such work or material so dispensed 
with shall be deducted from the sums to be paid to the said 

Jontractor ; if they increase the amount of work, such in- 
crease shall be paid for according to the quantity actually 
done, and at fair market rates of the value thereof; the © 
amount to be deducted or paid in each case to be determined 
by the City Engineer, and his decision to be final and bind- 
ing on the said parties. 

N. And the said Contractor hereby agrees to receive the 
following sum as full compensation for. furnishing all the 
materials, and for use of tools, apparatus, and implements, 
and for labor in moving materials, and executing all the 
work contemplated 1 in this contract ; also. for all loss or dam- 
age arising out of the nature of the work aforesaid, or from 
the actions of the elements, or from any unforeseen obstruc- 
tions or difficulties which may be encountered in the prosecu- 
tion of the same, and for all risks of every description con- 
nected with the work; also for all expenses incurred by or

in consequence of the suspension or discontinuance of said 
work, as before specified, and for well and faithfully com- 
pleting the work, and the whole thereof, in the manner and 
according to the plans and specifications and the requirements 
of the Engineer under them, to wit : — 

For furnishing all the materials and doing all the work of 
building two pile bulkheads on Commonwealth Avenue 
Widening the sum of three thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-five dollars ($3,875). 

O. And the said Contractor hereby further agrees that 
he shall not be entitled to demand or receive payment for 
any portion of the aforesaid work or materials until said 
work shall have been completed to the satisfaction of the City 
Engineer, and the said City Engineer shall have given his 
certificate to that effect ; whereupon the said City will, at the 
expiration of ten days after such completion and the delivery 
of such certificate, pay, and it hereby binds itself to pay the 
said Contractor, in cash, the whole amount of money accru- 
ing to the said Contractor under this contract, excepting such 
sum or sums as may be lawfully retained under any of the 
provisions of this contract herein set forth ;

of any alterations, so much of this agreement as is not nec- 
essarily affected by such alterations shall remain in force 
upon the parties hereto. 

R. And it is further agreed that no payment for work 
done under any alteration of this contract, as aforesaid, shall 
be made until the completion of the whole contract. 

S. And the said Contractor hereby further agrees that 
the payment of the final amount due under this contract, and 
the adjustment and payment of the bill rendered for work 
done in accordance with any alterations of the same, shall

GENTLEMEN, — The undersigned petitioner represents that 
under date of March 25, 1889, a contract was made between 
him and the City of Boston for the filling and grading of 
Commonwealth avenue on the northerly side, between Beacon 
street and Cousens’ wharf; that under that contract the City 
of Boston was to build bulkheads, or otherwise secure the 
material placed thereon by the undersigned from being 
washed away; that the City did construct such bulkheads, 
but that the same were so poorly and imperfectly constructed 
that the material placed thereon by the undersigned under 
and in pursuance of said contract is not retained, but the 
same is washed away into the river. 

Wherefore, the undersigned respectfully gives notice that 
he cannot continue said contract by placing material on said 
Commonwealth avenue until said bulkheads have been put in 
proper condition, or unless the city government will pay for 
all material placed by the undersigned upon said Common- 
wealth avenue, whether the same be thereafter washed away 
or not.

The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, con- 
tains, besides other information, a detailed statement of the 
expenditures of the year and of the number of patients ad- 
mitted, and is accompanied by the reports of the Medical and 
Surgical Staff. These reports give in detail the number of 
patients treated inthe Hospital, and the number treated in 
the Out-Patient Departments, during the year, with classified 
statements of their diseases and results of treatment. 

The whole number of patients in the Hospital during the 
year was 6,502, and they were under treatment an average 
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of 21 days each, — making a total of 137,970 days, or 19,710 
weeks. The entire cost of maintaining the Hospital during 
the year was, at the rate of $11.03 per week, $218,287.82. 
Deducting from this total the amount received on account of 
the board of paying patients, $49,646.71, there is left the 
sum of $168;641.11 as the cost to the city of treating the 
non-paying patients. But after further deducting stock on 
hand and extraordinary expenses, such as alterations and 
additions to steam-heating apparatus, extraordinary painting 
and plumbing, new roads and flagging about new building, 
not properly included in the maintenance for the year, the 
net cost of maintaining the Hospital was, for the year, 
$157,121.07, or an average cost to the city, for board of each 
patient treated, of $7.96 per week, as against $7.91 for last 
year. 

The number of patients under treatment (6,502 was 
275 greater than during the preceding year. This is the 
largest number of patients treated during any year since the 
establishment of the Hospital. The largest number of patients 
in the Hospital at any one time in the year was 428; the 
smallest number at any one time was 327; the daily average 
number of patients was 370+; the average length of stay of 
patients was 21 days. During the year 8,274 applicants were 
examined for admission, of whom 6,157 were admitted and 
2,117 were rejected. The various causes for rejection 
appear in the Superintendent’s report. 

The income to the Hospital during the past year was —

PayInG PATIENTS. 


The amounts received by the Hospital for the board of a 
portion of the patients under the system adopted a few years 
since, have now become so large as to call for particular 
notice. 
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The Trustees found large numbers of patients in the wards 
who had legal settlements in other cities and towns, or had 
no settlement in the Commonwealth, and were, therefore, 
chargeable to the State. The city of Boston was paying, 
each year, considerable sums of money for the support of its 
own citizens in the hospitals of other cities and towns, while 
it was itself, free of charge, treating and caring for large num- 
bers of their citizens admitted here from the necessities of their 
sickness or injuries. After considerable time had been con- 
sumed in adjusting the methods of claim and acknowledg- 
ment, the city finally established the present methods. All 
persons admitted to the Hospital as free patients are examined 
as to their claim upon the city. If it is found that they have 
a settlement here, they are given their treatment free, when 
unable to pay for it. If they are found to have a settlement 
in another city or town, or to have no settlement within the 
Commonwealth, the authorities of the proper city or town, or 
of the Commonwealth, as the case may be, are notified, and 
collection is made for the board of such patients. 

A sum less in amount, but still considerable, is received 
from patients found able to pay for their treatment in the 
wards, and from those desiring the additional accommoda- 
tions afforded by the private rooms. 

The constant increase of annual income received on account 
of such patients is noteworthy. There was collected from 
all these sources —

Of the total collected and paid into the city treasury, 
$169,233 has been paid during the last five years, and 
$49,646 during the last year alone, the latter sum being 24 per 
cent. of the total expenditures for the year. These facts seem 
entitled to receive special attention in considering what sums 
should be appropriated for the work of the Hospital. 


PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HOSPITAL. 


The capacity of the Hospital practically remains the same 
as last year; that is, four hundred and eighty beds. This 
capacity will soon be increased by a few beds, when the male 
nurses’ dormitory in the new Out-Patient building is oc- 
cupied; and the rooms now used by the male nurses are 
vacated. The slight increase thus afforded will not appreci- 
ably enlarge the accommodations for patients. 

The wards are now usually full, and the demand is almost 
constant for more beds for ordinary medical and surgical 
cases. Suggestions and recommendations have been made, 
from time to time, to the Trustees, by the Medical and 
Surgical Staff, that wards be set aside for the exclusive treat- 
ment of patients by the special departments. Such recom- 
mendations seem to be in accordance with the tendencies of 
the times and the progress of medical science. Diseases of 
the eye, of the skin, of the throat, of women, can undoubt- 
edly be better treated in wards specially adapted for their 
purposes, and the Trustees would gladly assist in such further 
classifications and special treatment, were there wards enough. 
The fact, however, remains that the Hospital can barely keep 
pace with the growth of the population, and find sufficient 
general accommodations for medical and surgical cases. 

The greater need, in the present situation, is for a more 
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general classification of the medical and surgical cases. <A 
metropolitan hospital must provide for great numbers of 
patients, and much inconvenience is experienced in so assign- 
ing the cases as to afford proper treatment with suitable 
comfort. The large variety of cases, the differences in per- 
sonality, the complications arising from alcoholic delirium as 
well as from offensiveness of the body and the varying mor- 
ality of patients, require a large number and variety of 
wards and rooms. The present accommodations are far from 
adequate in these regards. This subject has been more fully 
treated in the Superintendent’s report, and is worthy of at- 
tention in considering the capacity of the Hospital. 

A new building, with two wards for surgical cases, — one 
for males and one for females, —would give accommodations 
for men and women with surgical diseases ; and the present 
building, containing wards K and L, now occupied for 
medical and surgical cases, of both sexes, could be devoted 
only to medical cases of men and women. Such an addition 
would afford a much-desired relief, would simplify the some- 
what complex and incongruous existing arrangement, and 
dispel many criticisms now unavoidable. 


HospittaL RENOVATIONS. 


During the past year much work has been done in the 
way of improvements and repairs, the details of which 
appear in the report of the Superintendent. Wards H, Q, 
R, and § have been vacated and renovated. Two stacks of 
plumbing fixtures have been torn out, and new work has 
been put in. Roofs have received more than usual repair, 
and the steam-heating outfit has been still further improved. 
During the cold weather of the past two seasons the wards 
have at all times been comfortable, a fact which cannot be 
said of any previous season since the Hospital has been 
enlarged. A beginning has been made in building a high 
brick wall around the Hospital grounds. This is an im- 
provement long needed, but which could not before be 
undertaken for want of means. One hundred and eighty 
feet of wall, separating Albany street from the wards con- 
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taining the worst cases, have been already built, and the 
result has been to secure greater seclusion and a general 
relief. Much labor has been expended to change the grades 
and lines of roads in the grounds, especially around the new 
Out-Patient building. 

A new sitting-room for the House Staff has been gained 
and suitably furnished, to meet the wants of the sixteen 
house officers. This room affords them, according to their 
inclination, a common ground for rest, recreation, study, or 
amusement. The Trustees not only regret that so desirable 
an addition had to be so long delayed, but hope that still 
further comforts may be given as time and circumstance 
shall allow. 

By the work of carpenters and painters much has been 
done to add conveniences, remodel old devices, and brighten 
and renew the various wards, rooms, corridors, and appli- 
ances. Purer air, better light and cleanliness, and facility of 
service, are objects constantly sought in the Hospital. 


ADDITIONAL LAND. 


The need of additional land, for immediate and future use 
for Hospital purposes, was fully pointed out in the last 
report. 

Early in the year 1889 an order was passed by both 
branches of the City Council “that His Honor the Mayor 
be requested to petition the General Court, at its present 
session, for the passage of an act authorizing the city of 
Boston to take land by right of eminent domain, for the 
purpose of extending the limits of the City Hospital.” As a 
result, the following act was passed by the Legislature, and 
approved May 14, 1889 : — 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO TAKE 
LAND FOR THE USES OF THE CITY HOSPITAL OF SAID 
Ty .. 


SecTION 1. The city of Boston, for the uses and purposes of the 
city hospital of said city, and for other purposes connected with said 
hospital, may, through the agency of the board of street commissioners 
of said city, take from time to time any part or parts of that lot or tract 
of land in said Boston bounded northwest by Harrison avenue, north- 
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east by East Concord street, southeast by Albany street and southwest 
by East Chester park, including any land used for public or private 
streets, ways or courts, within said bounds. 

Sec. 2. The said board of street commissioners shall, within sixty 
days from the time of taking any lands for the purposes of this act, 
cause to be recorded in the registry of deeds for the county of Suffolk a 
description of the lands so taken as certain as is required in an ordinary 
conveyance of land, and a statement of the purposes for which they 
were taken, which description and statement shall be signed by a ma- 
jority of said board. 

Sec. 3. The city of Boston shall pay all damages for injuries to 
property sustained by any person whose property is taken under author- 
ity of this act; and if the said board and the person whose property is 
taken cannot agree upon the amount of damages, a jury of the superior 
court may be had to determine the same in the same manner as a jury 
is had and damages are determined when parties are dissatisfied with an 
estimate of damages sustained by any person by the laying of a high- 
way in said city. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


The Trustees, believing that action should be taken by the 
city under this act, addressed a memorial to the City Council 
as follows : — 


To the Honorable City Council : — 

The Legislature at its last session granted the petition of the City 
Council for authority to take for the uses and purposes of the City Hos- 
pital any portion of the land, not now owned by the city, included 
within the tract between East Concord street and East Chester park, 
extending from Harrison avenue in front to Albany street in the rear, 
including any portion of said tract used for streets and passageways. 

The city now owns and uses for the purposes of the City Hospital the 
northeasterly portion of said tract, that is, the entire large block ex- 
tending from East Concord street as far as East Springfield street, com- 
prising 292,633 square feet. It also owns the larger portion of the 
smaller block between East Springfield street and East Chester park, 
_and large tracts of land beyond on the southeasterly side of Albany 
street, and on the southwesterly side of East Chester park. 

Of the smaller block between East Springfield street and East Chester 
park, any remaining portion of which the city is by the act authorized 
to take, the city owns, exclusive of passageways, about 57,000 square 
feet, a portion of which is occupied for the Nurses’ Home. There re- 
mains in the rear of this block, on Albany street, an unoccupied parcel 
belonging to the devisees of the late William Evans, consisting of 26,759 
square feet, exclusive of the passageway, and assessed of the value of 
$34,500. By taking this parcel, the city would own all the land on both 
sides of East Springfield street, and it could then close this street 
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between Harrison avenue and Albany street, and the larger part of the 
passageways, the fees of which, as well as of the street, it already owns. 
The damages recoverable for the closing of the street and passageways 
would, as the trustees are advised, be very small, if anything. By such 
taking and closing, not only would the city acquire the 26,759 square 
feet so taken from the Evans estate, and gain for hospital uses, in addi- 
tion, about 35,500 square feet now included in the street and passageways 
at little, if any, expense; but the rest of the city’s land on the south- 
westerly side of East Springfield street would be brought into immediate 
connection and use with the present main hospital grounds. 

The portion of this block at the corner of East Chester park and 
Harrison avenue, 16,764 square feet, is occupied by ten dwelling-houses 
assessed at $58,500. If these estates should also be taken, the city 
would possess the entire smaller block between East Concord street and 
East Chester park, separated only on the southwesterly side by East 
Chester park from another large tract belonging to the city, and on the 
southeasterly side by Albany street from other extensive city lands. 

It is inevitable that the city must acquire and use in the near future 
this entire block. A considerable portion is needed at the present time 
for the purposes of the hospital. The present grounds are already 
crowded with buildings, which indeed are too closely placed for the 
needed requirements of light, air, and isolation, and the erection of new 
buildings has fallen far behind the great increase in the number of 
patients and in the hospital work. 

There must be an extension of the Nurses’ Home, which has already 
outgrown the requirements of the service; there must soon be erected 
new one-story isolated wards, and indeed new wards for general medical 
and surgical patients, or the hospital will soon be obliged to refuse to 
treat a portion of the city’s sick. The buildings at the corner of Chester 
park and Harrison avenue could be by internal alterations soon adapted 
for the use of the additional nurses and employés who must be pro- 
vided with rooms, and for patients who are not actually ill. A consider- 
able part of the ground could, and ought to be, utilized at once for an 
extension of the tent system, so advantageous for many classes of 
patients in the warmer season. The hospital must be increased in ac- 
cordance with the large demands made upon it from year to year, and 
looking to the future as well as the immediate necessities, land must be 
had and the growth of the hospital must naturally be carried in this 
direction. The city ought to control the tract in the interest of the 
patients of the hospital, even if it were not now to be actually needed. 

The facts, that the land devoted to the hospital on the southwesterly 
side of East Springfield street cannot now, owing to its being cut off 
by a public street from the main hospital, be advantageously used for 
hospital purposes; that the city will, by the taking, be enabled to use 
land more than as much again as it pays for, and which it already owns 
subject to the easement of the street; that much of the land to be paid 
for is now in a large tract and as yet unimproved, — would seem to be 
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sufficient to make it appear to be a sound business policy for the city to 
proceed at once under the initiative which it has already made, and ac- 
quire under these favorable circumstances the entire block. 

The trustees would respectfully advise that proper action be taken 
for the taking of all those portions of the tract described in the act, not 
now belonging to the city.

The Trustees respectfully urge upon the City Council that 
prompt action be taken in this matter, while the city has at 
its command so good an opportunity to acquire this additional 
land. 


CONVALESCENT HomMnr. © 


The need of providing for convalescent patients has fre- 
quently been mentioned, and request for proper accommoda- 
tions for this class has several times been made, notably in 
the report for 1887. This necessity has become more ap- 
parent for many reasons, and especially because the increasing 
demand for room has compelled the management more fre- 
quently to discharge patients when only partially cured, and 
when in such condition that they were unable to resume work, 
or were compelled to return to the Hospital for further treat- 
ment. This apparent and pressing want has now been recog- 
nized. On Sept. 12, 1889, an order was introduced in the 
Common Council, providing “That the Committee on City 
Hospital be requested to consider and report in the Common 
Council in regard to the expediency of establishing, in connec- 
tion with the City Hospital, a Home for Convalescents ; also 
as to the best location for such a home.” | 

The Committee on City Hospital had several meetings, and 
the subject was fully considered. 
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The subsequent action appears in the following communi- 
cations :— 
To the Honorable the City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the pleasure of concurring in the enclosed 
request for $30,000 made by the trustees of the City Hospital, and to be: 
expended ona home for convalescents. The request is made in pur-- 
suance of your own order as well as upon its own merits. I trust that 
your honorable body will find it convenient to appropriate the sum.

To His Honor the Mayor: — 


Sir, — On the 12th of September last an order was introduced into 
the Common Council, subsequently approved by the Board of Aldermen, 
“That the Committee on City Hospital be requested to consider and 
report in regard to the expediency of establishing, in connection with 
the City Hospital, a home for convalescents; also as to the best location 
for such a home.” 

The Committee on City Hospital have had several conferences with the 
trustees, and have asked them to find a suitable location. That a home 
for convalescents, in a large general hospital, is expedient, almost goes 
without saying. I cannot present the case better than to quote from the 
report of the trustees for the year 1887. The needs of convalescent 
patients are there stated as follows : — 

“<The demand for admission of patients during the year has been at 
times very great, and to meet this demand it has frequently been neces- 
sary to canvass the wards for cases found incapable of complete recovery, 
and to transfer them to some other more appropriate institution. Some- 
times it has been necessary to discharge chronic patients who were still 
susceptible of improvement by hospital treatment. Want of room, also, 
at times absolutely compelled the discharge of convalescent cases earlier 
than was wished, and sometimes these convalescents have suffered re- 
lapse, and been compelled to return to the hospital. Sometimes such 
patients, when discharged, are compelled to go to the almshouse, or to 
go to homes with unsuitable accommodations and surroundings, where 
_ they struggle on, awaiting health sufficient to resume work. Such early 
discharges of convalescing patients are often necessary, for the simple 
reason that the beds are needed for other patients suffering from acute 
diseases or accidents which demand and require immediate relief. 

‘**Chronic cases can be sent to other institutions, but the city has made 
no provision, either in a hospital or public home, for its convalescent 
sick. The necessity of such a retreat, as an effective means of supple- 
menting the treatment and completing the recovery of convalescing 
patients, has long been felt in large general hospitals. Such patients 
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need a change of scene, country air, quietness and rest from the bustle 
unavoidable in a large ward devoted to acute sickness. They gain 
rapidly under these conditions, which are attainable only in a home 
especially designed for their relief. It is the greatest of boons to remove 
them from the wards where, for a longer or shorter time, they have 
been surrounded by scenes of suffering and sickness. Many of the poor, 
even when they have homes, find in them not only discomfort, but 
positively harmful surroundings, which retard and often prevent restora- 
tion to health. Moreover, they often add to the domestic burdens of a 
family already struggling under difficulties to maintain itself. A con- 
valescent retreat hastens the good work of recovery, and relieves the 
pressure for beds in the general wards, and thus works a double benefit. 

‘‘'The Out-Patient Department, to arrest disease and prevent the ne- 
cessity of entering the wards, and a convalescent home to supplement the 
wards, are valuable and indispensable adjuncts to a general hospital in 
a large city. This annex to hospital-work is now well recognized not 
only abroad, but in this country, as is attested by the homes attached toa 
large number of huspitals. 

‘<The Massachusetts General Hospital has its convalescent home in 
Belmont, and its insane have a sea-shore home at Lynn, both of which 
have proved of great benefit to patients. The Children’s Hospital has 
its country house at Wellesley, and St. Margaret’s Infirmary has its 
summer houses at Lowell Island and in Winthrop. All these are 
private charities, and their convalescent homes are established and 
maintained by private donations. 

‘¢This hospital, one of the largest in the country devoted to acute 
medical and surgical diseases, has no such home, and no department of 
the city charities affords a place for convalescence, except its almshouse 
departments on the harbor islands. These departments are intended 
for paupers only, and an entrance therein of itself indicates pauperism. 
While serving well their special purposes, they are not suitable places for 
recovery from severe illness. ‘The facilities for proper treatment of the 
convalescent are not supplied by the city in any form. The authorities 
of St. Luke’s Home for Convyalescents have very cordially and kindly, as 
well as gratuitously, given such assistance as they could when they 
have had room. 

‘* All the convalescent charities in this vicinity are the result of a move- 
ment on the part of philanthropic and benevolent men and women in 
private life. Such a feature of charity by the city authorities would 
most naturally spring from those departments nearest allied to the re- 
sponsibility and care of the sick. ‘The trustees of the City Hospital beg 
to call the attention of the City Council to this want. It is hoped that 
it will appreciate this need, and before long increase the city’s admirable 
equipment for taking care of its sick poor by establishing a convales- 
cent home.” 

The trustees and superintendent have devoted considerable time in 
trying to find a location suitable for such a home, and have met with 
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many embarrassments. Such a location should be within the limits of 
the city, within reasonable distance to the hospital, possess the advan- 
tages of good water-supply and drainage, sightly in its general aspect, 
without too great exposure, possessing good air, good views, and other 
accommodations necessary to make what might be called a good, 
country home. Nearly twenty sites of various kinds have been visited. 
Some were wholly unsuitable, possessing no recommendation except 
that of cheapness. 

Some were too far removed and inaccessible. Nearly all were costly, 
and in one instance a location that was assessed for $22,000, the owners 
wished to sell for $125,000. 

The trustees are happy to say that they have in mind a location, in 
most respects admirably adapted as a site for such a home. The estate 
referred to is situated in Dorchester, and has about fifteen acres of land. 
Part of the land has been much improved, and part is woody. ‘There 
is a three-storied house on the estate which cost $20,000, and could 
reasonably accommodate thirty people, and there are barns and out- 
buildings. A part of this estate is high and sightly, without too much 
exposure, and is within easy reach of sewerage and city water-supply. 
It is healthy in its surroundings, has good views, and is in many other 
particulars suitable for a site for a home for convalescents. It is 
easily accessible from the hospital, as patients could get into the horse 
cars at our hospital gate, and without transfer reach the gate of the 
estate. 

The owner is willing to sell the same for $30,000. From amore or 
less intimate knowledge of locations and prices, the trustees are of the 
opinion that no site, as far as their knowledge goes, can be procured 
possessing so many advantages, for the same sum of money. 

The trustees would therefore recommend to your Honor that you bring 
this fact to the honorable City Council, with the view of obtaining 
possession of the land while it may be had, as in their opinion it would 
not be easy to again find so desirable a site. The trustees earnestly beg 
your approval, and desire that you will request the City Council to make 
an appropriation for the purchase of the site as recommended by us.

This communication was referred to the Committee on 
Finance, December 30, too late for action during the past 
municipal year. 

The estate alluded to by the Trustees is that of Asaph 
Churchill, situated on the southern side of Dorchester 
avenue, in Dorchester, about one-eighth of a mile from the 
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“Lower Mills.” This subject is urged upon the attention of 
the City Council because a bond for the purchase of the land 
has been taken for a limited time, and it is not believed that 
so good a location or opportunity will soon again be offered 
for this purpose. 


Tot New Ovut—Patient DEPARTMENT BUILDING. 


The new Out-Patient building, which has been under con- 
struction for more than a year, is now nearly completed and 
nearly furnished, and, except for the many impediments 
brought upon the Hospital service by the epidemic of in- 
fluenza, it would have been occupied before the completion 
of this Hospital year. It will undoubtedly be ready for 
occupancy early in January. 

The building is more fully described in the Superin- 
tendent’s report. The main entrance will be used as an 
entrance office for the general business of the Hospital with 
the public. The greater portion of the first and second 
stories are used as waiting-rooms, consulting, examining, 
and treatment rooms for out-patients; and the completed 
state of the building and its furnishings clearly show that 
great and extended benefits will come to all who have to do 
with this branch of the Hospital work. The third story is 
devoted to the sleeping apartments for the male nurses of 
the Hospital, and has excellent and comfortable rooms for 
twenty-six persons, with every convenience for personal 
hygiene and comfort.. 

The change in the main entrance into the Hospital to the 
corner of Kast Springfield street has necessitated changes 
of the driveways, additions of flag-stone walks, and various 
minor details pertaining to such alteration. 

It is the intention of the Trustees to make such alterations 
in the old Out-Patient building as will fit it for the uses of 
the Surgical Out-Patient Departments. 

The wants of out-patients had long since outgrown the old 
“lodge,” and the additional accommodations are in a degree 
commensurate with the demands of the public and the pres- 
ent extent and importance of the Hospital. 
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NEEDED ADDITIONS TO THE ADMINISTRATION BUILDING. 


The Trustees beg to refer to the last annual report, wherein 
were stated the needs of the Hospital for additional accom- 
modations. More room is needed for a medical library, a 
consulting-room for the Medical and Surgical Staff, a room 
for a patients’ library, a fire-proof room for the preservation 
of nearly 1,200 manuscript volumes of medical and surgical 
records of patients, which now cover nearly 100,000 cases ; 
a fire-proof room for the business records, books, and other 
valuable Hospital property of a like nature, which cannot be 
replaced in case of destruction; a dining-room for officers, 
with adjoining pantries: and smaller and less important 
rooms for additional uses. 

The Trustees believe that the City Council is fully aware 
of the need of these additional accommodations, and are 
confident that with their usual liberality they will, when the 
means can be reasonably found, supply the money for this 
purpose. 


Exectric Ligurt. 


The Trustees last. year, in reference to electric lighting, 
said, that they “recommend to the City Council the building 
of an electric-light plant. This matter has been before them 
for discussion for some time, but they have refrained from 
presenting it on account of the many calls upon the treasury 
for money in the city expenditures. They now feel that the 
time has come to ask for this improvement. The matter is 
more fully discussed in the report of the Superintendent, 
and is worthy of consideration. Electric lighting is specially 
needed in a hospital, since it is a matter of economy, is 
eminently beneficial to the health of the patients, reduces 
the risk of fire, always a calamity to be dreaded in a hospital 
filled with helpless people, and serves as an assistance in 
many departments to better service. The Trustees invite 
the attention of the City Council to this needed improve- 
ment.” 
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Home For INCURABLES. 


The act of the Legislature authorizing the city of Boston 
to establish a city hospital, provided that the city might 
establish and maintain a hospital for the reception of persons 
who by misfortune or poverty may require relief during 
temporary sickness, “and the Trustees may, in accordance 
with the ordinance of the city, admit other persons to the 
institution temporarily, when necessity requires; but such 
persons shall be removed to other appropriate institutions as 
soon as their condition will permit such removal.” Both the 
act and the ordinance clearly indicate that it is the intention 
to establish and maintain this Hospital for acute sickness and 
for accidents, and the Trustees are authorized, neither by 
the Legislature nor the City Council, to use the Hospital as 
a resort for persons having chronic or incurable ailments. It 
is, however, impossible to refuse admission to a large number 
of applicants afflicted with chronic diseases, yet suffering 
from some symptoms or conditions requiring immediate at- 
tention and humane care, on the broad ground of general 
relief. Such patients in a few days or weeks, having received 
all the temporary relief possible, become subjects for dis- 
charge or transfer to some other public institution. For va- 
rious reasons, a large number of such patients admitted have 
no available home or friends who can care for them, While 
the Trustees hesitate to order the discharge of all such 
patients, simply because all possible relief has been given, 
they cannot, under the powers given them, retain such pa- 
tients indefinitely or for any considerable period, to the 
inevitable exclusion of more pressing and suitable cases. 
Every endeavor is made to find some place or friend who 
will receive them, and a large majority of those having no 
home, recommended for discharge as incapable of further 
relief, are in some way suitably provided for. A certain 
number, however, is left, for whom there is no alternative 
but to transfer them to “some other institutions,” that is, 
to almshouses. Many such cases are, or soon will be, per- 
petual charges upon the places where they have legal 
settlements. In this class there are many worthy persons 
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who have either seen prosperous days, or who have at least 
always, while in good health, maintained themselves, and 
perhaps also a family. Such persons, though requiring little 
hospital treatment, seem entitled to tender and decent care 
during the usually brief remainder of life. 

Such an institution as a home for incurables would supply 
this great need. Without the appointments and somewhat 
costly outfit of a hospital, it should give the reasonable com- 
forts of a home for chronic or incurable cases, and supply 
the deficiencies nearly always found in almshouses. A home 
for incurables for the city of Boston should be only for those 
unfortunates who have a legal settlement in Boston, and who 
are without the degenerate qualities of confirmed paupers. 
Such a home should be plain and inexpensive, but should be 
so constructed and carried on as to give plenty of sunlight 
and pure air at all seasons, and should afford palatable and 
wholesome food. There should be a medical officer, resident 
and always at command; the nursing service should be in- 
telligent and kind; and the plan should include all the 
necessaries and comforts reasonably demanded for the 
humane and proper care of the incurable sick. 

During the past year two hundred and thirty having 
chronic or incurable diseases (including one hundred and 
fourteen suffering from pulmonary phthisis) have been re- 
jected, and one hundred and thirty-two such applicants have 
been referred to “other public institutions,” — making a total 
of three hundred and seventy applicants who were refused 
admission, as not being suitable cases for this Hospital. It 
does not appear that all of these cases hada legal claim upon 
Boston; but it is known that many of them had such claims, 
that they had never been paupers, and were worthy of more 
particular and discriminating care than an almshouse usually 
ean afford. These statistics do not, of course, include a 
large number of cases admitted with incurable ailments, who 
were discharged after a temporary stay, and who have been 
worthy subjects for the benevolent and sympathetic care of 
the city. 

This class of hospitals for chronic diseases is rapidly in- 
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creasing, and they are common in Great Britain. The city 
of Boston should lead in such practical and humane philan- 
thropy. While its water-supply, streets, sewers, parks, and 
other public improvements require large expenditures, it 
should not forget its poor and sick of all classes. 

When the city acquires possession of a site, and has a 
modern and commodious home for convalescents, it may also, 
without a very great additional cost, establish a home for its 
unfortunate sick, who, though they cannot be restored to 
health, should be comfortably cared for in a kind and intelli- 
gent manner. 


Tut TRAINING-SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


This branch of the Hospital service has now existed eleven 
years. There have been graduated two hundred and twenty- 
eight nurses, of whom twenty-eight received their diplomas 
during the past year. No one familiar with the difference 
between the old and the improved system of nursing can 
for a moment doubt the expediency of adopting the training- 
school service in a large municipal hospital. The usual 
course of study and lectures have been pursued, and the 
results to the nurses and to the public have been gratifying 
to the Trustees; but, what is of greater consequence, the 
patients receive a more intelligent and faithful care, which 
was the primary object in establishing this school. 


THe New Warps For Contagious DISEASES. 


The new wards for contagious diseases have fully met the 
expectations as to their conveniences for caring for such 
‘uses. They have proved equal to the demands made upon 
them, and have afforded great facilities and permitted the 
best methods as to treatment. 

Attention was called in the last annual report to the great 
difficulties of managing such wards in connection with others 
containing ordinary medical and surgical cases. New regu- 
lations and modified methods have been adopted looking to 
an improved management. The fact remains, however, that 
wards used for the treatment of contagious diseases, such as

diphtheria and scarlet-fever, cannot be carried on in connec- 
tion with a general hospital without a great risk to other 
classes of patients and to the household at large. Whatever 
arrangement is made, while the wards occupy their present 
location, it must at best be considered as a compromise. 
Improvement may be effected by a rearrangement of the 
surgical and medical services, both of the Visiting and House 
Staff; but the Trustees will not be free from anxiety until the 
wards now devoted to contagious diseases are occupied for 
other purposes, and others more isolated are afforded for 
these diseases. 

The ideal hospital for contagious diseases would include 
an isolated group of buildings, specially planned and con- 
structed for the purpose, separately administered, and sit- 
uated on a spacious tract of land in some suburban district. 
Such ideal hospitals are common in Great Britain and on the 
Continent, but they are not common in this country, and they 
do not, as far as is known, exist here, constructed on modern 
methods, and of first-class order. 

While it might be less desirable, it would be a great im- 
provement, after the Hospital has acquired all the land be- 
tween the present grounds and East Chester park, to build a 
group of isolated wards upon the most remote portion of the 
acquired tract, and maintain them as a distinct and separate 
establishment, and allow no communication with the Hospital 
as now existing. Such special hospital should contain also 
wards for measles, for which there are now no proper accom- 
modations. There should also be special rooms, or isolated 
groups of rooms, where cases suspected to be small-pox or 
typhus-fever, or other contagious disease, could be placed 
for observation. If found to be small-pox, such a case would 
be at once transferred to the small-pox hospital, or if not 
small-pox, then to the Hospital proper. The same method 
could be applied to typhus-fever, and other cases liable to 
spread contagion through the community. 

It has recently more than once occurred in this city that 
strangers have been taken ill with what seemed to experts to 
be small-pox. They could not be taken to the small-pox 
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hospital while in a doubtful condition, lest such removal 
would surely expose them to that disease. They should not 
be received here, for, if having small-pox, they would expose 
a household of six hundred and fifty persons. No hotel or 
family would receive persons so suspected. For such a situ- 
ation no proper accommodations are provided in the city. 

The Trustees are constantly under apprehension in real- 
izing the responsibility of the situation. They think it proper 
to call to your attention the existence of such facts and con- 
ditions, which give frequent rise to complicating and vexing 
questions and criticism. 


CHANGES IN THE MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


But few changes have occurred in the Medical and Surgical 
Staff. The number of Physicians for Diseases of the Nervous 
System to Out-Patients has been increased from two to three, 
and William N. Bullard, M.D., was promoted to the position 
thus created. Herbert L. Smith, M.D., was elected Regis- 
trar, in place of Samuel Breck, M.D. The number of As- 
sistants to the Physicians for Diseases of the Nervous System 
to Out-Patients has been increased from one to two; and E. 
G. Brackett, M.D., was elected to the vacancy caused by the 


promotion of Dr. Bullard, and J. A. Jeffries, M.D., was also 
elected to the position of Assistant. 


BEQUESTS, GIFTS, AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


The Trust Funds for the benefit of the City Hospital now 
amount to $43,500, of which $9,500 have been added during 
the year. 

A statement of these funds, with their amounts, their 
investments, their uses and conditions, and the expenditures 
on their account, will be found on pp. 116-119 of this 
report. 

During the year the Hospital has received from the estate 
of Mary G. Perkins a legacy of $7,500, which amount has 
been deposited in the city treasury, and invested in City of 
Boston bonds. By the conditions of this legacy, one-half the 
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interest is to be devoted to the increase of the medical li- 
brary, and one-half to the purchase of artificial limbs and 
surgical appliances for the use and relief of patients leaving 
the Hospital. 

The Trustees are also happy to acknowledge the receipt of 
a gift from the Senior Visiting Surgeon, David W. Cheever, 
M.D., of $2,000, the interest of which is to be expended in 
the purchase and gift of a case of surgical instruments to each 
house surgeonon the expiration of his term of service. This 
gift has also been deposited in the city treasury, and invested 
in City of Boston bonds, and on the first Monday of January 
next the two outgoing house surgeons will be the first recip- 
ients of the benefits of this fund. 

The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the receipt of these 
funds, not only for the continuing benefits and service which 
they will afford to those who shall be recipients of the 
bounty, but for such manifestation of interest and good-will 
in behalf of the Hospital. They suggest ways by which much 
good may be accomplished, not only directly for the deserving 
poor, but also indirectly by the encouragement and assistance 
of those whose duty it is to care for them. 

The grateful acknowledgments of the Trustees are due to 
those who, in many and various ways, have rendered service 
to the patients by donations and by personal attentions, and 
by counsel and assistance. Numerous gifts of fruit and 
flowers, clothing, small sums of money, books and periodicals, 
have contributed in the aggregate very much to enhance the 
comfort and welfare of the patients. Clergymen, readers, 
singers who have furnished vocal music in the wards on 
Sundays, and numerous other benevolent persons have ren- 
dered charitable and helpful encouragement to patients, and 
the kindly interest thus manifested has in many cases been 
extended to patients after they have left the Hospital. 
Private institutions are more frequently the recipients of or- 
ganized visitations, and of material aid to patients, while a 
municipal hospital like this is dependent upon accidental as- 
sistance in that direction. The Trustees are happy to record 
the fact that thus voluntarily, and with a true philanthropic 
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spirit, large numbers of persons have, some singly, others 
in organized groups, given unselfishly and unostentatiously 
their services and their aid to the unfortunate sick of the 
city. 

The Trustees feel that in this connection a passing tribute, 
at least, is due to a lady who, being suddenly taken ill, re- 
cently died in a hospital in a distant city. For more than 
‘five years she had visited this Hospital once each week, in 
all seasons and weathers. By her quiet, unostentatious, and 
faithful work, by reading and conversations, and by her gifts 
of clothing and money, she rendered the largest assistance 
and truest philanthropic help to many suffering patients. 

It is too commonly supposed that this Hospital, being a city 
institution supported in the main from the tax levy, offers 
neither need nor call for special gifts or assistance, but that 
all suitable objects are amply provided for by the conditions 
of the appropriations. Such, however, is not the fact. 
While the main care and keeping of the patients is met by 
the annual appropriations, there are many objects for which 
the city’s appropriations cannot be properly used, either 
at all, or in such amounts as would be desirable. Many 
purposes, besides those already enumerated, might be sug- 
gested for which contributions would be most acceptable and 
useful, such as for surgical appliances for patients while in 
the Hospital and on going out, for assisting convalescents 
and transporting discharged patients to their homes, for 
judiciously supplying patients with small amounts of money, 
for affording various comforts and conveniences to the nurses, 
and for providing improved instruments and appliances for 
both nurses and the house staff. 


The Trustees believe that they are justified in regarding 
with satisfaction the results of the year’s work. The Hospital 
has now grown to large proportions, and the number and 
importance of the cases treated, both in the House and in 
the Out-Patient Department, is much larger than in any 
previous year, and put the institution in the front rank of 
American hospitals. The relations between the Hospital and

the public, often involving much responsibility and delicacy, 
have been satisfactorily maintained. 

To the gentlemen of the Medical and Surgical Staff is due 
a large measure of credit. The fidelity and zeal of the staff 
of a hospital has much to do with its standing, both at home 
and abroad, and the Trustees with pleasure acknowledge the 
hard work and experienced skill which the members of the 
staff have devoted to the patients, and bespeak for them 
the gratitude deservedly due them, not only from the many 
recipients of their labor, but from the whole community. 

The Trustees likewise bear record, with great satisfaction, 
to the faithful performance of their duties by all the officers 
of the Hospital, and by the employés generally. The patient 
and self-sacrificing labors of nurses, the unremitting atten- 
tions of house officers, the conscientious and judicious 
services of the members of the executive staff, have all con- 
tributed to the welfare of the patients, and to the great good 
which the Hospital has accomplished. 

It is alike the privilege and the duty of the Trustees to give 
these faithful public servants the credit which is their due, 
and especially to accord to the Superintendent, who is 
charged with the executive control and management of the 
institution in all its varied departments, the large praise to 
which his skill, his devotion, and his fidelity have entitled 
him.

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The foregoing statistics show that the total expenditure 
during the year has been $218,287.71. This sum is reduced 
by allowing for expenditures not properly chargeable to the 
regular maintenance of the Hospital, such as altering grades 
about new building, new asphalt and macadamized roads, 
laying 1,000 feet of stone flagging, alterations to steam-heat- 
ing, new fixtures, special painting, etc. By deducting such 
items from the total expenditures, the ordinary expenditures 
are reduced to $209,555.18. This amount includes every 
expenditure, and gives a cost of $11.03 per week for each 
patient. We must, however, allow for the difference in stock 
at the beginning and close of the year, the income from paying

patients, $49,649.63, paid back to the city treasury during 
the year; still further, for income of trust funds and other 
income items, the expenditures are reduced to $157,128.07, 
which amount represents the sum the Hospital has cost the 
city during the year, or $7.96 per week per patient, as 
against $7.91 for the previous year. 

The difference of five cents per week per patient needs 
no explanation. The general expenditure for patients has 
been relatively much greater than would appear from the 
slightly increased cost per week. The policy has been to 
improve and increase the quality of the working service, 
and no attempt has been made to cut down the expenditures 
fairly necessary for the treatment of the sick. The recent 
tendency in all larger hositpals has been to improve, by every 
reasonable method, the care of the sick, so far as resources 
would allow. By reason of the larger numbers treated, we 
have been able to give much more, under better methods, 
and at a less net cost per week, than in former years. 

The income from paying patients has been $49,646.71, and 
the total from all sources $51,404.38. The increase in pay- 
ing patients’ income is due to stricter collections, better work 
in ascertaining settlements, as well as to the greater demand 
for accommodations from those desiring and willing to pay. 
This has resulted in collecting an amount larger by $21,700.57 
than last year, and is far in excess of any previous year. The 
private surgical ward has been full nearly all the time, while 
in some previous years it has been vacant for several suc- 
cessive months. 

The largest number on any one day was 428, and the 
smallest 327; the daily average 370, as against 378 for last 
year. The average length of stay in days was 21, against 
2221. last year. The number of patients admitted with 
accidental injuries was 808. Of all patients admitted, 370 
died within 48 hours after admission, which practically means 
that they were brought to the Hospital in a dying condition, 
or in a condition where medical aid could not save them. 
The number for this year was 370, as against 314 for 1888, 
185 for 1887, and 221 for the year 1886. The total number 
of deaths was 804.

During the year 6,502 patients have been treated in the 
wards, 14,894 as out-patients, making a total of 21,396 who 
have received the benefits of the Hospital during the year. 

Of 8,274 persons examined for admission, 2,117 were re- 
jected. Of those rejected, 857, or nearly one-half (40%), 
were given relief in the various Out-Patient Departments ; 157 
changed their minds after applying, and the remaining num- 
ber for various reasons tabulated on p. 81. Many were non- 
residents, having no claim upon the city, and not distressed 
by being refused. A considerable number (256) was of a 
class either incurable or chronic in their ailments. We feel 
that, keeping in view the purpose of this Hospital, the public 
has received as full relief as could reasonably be expected. 
Complaints on account of rejection of patients have been 
comparatively few, and, when explained, the reasons have 
generally been well received. 

The capacity of the Hospital remains the same as last year, 
480 beds, and the largest number in the wards at any one 
time was 428. It would hardly be possible to find all the 
beds in the Hospital occupied on the same day. If the 
classification was simply one of sex, or medical or surgical, 
we should be able most of the time to utilize our capacity 
nearly to its limit. Seventy-two beds are reserved for 
diphtheria and scarlet-fever, and the surgical children’s 
ward can be used only by children. Private wards, special 
isolating rooms, the gynecological ward, and ward _ for 
convalescents, must each be reserved for special classes. 
It therefore happens that much room is not utilized when the. 
demand for admission of various diseases is urgent. During 
the fall months the demand for accommodations for typhoid- 
fever has been large. There were 106 cases of typhoid- 
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fever in the Hospital on one day ; for eight weeks the number 
never ran below 70, and atotal of 411 cases were treated 
during the year. The demand for beds for typhoid cases is 
at times much beyond our means of supplying, and on a few 
successive days all medical beds have been reserved exclu- 
s.vely for typhoid-fever cases. 

We pointed out in last year’s report some of the relations 
of demand and supply of hospital beds, and the increase 
in the daily average. “If this ratio of increase is main- 
tained during the next five years, the daily average would 
reach 470 patients, demanding a possible capacity of 523 
beds.” This evidence clearly points to the fact that “the 
demand is for beds for ordinary medical and surgical 
cases.” 

This could be best effected by a new building for the isola- 
tion of surgical cases not desirable, or offensive in an open 
surgical ward; such as the delirious, alcoholic, urinary-sur- 
gical, and patients who are unruly and disturbing in many 
ways. At present Ward K, for men, and Ward L, for 
women, are occupied by severe or offensive cases from the six 
services. There are too many beds in the rooms; the work 
of nursing and treatment is made more difficult than it should 
be by the complex organization and crowded condition of 
both wards. The building is twenty-three years old, is 
faulty in construction, and poorly adapted to its use. By 
much pains and constant inspection, these wards are kept 
fairly ventilated. The patients receive intelligent and devoted 
care ; but such classes of cases as we now assign to these wards 
can never receive the air, space, classification, and surround- 
ing comforts they require. A large building should be erected 
on the surgical side, on the ground now occupied by the 
laundry yard, capable of receiving in isolating rooms at least 
thirty patients of each sex. Wards K and L could be used 
as isolating rooms for medical cases only, and by a less num- 
ber than at present. By this plan medical and surgical cases 
would not be treated in the same rooms, always undesirable, 
from the nature of the cases and the difference in nursing. 
Both medical and surgical open wards would be kept freer 
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from offensive, troublesome, or refractory patients, and the 
present complex and undesirable method would be much 
simplified, the patients receive better attention and comfort, 
and the work of the medical and nursing service would be 
made more effective. 

Patients not offensive, except in a surgical sense, are 
obliged to be placed in a room with other patients whom 
they find offensive to their senses and morals. Patients who 
have, for instance, a slight erysipelas, or other sickness not 
admissible to an open ward, are at times placed in a room 
with old, garrulous, or contumacious cases. This happens 
because there are not rooms enough to classify the special 
cases in a hospital so large as ours. The present arrange- 
ment gives rise to complaints from patients and their friends. 
We are not responsible for the causes and have no remedy, 
but they are due to the crowded and improper arrangement 
long existing. Suitable accommodations in the direction 
indicated would be most desirable, in view of any increase in 
the capacity of the Hospital. 

The appropriation for the fiscal year will be quite suffi- 
cient, barring a catastrophe, to meet our ordinary wants. 
The disbursements appear in detail on pp. 38-40. The ex- 
penditures for several items have been larger. That for gas 
was $9,697.42 for 21 months, as against $1,628.35 for three 
months of the year 1888. This discrepancy was caused by 
an attempt of the Trustees to secure terms from the gas 
company supplying us at a lower rate; the bills were held 
in abeyance for nine months, and were paid in January of 
this year, without reduction. If the bills had been paid 
each in its own calendar year, the amount paid in 1888 
would have been $4,905.04, and in 1889, $5,424.73. The 
item of salaries and labor is considerably larger, there 
having been an increase in the number of persons employed 
and, in a few cases, the wages paid. The increase in number 
was largely in the nursing service. In whatever direction 
economy is desired, the nursing force, as a whole, should be 
liberally maintained and reasonably paid. The character of 
the cases treated has required a larger force, which must 
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still further be increased, to bring it fully up to our require- 
ments. There has been a slight increase in cost in nearly 
all the items, owing principally to the increased consumption 
incident to the demand of greater numbers, and the more 
serious nature of the cases treated. 

Considerable amount of work has been done in the way of 
repair and internal improvement. Wards H, Q, R, and S 
were vacated during the summer months, and have been 
thoroughly repaired.and painted, ceilings and floors reno- 
vated, and the furniture and all appointments renewed. 
The open corridors, both of first and second stories, have 
been repaired, new gravel roofs made, all wood-work re- 
newed and repainted. The basements of pavilions 1 and 2 
have been reconcreted, and all wood-work repaired and 
newly painted. The entire plumbing to wards F, G, and H 
has been torn out, and new and improved fixtures and 
plumbing put in. One series of plumbing fixtures in the 
administration building has been torn out, and new plumb- 
ing has been put in its place. 

Further improvements have been made in the steam-heating 
plant, and our buildings are now much more easily heated at 
a much less cost, both of coal and water, bringing increased 
comfort. We are happy to say that during the cold weather 
of the last two seasons, our wards and the various depart- 
ments have at all times been comfortable, and this cannot be 
said of any previous season since the Hospital was enlarged. 

The fence surrounding the Hospital grounds has long been 
a reproach to us, and altogether out of keeping with the 
dignity of our buildings. A substantial brick wall seven and 
a half feet high, to surround the two sides of the grounds, 
would cost about $8,000, which sum could not be taken from 
any regular appropriation. A beginning has been made, and 
during the year about 185 feet, including substantial gates 
with granite posts, have been built in that portion of Albany 
street in the rear of Ward K. I would recommend that dur- 
ing the coming seasons, as the means will allow, further ad- 
ditions he made, until both Concord and Albany streets shall 
be shut out. 
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Improvements have been made in raising the grades, chang- 
ing the roadways, and making a new gate at the new 
entrance office. The general condition of our grounds has 
been improved, and much attention has been given to the 
cultivation of plants and adornment. A metropolitan hos- 
pital, placed in the midst of a bustling city, and surrounded 
by stir of traffic, cannot present too many diversions that are 
pleasing and attractive to convalescing patients. 

The new wards for contagious diseases have been in use 
for nearly two years, and fully sustain the expectations. 
The ward for scarlet-fever has been closed for a considerable 
portion of the year, there being no demand for the admission 
for patients ill with scarlet-fever. The ward for diphtheria 
has been in constant use, at times to its full capacity, and 
has done most excellent service. 

The following are the statistics for the year : — 


DISCHARGED. 
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In our last report we dwelt at some length on the difficul- 
ties and dangers of having wards for contagious diseases 
attached to those of ordinary medical and surgical cases. 
The experience of another year strengthens this belief. 
Cases of scarlet-fever and diphtheria have occurred in other 
parts of the Hospital other than those devoted to the care 
of these diseases. A few are traceable to contact, and a 
larger number cannot be traced to their probable source. 
My recommendations of last year, that more stringent regu- 
lations be made for visitations of friends, have been adopted. 
The regulation was made, and since April has been enforced, 
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that “patients admitted to the Hospital with diphtheria and 
scarlet-fever cannot receive visits from friends unless such 
patients are dangerously ill, or have been transferred to a 
common ward. Inquiries concerning such patients must be 
made at the entrance office, and their condition will be ex- 
plained.” Contrary to expectation, no difficulty was experi- 
enced in carrying out this restriction. The rule is explained 
in all cases, and the reasons clearly stated, emphasizing the 
_fact that it was not simply a petty rule, but a wise regulation 
for the prevention of the spread of the diseases. 

In nearly all cases the friends have gone away satisfied 
with the discretion of the order, and the greater number 
have submitted as to an ordinary rule. A few have refused 
to leave their children when told of the existing rule. 
When practicable and necessary, mothers have sometimes 
been received with their children. When patients are danger- 
ously ill, the rule has been set aside, and parents are admitted 
to see their children, but they are prevented from fondling 
them, and otherwise incurring, as far as possible, any contact 
with the disease. Telephonic communication has been estab- 
lished between the contagious wards and the entrance office, 
and friends are now directly informed at all hours of day 
and night of any changes that may occur in patients. 

There exists much difficulty in running the contagious 
wards in connection with the Hospital, in a manner. that 
is judicious and yet avoids contagion. So intimate are the 
relations of these wards with the Hospital, that both medical 
and surgical attendance, subsistence and supplies, official 
inspection and visitations of friends of patients, are all ele- 
ments that cannot be arranged strictly in accordance with 
modern ideas of the isolation of contagious cases. 

Many minor regulations have been made and carried out, 
and the communication is as limited as can be effected with the 
present arrangement of the Hospital Staff. Changes should 
be made as to arrangements of visits, both by the Visiting 
and House Staff. Whatever changes may be made, the fact 
still remains that these wards are too intimately connected 
with the Hospital as a whole. The city will not do its whole 
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duty until it shall provide a hospital for the treatment of 
these diseases, apart from the rest of the Hospital, and 
strictly isolated. 

The death-rate from these diseases will remain inexcusably 
high in comparison with other large communities, especially 
abroad, until our community shall better appreciate’ what ~is 
done elsewhere, better comprehend the dangers of contact, 
and until the city is able and willing to pay for the best 
means and methods. During a period of thirty years, . 
ending with 1888, nearly 30,000 persons have died of diph- 
theria in this State, and 26,000 of scarlet-fever, — both pre- 
ventable diseases. I have elsewhere in print recently and 
more fully given many facts relating to this subject. 

The new Out-Patient Building and entrance office is com- 
pleted and occupied. The building has two stories, witb a 
French roof and a spacious basement; and is used as an en- 
trance office to the Hospital, and has commodious accom- 
modations for all the Out-Patient departments except the 
surgical. The third story is used as a dormitory for male 
nurses and a few other employees. 

The building is of brick, with granite trimmings; is 100 
feet in length, and, including the towered corner, has a 
frontage on Harrison avenue of 48 feet. The front vestibule 
vpens into a spacious entrance office 38 feet long by 18} 
feet wide, with a large bow-window, which commands a view 
of the approaches and Hospital drives, and carriages are ad- 
mitted through a swinging gate, operated from this office. 
The entrance office is a general bureau of information for 
the Hospital. Visitors here make known their business, and 
are directed to the place where their wants are attended to. 

A large counter is built out on one side, where the attend- 
ants answer inquiries. Here is a telephone closet, having 
direct communication with all parts of the Hospital. From 
the entrance office there is a private waiting-room, where emer- 
gency cases may be temporarily cared for. Acjoining is the 
Superintendent’s office, for the examination of patients, or 
any transaction which needs the attention of himself or his 
assistants. The entrance to the Hospital grounds is on 
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the left, and on the right is the main entrance to the Out- 
Patient Departments. 

The building is divided, both in first and second stories, 
into two parts, longitudinally: the southern portions are 
long waiting-rooms 72 X 18 feet; the northern portion is 
divided into consulting, examining, test, and treatment 
rooms. There are accommodations for the departments 
for diseases of women, skin, ear, eye, throat, and medical 
and nervous diseases. The rooms are so divided as to afford 
commodious accommodations for all departments, each ac- 
cording to the requirements. From a special appropriation, 
furniture, furnishings, apparatus, instruments, and numerous 
appliances have been given, which afford every means for the 
examination and treatment of the various diseases, according 
to modern methods. The whole is the result of much 
thought and labor, and when fully in operation, it is believed 
will well serve the purposes of the treatment of out-patients. 
The various rooms are liberally supplied with set-bowls for 
doctors and patients. The plumbing is arranged to suit the 
wants of all classes of occupants, and every minor conven- 
_ Jence has been given that seemed necessary. 

The third story is a dormitory for male nurses. It con- 
tains 12 rooms, designed to accommodate 26 men. Each 
room contains large closets, and every means has been fur- 
nished for personal hygiene by baths, water-closets, sinks, 
etc. This floor is shut off from the departments in the first 
and second story, and is accessible by a separate staircase 
at the southern end. 

The building is heated by two boilers in the basements. 
Fresh air is supplied to all the rooms in the building by in- 
direct radiators passing up through the external walls. The 
entire wall, passing longitudinally through the building, 
is divided into ventilating flues, so that every room is amply 
ventilated. The heat for the third story passes through 
pipes situated in the flues from the first and second stories, 
to assist the upward current. ‘This central wall is three feet 
thick, and thus gives flues of large dimensions. The base- 
ment contains the boiler and coal rooms, and being ten feet 
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high can be made available for a variety of purposes, as the 
various departments develop under new conditions. ‘This 
building is without elaborate finish, and seems ample to meet 
the requirements of the various departments for some time 
to come. 

The old “Lodge” will, during the early part of the com- 
ing year, be rearranged as well as can be under its existing 
conditions, and fitted as Surgical Out-Patient Department. 

The occupation of the new building has necessitated a 
change in entrance, and a rearrangement of the driveways 
and grades. All the grades have been raised, and the drive- 
ways in the immediate vicinity of the building have been 
asphalted. In the coming spring it is proposed to finish 
what was left undone during the winter season, and so com- 
plete the arrangement of the grounds and roads about this 
portion of the premises. 

The Training School for Nurses is now at the close of its 
twelfth year. The changes in the school during the year are

The school has graduated 212 nurses; 28 this year. 
During the year nine graduates have entered other hospitals 
as superintendents, supervisors, or head nurses, and two 
have chosen district instructive nursing. 

The changes during the year have been unusually large, in 
proportion to the number who have been graduated. The 
system itself ina large degree is responsible for this fact, 
and not causes that would usually affect such changes in a 
hospital without a training school. This was one of the 
stock arguments of those opposed to training schools for 
nurses, on their introduction to hospitals. The system an- 
nounces itself to be a school of instruction, not only for the 
improvement of the nursing service of the Hospital, the 
better welfare of the patient, but also to supply to other hos- 
pitals and the public a corps of trained nurses. The school 
does not have an academic year, sending out a class of nurses 
at one time, but graduates them one by one through the 
year. No undue jar or friction is produced, as a proba- 
tioner at once takes the vacancy, the list is kept constantly 
full, and the service continuous. 

Many training schools, during the second year, send pupils 
out to do private nursing. This plan may be pecuniarily 
beneficial to small hospitals dependent upon limited income, 
but it is at the expense of the best care of hospital patients. 
Fortunately we are not obliged to utilize our nurses to save 
a financial deficit. The longer a nurse is in training the more 
valuable she becomes to the hospital while she is connected 
with it, or to her patient when she has entered upon private 
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nursing after graduation. By this system we receive the 
benefits of the nurse during the experienced part of her train- 
ing, and when she is the most valuable. We are not in sym- 
pathy with the method in vogue in some general hospitals, 
of assuming to thoroughly train a nurse in fifteen or sixteen 
months, on a small number of patients, and a very limited 
range of cases, taking one-third of her too limited period of 
training as a means of pecuniary gain. Two full years, under 
the best of conditions, with a fixed and continuous course 
of study and drill, and the whole amount of time given to 
hospital work, is none too much for one who claims to be a 
well-trained nurse. <A superintendent of nurses in a well- 
appointed hospital has said, that she should consider it a 
privilege, and a very great benefit to her pupils, if she could 
send every one of the nurses in her school to this Hospital 
for six months of their time, rather than to private cases, 
provided she could select their assignment to duties. 

The scheme of training nurses is now generally accepted, 
and, with a few exceptions, is in practice in all large hospitals. 
It is, however, to be regretted that in the various schools for 
the training of nurses, as in schools of medicine or other 
technical schools, the opportunities for study or work vary so 
greatly that the results are widely dissimilar. A student of 
an inferior school of technology, after four years’ training 
and graduation, might not be able, on examination, to enter 
the third year of another high-grade school; so also a nurse 
who has had two years’ training in an inferior school, would 
not be able to pass the examination for another at the end of 
its first year. So far as my knowledge goes, no earnest at- 
tempt has been made in this country to form an association or 
coterie of persons interested in the training of nurses, and 
representing such schools at large. 

Such an organization would be most desirable for many 
reasons. By such means it might be possible to agree upon 
a course of study, and a standard of what a good trained 
nurse should be. If, however, the various States—even each 
for itself, and much less the United States — cannot decide 
what special knowledge is necessary to permit a person to 
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practise medicine, it is not to be wondered that there is no 
fixed standard as to what constitutes a competent nurse. It 
thus happens that the enterprise of training nurses is at times 
brought into disrepute by reason of the varying merits and 
demerits of the graduates of different schools, andthe failures 
of those not well trained. The brief time since training- 
schools have been established partially accounts for this, 
and further development may improve the deficiencies of 
the system. 

The course of studies, lectures, and drills have been more 
systematic and regular than during any previous year. The 
schedule of studies and lectures will be found on pp. 123-134, 
as also the requirements, terms of pupilage, and a list of gra- 
duates. The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistant have 
given 208 class recitations in the manuals and text-books, 
and there have been 121 classes in massage. ‘The senior 
pupils have in classes aggregated 112 lessons in cooking for 
the sick at the Boston Cooking School, and there have been 
16 drills of classes in the work of the operating-rooms. The 
lecture course of the season was closed on June 7 with an ad- 
mirable address by Dr. C. M. Green, on the Duties and Con- 
duct of Nurses in Private Nursing. The amount of time given 
to the correspondence and investigation of several hundred ap- 
plicants, class drills, examinations, and records of nurses, is 
much more than is generally supposed, and is of a kind not 
directly demanded by the immediate care of the sick. It is, 
however, necessary to the proper selection, education, and 
training of the nurses, and the maintenance of good work, 
and the end is repaid by the excellent quality of the care of 
our own sick. 

We regret to record the death of a most faithful nurse, 
from diphtheria contracted in the discharge of her duty. She 
had been connected with the school only six months, and by 
her good work and character commended herself to those 
under whom she worked, and gained the love of her fellow- 
nurses and her patients. Considering the large number of 
patients, and the exposure to contagion, the amount of sick- 
ness among the nurses (not counting the epidemic of influ- 
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enza) has not been great. The nurses of the Training School 
have been faithful and efficient, and deserve commendation 
for their patient and self-sacrificing labors. 

The work of the year has been large, and may be pleas- 
antly reviewed as one that has been, in the main, satis- 
factory. In the accomplishments of this I am more than 
usually indebted to the heads of departments who are asso- 
ciated with me in the management of the Hospital. I appre- 
ciate and gratefully acknowledge the codperation and loyal 
support they have given me, and they are fairly entitled to 
share the success of the year. 

The house officers have been faithful and conscientious in 
the discharge of their laborious duties, and have contributed 
largely to the care and comfort of the sick. Officers, male 
nurses, and employees have, with a few exceptions, been 
diligent and trustworthy in their work and spirit, and have 
my thanks and approval. 

My obligations are due to members of the Medical and 
Surgical Staff for their assistance and many timely sugges- 
tions. Their lectures to the Training School have been 
highly appreciated, and have done much to advance the in- 
struction. Their labors and codperation have been of great 
value to me, and I gratefully render my thanks and esteem. 

In presenting this, my eleventh annual report, I desire to 
express, in the largest degree, to the Trustees, my renewed 
obligation for their indulgence and support. By the helpful- 
ness and kindly consideration shown me by them, I have 
been able to carry out their plans, and supervising control of 
the Hospital work.

BEQUESTS. 


Goopnow Funp. — Exisha Goopnow, of South Boston, 
who died the year 1851, and whose will is dated July 12, 
1849, bequeathed to the city “all the rest and residue of my 
estate, real and personal, not otherwise disposed of,” for the 
purpose of establishing, in the Eleventh or Twelfth Wards 
of the city, a hospital for the sick ; one-half of said funds to 
be applied for the establishment and maintenance of free 
beds, which should always be at the disposal and under the 
control of the Officers of the Government of said Hospital 
for the time being. Under this will the city came into pos- 
session of certain real estate situated on Cross street, which 
has been disposed of, and has produced the sum of $16,500, 
which has been invested in City of Boston Six per cent. 
Stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, South Boston, 
containing 6,6831 feet, which was disposed of in 1867 for 
$4,623.25, of which $4,000 has been invested in City of 
Boston Five per cent. Stock, and the balance ($623.25) re- 
mained in the City Treasury at interest until it amounted to 
$1,000, and was invested in a City of Boston Six per cent. 
Currency Note. The $10,000 deposited by the Executors 
of Mr. Goodnow, June 22, 1852, with the Massachusetts 
Hospital Life Insurance Company, the interest upon which 
is to be paid to the widow, will, upon her decease, be dis- 
tributed as follows : — 

$500 to the Penitent Females’ Refuge. 

$5,000 to City of Boston; income to be expended for the 
relief of sick and infirm persons. 

$4,500 to be added to the fund heretofore provided for 
the support of free beds in the City Hospital. 

Nicuots Funp. — LAwrENcE Nicnots, who died in Sep- 
tember, 1862, made the following bequest to the city: “I 
give to the City of Boston, towards the establishment and 
endowment of a City Hospital, in case such Hospital shall 
have been established at the time of my decease, the sum of 
one thousand dollars.” And in case such Hospital should 
not have been established by the city at the time of his de- 
cease, he directed the same amount to be deposited with the 
Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and suf- 
fered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until such a 
Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, Wm. Perkins, Esq., has paid 
into the treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and 
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twenty-five cents ($937.25), being the amount devised, less 
the Internal Revenue Tax on the same, and $530.50 as one 
of the “restduary legatees in the United States,” from the 
surplus remaining undisposed of. The $937.25, with the 
accumulated interest thereon, has been invested in a certifi- 
cate of City Stock for $1,000. The balance ($530.50) re- 
mained at interest until it amounted to $1,000, and was 
invested in a City of Boston Six per cent. Currency Note. 

Norcross Funp. — 1868, January 1. ‘The Trustees re- 
ceived the sum of two thousand dollars from Hon. Ortts 
Norcross, as the foundation of a fund for the benefit of pa- 
tients leaving the Hospital poor and destitute of proper 
clothing. The principal sum is invested in a City of Boston 
interest-bearing note, to be deposited with the City Auditor, 
the interest of which is to be collected annually, or oftener, 
and paid over to the President of the Board of Trustees, for 
the time being, of the City Hospital, to be by him expended 
at his discretion for the benefit and temporary assistance of 
those patients who are in his judgment deserving, and who 
are destitute of proper clothing in which to leave the Hos- 
pital, and having no means of procuring it.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, DISCHARGES, AND GOVERN— 
MENT OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR. VISITORS.

All employés shall be in their respective places during the 
hours of duty. 

The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock P.M., at which time all inmates shall be quiet, and 
all not on duty shall be in their rooms. 

A record shall be kept of ail persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 P.M. and 7.380 A.M. 

No employés shall be absent from the Hospital, except as 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine, and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a Physician 
or Surgeon. 

All profane and obscene language, loud talking, and in- 
civility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 and 12 o’clock A.M. 

Whenever able, the patient shall apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, on application made by a friend, 
the patient may be visited at his residence. 

Any Trustee, or either of the Physicians or Surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of 
the Visiting Committee, and the Committee shall, except as 
above, have power at any time to require the Superintendent 
to report to them the names of applicants before admitting 
them, and may dismiss any patient whom they think im- 
properly admitted, or change the terms of admission. 
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Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges 
of the Hospital at such rates of board as the Trustees may, 
from time to time, determine, payment for such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities 
of the city or town to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted except as a paying paticnt. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoins, 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENT. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent as 
before provided. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Physi- 
cians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, stating 
their condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, 
relieved, or not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by. 
the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 

In case of the decease of a patient the Superintendent shall 
sign the death certificate. He shall also state the time and 
cause of death, the disposition made of the body, whether 
delivered to friends or buried from the Hospital, in which 
latter case he shall mention the place of interment. 

The body of any person dying at the Hospital shall not be 
delivered without a written receipt from the parties taking 
the same. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visit of the Physicians and Surgeons, between 2 and 3 
o'clock on visiting days, and always by 7.30 o’clock P.M., 
unless specially excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and in 
such other services as may be reasonably required of them.

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor his ward, without the consent 
of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, nor any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking, and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of any particular 
religious rite shall be indulged when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the Su- 
perintendent or Visiting Committee, and when reasonable 
shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such time as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
of some one of the Trustees. 

On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday of each 
weck, from 2 to 3 o’clock P.M., friends may be permitted to 
visit patients, though no patient shall receive more than two 
visitors on the same day. In all cases, however, the Trustees 
or Superintendent may exercise discretionary powers as to 
excluding or admitting visitors. 

Patients who are considered dangerously ill are permitted 
to see friends in reasonable numbers, and at reasonable 
hours during the day, but friends visiting such patients 
should not remain later than 8 o’clock P.M., and are not 
permitted to remain all night unless it seems probable that 
such patients will not live through the night. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission from the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. , 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent. 


THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL 


TRAINING-SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Trustees of the Boston City Hospital, in 1878, es- 
tablished a Training-School for Nurses, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a system- 
atic course of training and practice. 

The course requires two years, and includes general med- 
ical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural, 
and gynecological nursing, and also the nursing of conta- 
gious diseases. Maternity nursing is theoretically taught, 
but there are no lying-in wards connected with the hospital. 

Those wishing to receive such a course of instruction 
should apply to the Superintendent of the Boston City Hos- 
pital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
and should send with their application a certificate from a 
physican, certifying to the fact. They should also send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of 
three responsible persons not of their own kin who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trus- 
tees, they will be received for two months on probation. 
The fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them, will be determined 
by the authorities in charge of the school, under the direction 
of the Trustees. 

At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training; but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
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second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years. and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her fit- 
ness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by the 
authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or any time, the 
connection of any pupil or nurse with the school for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for 
any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probation- 
ers, for the remainder of the first year Junior Nurses, and 
during the second year, Senior Nurses. Nurses who remain 
in the Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training-School (including Probation- 
ers) reside at the Nurses’ Home connected with the Hospital, 
which was specially built for this purpose, and has rooms for 
sixty-seven nurses. The house affords home-like surround- 
ings, and has the best of conditions necessary to good health 
and personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of 
the Training-School, under the authority of the Superintend- 
ent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses are 
subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other service. 

_ All nurses are required to be sober, honest, truthful, trust- 
worthy, punctual, quiet, orderly, cleanly, neat, patient, 
kind, and cheerful. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc. ; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, and 
proper management of the patient under various conditions, 
with different diseases or injuries; the making and applying 
of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application 
and management of surgical apparatus ; applying of fomen- 
tations and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers, and 
wounds, and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching, and 
subsequent treatment; the administering of enemas and use 
of the female catheter. 
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Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
elementary massage and the application of friction to the 
body and limbs in the best method. There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of food 
and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of help- 
less patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-rooms 
in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick-rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected ; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin and 
eruptions ; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, shock, 
etc.; of the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet 
or of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds, and 
the after-treatment in surgical operations ; and in the man- 
aging of convalescents. Nurses are taught the administering 
of medicines, and the application of external remedies, how 
to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s record, 
and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals and text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of the 
Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text-books, 
lectures, demonstrations, quizzes, and models is considerable , 
the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the wards, 
operating-rooms, and other departments of the Hospital. 
Examinations, both written and oral, are held from time to 
time by the authorities of the school and by the Hospital 
staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation unless attaining, 
on critical marking, at least seventy per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards, 
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operating-rooms, and out-patient departments of the Hospi- 
tal. They are given six months’ training in medical wards, 
and six months’ in surgical wards; the remainder of the time 
to be in such wards or departments as the management may 
appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but for 
the remaining months of the junior year they receive ten 
dollars ($10) per month, and for the senior year, fourteen 
dollars ($14) per month, to pay for the expenses of their 
uniform, personal clothing, and other minor requirements. 
This sum is in no wise intended as wages, it being consid- 
ered that their education during this time is a full equivalent 
for their services. When the full term of two years is com- 
pleted the nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations 
und are otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the 
regular course of training and practice, and are. then per- 
mitted to wear the graduates’ badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital as 
head nurses, and receive twenty dollars ($20) per month for 
the first year, and after that time twenty-five dollars ($25) 
per month, with further opportunities of promotion. Such 
graduate head nurses as prefer to remain in hospital- work 
ure given post-graduate instructions in ward management, 
hospital house-keeping, and niinor administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candidates 
may enter at any time as vacancies occur. They are, as a 
rule, received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring 
to enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date 
by placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming 
to the Hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Two or three gingham or calico dresses, made 
plainly ; six large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, 
with bibs, plain at the top and gathered slightly at the 
bottom ; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of scissors, 
a pin ball, and a napkin-ring; a good supply of plain under- 
clothing — every article to be distinctly marked with the 
owner's hame. Twenty-one pieces are allowed for the laun- 
dry each week. 
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Nurses must bring suitable outer-garments for all kinds of 
weather. and they are required to wear broad-toed and flat- 
heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any way, they 
must receive attention before coming for the probationary 
month. Nurses are required to wear the training-school uni- 
form after they join the school. Material for dresses will be 
sold at cost price; caps are furnished free of charge. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M.; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to7 A.M. No nurse is required 
to do both day and night duty on the same day, except in 
rare emergencies. Hach nurse on day duty is allowed one 
hour after 2 o’clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one-half 
day after 2 P.M. each week, and four hours on Sunday. 
Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If nurses are 
sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but wages are 
stopped. Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed 
until 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for four mont! s’ 
night duty during the two years’ training.

ON THE 


DUTIES AND CONDUCT OF NURSES IN 
PRIVATE NURSING, 


THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES, 


JUNE 7, 1889.

Another year of this training school has drawn to a close: 
you have heard the customary courses of lectures, and 
have received the technical and practical instruction for 
which the wards of this hospital afford such ample opportu- 
nities. Some of you are to remain in the school for further 
teaching and training; some are soon to go forth to the pur- 
suit of your chosen vocation of private nursing. The best 
wishes of the Hospital Staff go with you, and confident 
expectations that you will meet witha full measure of suc- 
cess, and will reflect credit on your school. The degree 
of your success, however, depends upon conditions over 
which your teachers here have only partial control. 

You perhaps have heard of the occasional results of yacht 
building. The vessel leaves the builder’s hands the picture 
of beauty and perfection: hull, rigging, and cabin appurte- 
nances are all that the owner’s taste could desire. But when 
the vessel is put to a practical test, she does not go, does 
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not attain that rank among other craft which her owner had 
confidently expected. There is some fatal defect, not at 
first understood, which disappoints reasonable expectations, 
and results in failure and chagrin. You have known of 
professional men, who have had every advantage that the 
best schools and universities can afford; who have gradu- 
ated with high rank; who have supplemented their earlier 
education with travel, observation, and study in foreign cap- 
itals ; but who, when they shall have sought to enter upon 
the practice of their profession, to put to actual use the 
knowledge they have spent years in acquiring, prove com- 
parative failures, when brought face to face with the difficul- 
ties and perplexities of professional life. 

When a nurse leaves this hospital with the diploma of 
its training school, she is amply qualified in respect to tech- 
nical and didactic teaching to begin the duties of her calling ; 
but the degree of success to which she will attain depends 
very largely upon what may be called the personal equa- 
tion; upon the fidelity, judgment, tact, adaptability, and the 
sense of personal responsibility with which she is endowed. 
It is in the hope that I may help you by a few words of 
advice and suggestion with reference to these personal 
qualifications that I address you to-day. 

It is to be hoped that, at the outset of your career as 
private nurses, you are fully convinced that you have 
chosen your vocation wisely, —that you are physically and 
mentally qualified for your laborious and responsible calling, 
and have a decided interest in, and fondness for, your work. 
You must remember that the conditions under which you 
will work in private nursing differ in many important respects 
from those under which you are placed in hospital service. 
In your hospital work you are under constant supervision ; 
every short-coming is speedily noticed and corrected ; 
house-officers and head-nurses are at hand to answer ques- 
tions and relieve you of responsibility in sudden emergen- 
cies; the friends of the patient are not about you to question 
and disturb you in your work, or perhaps disconcert you in 
their natural, but often unnecessary, anxiety for the patient’s

welfare. In short, your work here is carefully laid out for 
you; your daily service is of a more or less routine charac- 
ter; and you have stated hours for duty. In private nurs- 
ing all this is changed. You work under the direction of 
physicians who are often strangers to you, whose methods 
of practice may be entirely different from those to which you 
have been accustomed. The maintenance of a proper and 
satisfactory relation to the members of the family and to the 
servants will be an additional demand upon you; unless the 
patient is sick enough to require the attendance of two nurses, 
you will often be unable to have stated periods for rest ; and 
you will miss the regular habits of hospital life. Then, too, 
the food is not always what you desire, nor what you think 
suitable ; and in other respects the family is sometimes sin- 
eularly inconsiderate of the comfort and welfare of the nurse. 
There is usually a remedy for these difficulties, and a proper 
way of meeting them, to which I shall allude later; but it is 
best to remember, before setting out on your career, that 
private nursing is seldom easier than hospital work in respect 
to its physical and mental demands upon you. 

It is true that during your period of training, the scrutiny 
of the school authorities will detect any marked physical 
or mental disability, and, if necessary, you will be admon- 
ished that it is best for you to adopt some other calling. _ If, 
however, you have found that your duties here have made 
serious demands upon your strength, and especially if you 
have. organic or functional derangements which periodically 
unfit you for work, or seriously impair your usefulness, you 
had best choose some less laborious calling, unless medical 
aid can remove the disturbances, and restore you to a condi- 
tion of sound, physical health. Again, consider well the 
state of your nervous system. Fortunate is the nurse who 
has nerve, but not she who has nerves. If you have found in 
your hospital work, after you have ceased to be probationers, 
that your cases worry you, that an emergency easily discon- 
certs you, that you cannot sleep soundly and refreshingly 
when off duty, that your nervous system is not uniformly in 
a condition of repose and equilibrium, reflect whether, under 
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the changed environment of private nursing, you will have 
the necessary nerve-streneth to do satisfactory service with- 
out disastrous effect on your health. 

I have said that you should have a decided interest in, and 
fondness for, your work, if you would be successful. The 
man who studies medicine because he wishes to lead a profes- 
sional life, and who thinks that the practice of the healing art 
will insure to him an easy and comfortable existence, soon 
awakens to a vivid realization of his great mistake. The 
want of a deeply rooted interest in his work soon shows itself 
in the meagreness of his professional attainments ; and he 
either fails to win the confidence of his community and does 
not acquire a practice; or the hardships and responsibilities 
of professional life weigh too heavily upon his ease-loving 
nature, and he soon disappears from view, to reappear later, 
perhaps, as a travelling agent for a medical book publisher 
or a manufacturing chemist. No, the physician who would 
succeed in his profession must be not alone endowed with 
the necessary intelligence for its exacting duties and the God- 
given aptitude for his work, but must have that vital interest 
in, and love for, his profession, which will enable him to bear 
with equanimity its perplexities and physical hardships, and 
find his greatest reward in the consciousness of devotion to a 
noble calling. 

So with the nurse. If she chooses her vocation as a means 
for acquiring an easy livelihood, if she has not a love for her 
work for its own sake, — she will either fail altogether, or will 
meet with only mediocre success. She, however, who enters 
upon her calling, after conscientious and intelligent training, 
with adequate health and capability, with eagerness to learn, 
and an earnest devotion to her work, will not only obtain 
ample pecuniary reward, but will win the respect and grati- 
tude of her community, and experience the sweet satisfaction 
of having acted well her part in the drama of life. 

It is very important that you should fully realize, while 
yet on the threshold of your life work, that if you would attain 
a high degree of success, you must never cease to be students ; 
that your aim must ever be to surpass your own previous 
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efforts, remembering that no one stands still in the sharp 
competitions of life, — he either makes constant progress, 
or soon falls behind into the vast sea of mediocrity. To 
avoid this disappointing result, and remembering that your 
training here is only the beginning, resolve now to be 
henceforth earnest students, not alone of books, but of your 
cases. Here in the hospital, where you have had a number 
of patients under your care at one time, you have not always 
been able to study cases closely. In private nursing you 
can do more in this direction, and must so train your powers 
of observation that nothing will escape your notice: you will 
thus be enabled to render valuable service to the physician 
by reporting to him all that has transpired in his absence. 
Seek to understand the reasons for what youdo; make notes 
of what is not clear to you, and at the proper time ask the 
physician to explain the doubtful points. Never be ashamed 
to admit that you do not know. If you do not understand 
clearly the physician’s directions, tell him so frankly, and he 
will gladly enlighten you. It is not of course to be ex- 
pected that you will be able to ¢enderpret all the phenomena 
of the sick-room, that is the province of the physician; but 
you can note changing conditions and symptoms as they 
occur, and make a proper report of them. Since trained 
nursing has become one of our established institutions, num- 
bers of books have been written, some of them excellent, 
for the instruction and guidance of nurses. Study these 
books, and never rest satisfied with your own attainments. 
It may seem superfluous that I should admonish you to 
keep clearly in mind the distinctive differences, both in 
knowledge and responsibility, between the doctor and the 
nurse, and warn you not to presume to be nurse and doctor 
at the same time. The necessity for this warning scarcely 
exists in the case of nurses fresh from their training school, 
imbued with the proper sense of their comparative inexperi- 
ence, and with the discipline of hospital life fresh in their 
minds But instances are not wanting in which nurses, after 
several years of private work, have acquired a degree of self- 
confidence and belief in their own powers that leads them, 
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perhaps unconsciously, to attempt to usurp the functions of 
the physician, and often to give him advice; or, if not that, 
in the absence of the physician, to carry out their own ideas, 
or perhaps intimate to the patient or the friends that in their 
opinion some different course of treatment would be better 
than that laid down by the doctor. Not long since I was re- 
quested to procure a nurse for a patient I had seen in consul- 
tation at some distance from this city. The case was urgent, 
and the time short; and | therefore sent the best nurse the 
registry afforded, knowing, however, that she had the fault 
of which I am now warning you. I did not acquaint the 
family physician with the nurse’s failing, thinking it best 
that she should assume her duties without prejudice. In a 
few days came this note from the doctor: “The nurse, I 
think, will do well, if she does not combine the functions of 
both physician and nurse, which I greatly fear is her ten- 
I learned afterward that this nurse had studied 
medicine for a year, and hoped some time to continue her

dency.’ 


medical studies. This is not the place to discuss the pro- 
priety of woman’s entrance into the medical profession; but 
you may rest assured that she will fail in her duties as a 
nurse, who does not clearly understand and maintain her. 
true relation to the physician under whose direction she is 
presumed to be acting. 

What, then, are your duties to the physician? Before 
answering this question, let us consider for a moment the 
physician’s duties and responsibilities. He alone is respon- 
sible for the medical care of the case. It is his province to 
make the diagnosis ; to state the prognosis to the family, or 
to the patient, if that is in his judgment proper; to mark. 
out the treatment, and then to closely observe the case and 
conduct it to the end, — following nature, and sometimes 
cuiding her, thus leading the way to a favorable result ; or, 
where from the nature of the case this is impossible, palliat- 
ing distressing symptoms and making the exit of mortality 
as peaceful as possible. In all that pertains to carrying out 
the treatment of the case, as prescribed by the pbysician, 
the nurse is the doctor’s trusted lieutenant; and whether or 
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not she herself believes in the wisdom of his methods, it is 
her duty to carry them out to the best of her ability with 
unswerving fidelity. She should suffer no interference with 
prescribed measures on the part of patient or friends, re- 
membering that in the physician’s absence she is in command, 
and is responsible to the doctor for the faithful execution of 
his wishes. This rule does not preclude her from making 
such minor changes or variations as would naturally sug- 
gest themselves to a well trained nurse, when in her judg- 
ment a sudden or unexpected turn in the case renders an 
immediate change advisable. Here she must use her wisest 
discretion, taking care to inform the physician at his next 
visit and to give her reason for her action. Should condi- 
tions arise with which the nurse feels incompetent to deal 
until the doctor’s next visit, it is her duty to inform him of 
the facts, when he will either visit the patient or send the 
nurse instructions. But, in thus communicating with the 
doctor, which had best be done in writing, the nurse should 
be careful not to alarm the family unnecessarily, nor let the 
patient know of her sending; taking care to acquaint the 
doctor, on his arrival, of the patient’s ignorance of her 
having summoned him. He will then appear before the 
patient apparently as of his own accord, and having dealt 
with the real or supposed emergency will thus relieve the 
nurse of anxiety and undue responsibility without alarming 
the patient. 

To do her full duty to the physician a nurse should not be 
satisfied with the simple, perfunctory performance of what 
she is told to do; in many ways, if willing, interested, and 
competent, she can render invaluable assistance to him. I 
have already spoken of the importance of assiduous study 
and observation of her cases, that the nurse may be able to 
acquaint the doctor with all that has happened in his absence. 
To insure method and accuracy in this department of her 
duty, the nurse should make neat and careful records, not 
only of the patient’s pulse, temperature, and respiration, but 
of such other data as she has reason to believe will aid the 
physician in the successful conduct of his case. It is best 
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that the nurse should keep her records in an ante-chamber, 
and when possible she should contrive to meet the doctor 
there before his visit to the patient: this will enable him to 
enter the sick-room in full possession of what he desires to 
know before seeing his patient, and makes it unnecessary for 
him to question the nurse in the patient’s presence. In lay- 
ing your records before the doctor, or in giving him verbal 
reports, remember never to give him your opinion, or your 
interpretation of symptoms, unless he asks you to do so; and 
do not presume to give him any suggestions based on what 
you have known other doctors to do in similar cases: this is 
not your province, and is discourteous; and I need not re- 
mind you that unfailing courtesy is an essential attribute of 
the successful nurse. When the physician has heard your 
report and visited the patient, he may ask you what you 
think about certain features of the case; he may ask you if 
you have any suggestions as to diet or as to certain measures 
to promote the patient’s comfort. Thus asked, it is proper 
for you to modestly state your opinion, or make any sugges- 
tions in the line of the doctor’s inquiry. Before the doctor 
leaves, be sure you understand his orders. In critical cases 
it would be proper to ask the doctor to briefly write down 
‘his instructions, that nothing may escape your perhaps over- 
taxed memory; this he will cheerfully do when he sees your 
willingness and devotion. If his instructions are not per- 
fectly clear to you, tell him so, and never be ashamed to 
admit your ignorance. 

It is perhaps unnecessary for me to say that in all your 
relations with the doctor you should be unswervingly truth- 
ful. I once knew a nurse to be summarily dismissed for 
purposely falsifying a patient’s temperature chart, for what 
reason I never knew. But apart from the moral sin of un- 
truthfulness, it is obvious that a doctor cannot hope to do 
his work successfully, if he cannot rely implicitly upon the 
straightforwardness and truthfulness of his nurse. As well 
might the mariner expect to steer his ship safely into port, 
if he cannot depend upon his compass. 

One other duty you owe to the doctor, — loyalty. 
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Whether or not you fully believe in what he thinks or does, 
remember that he is the chosen adviser of the family; that 
he is responsible for the conduct of the case, and that your 
duty is to faithfully and implicitly follow his instructions. 
No word of criticism nor expression of want of confidence 
should fall from your lips or be implied by your manner. 
If you do not feel in any case that you can cordially support 
him, ask to be relieved from further service, and request the 
family to get another nurse; but while you remain at your 
post, be loyal to your chief. There are various ways in 
which your loyalty may be shown, other than those already 
mentioned. Sometimes a case does not go smoothly on 
account of injudicious meddling by members of the family or 
by friends ; sometimes the patient is wilful and disobedient. 
Such occurrences are more likely to come to your notice 
than to the doctor’s, and it is your duty to acquaint him with 
the facts. Sometimes, too, you may have reason to believe 
from hints or direct statements that the family, and perhaps 
the patient, is losing confidence in the doctor. As implicit 
confidence in the physician is an important factor in success- 
ful medical treatment, physicians do not like to continue in 
a case wherein this confidence is wanting. Under these 
circumstances the nurse has it in her power to do the doctor 
a great kindness by intimating to him in a respectful way 
the real state of the case. The doctor is thus enabled to 
propose to the family that a consultation with another physi- 
cian had best be held; or, if he thinks best, he can retire 
from the case altogether. If, however, the want of con- 
fidence is on the nurse’s part, and she is frequently hinting 
as much to the patient, she is not only disloyal to the doctor, 
but is working the patient a positive injury by disturbing 
his mind, or perhaps by shaking his confidence in the one on 
whom he had learned to place the greatest reliance. 

In thus seeking to assign to the nurse her proper station, 
I would not be understood as underrating the dignity of her 
position, or the importance of her work. No one is more 
ready than the physician to testify to the value and impor- 
tance of modern, trained nursing. A nurse has it in her 
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power, by faithful and intelligent devotion to her work, to 
render invaluable service to the patient, and to be of great 
assistance to the doctor in the performance of his own re- 
sponsible duties; and it is in the capacity of a helper that 
woman finds her most appropriate work. Be not, therefore, 
dissatisfied with your vocation because it is subordinate ; aim 
to do your work faithfully and well, and you will reap the 
reward that always comes to conscientious and devoted 
service. 


‘¢ Act well your part, there all the honor lies.” 


The nurse’s duty to the patient consists chiefly in faithfully 
carrying out the physician’s directions, in accordance with 
her previous training, unless the doctor specifies other meth- 
ods. But there are many little amenities, which, if the nurse 
possesses them, conduce largely to the patient’s comfort 
and welfare, and contribute in no small degree to the nurse’s 
success. In the care of her person and her dress a nurse 
should be scrupulously particular: an untidy and slipshod 
nurse is a spectacle dreadful to contemplate, and one which 
cannot fail to unfavorably affect the patient, to say nothing 
of the sensibilities of other members of the household. She 
should see that her nails are neatly trimmed, that her hands 
are kept in good condition, — no easy task, when one reflects 
how detrimental are the various antiseptic solutions in which 
these useful members are so frequently immersed. The hair 
should always be carefully arranged; and I trust I shall not 
be considered too particular, when I add that the nurse’s 
breath should be sweet. If the breath is at all disagreeable, 
it cannot but offend the delicate sensibilities of the patient 
over whom the nurse is frequently bending. An offensive 
breath means either bad teeth or a bad digestion, and the 
unfortunate possessor thereof needs either the dentist or 
the doctor. Heavy boots should not be worn in the sick- 
room; slippers are more appropriate, or if in cold weather 
the nurse needs the warmth of boots, they should be pro- 
vided with noiseless soles. The dress should be simple, and 
of some material that will wash and look well without much 
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starching: rustling skirts are an abomination in the sick 
room. The large white apron is an attractive, as well as 
useful, article of dress; and although the white muslin cap 
is not indispensable, I think patients and doctors like to see 
the nurse wear it. The cap and apron are not, as I once 
heard them called, badges of servitude; they are simply 
the conventional (and I may add highly becoming) uniform 
of a noble calling, and no more degrading than the uniform 
of a soldier. The nurse should not bedeck herself with 
jewelry : a small brooch to fasten the collar, and a plain gold 
ring are permissible ; but seal rings, or those relics of barbar- 
ism, ear-rings, never. I know that it is not always easy for 
a nurse to look fresh and bright after a disturbed and perhaps 
sleepless night, and at such times proper allowances will be 
made for her; but a morning bath will do much for pale 
faces, dull eyes, and tired bodies, and enable the nurse to 
present herself before the patient, as Dr. Worcester in his 
admirable little book has so well expressed it, “as fresh as 
a morning glory.” 

The nurse’s manner in the sick-room should always be 
cheerful and hopeful. No matter how grave the case, she 
should never betray in her face or manner the great anxiety 
she may feel. She should be open, too, and frank, carry- 
ing with her no air of mystery or concealment: such an air is 
annoying to the patient, and it were even better for the nurse 
to tell him what is on her mind, if she cannot successfully 
conceal it from him. She should hold no long or whispered 
interviews with the physician, or members of the family, 
within sight or hearing of the patient; such conduct always 
excites suspicion in the patient’s mind that his case is not 
progressing favorably, and deepens the forebodings which 
patients are prone to cherish. Never announce in the sick- 
room the patient’s temperature, or give other information 
about the case than that which is favorable and encouraging. 
Your report to the physician, I have previously said, should 
be made in an adjoining room. Some physicians, I am sorry 
to say, are singularly obtuse in this matter, and will occa- 
sionally drop remarks or seek to elicit information from the 
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nurse, which may have a most unfortunate effect upon the 
patient. If it should chance to be your lot to be associ- 
ated with such a physician in a case, seek to avoid a contre- 
temps by every means in your power. Startling news, or 
private grievances of your own, should never be made 
known in the sick-room. In the performance of her duties 
about the room, the nurse should move quietly, and never 
bustle, however busy. The room itself should be kept tidy 
and in order. Unless the patient is very sick, trifling things 
disturb him more than comparative disorder when he is well. 
All medicines and other appliances of the sick-room should 
be kept in an adjoining chamber; but if this is impossible, 
they should be neatly arranged upon a table, and perhaps 
hidden with a screen: some patients have a horror of gazing 
upon the cups, bottles, and spoons, which remind them of 
their condition. 

Unless your continued presence is necessary in the sick- 
room, leave the physician alone with the patient during a 
part of his visit. There may be some confidences between 
patient and doctor which it is desired you should not share. 
When members of the family visit the patient, if that is 
allowed, withdraw for a time for obvious reasons; this will 
give you time for rest and relaxation, and the patient an 
opportunity for a few minutes privacy with his family. 

As the patient enters upon his convalescence, he usually 
begins to take a lively interest in what he can eat, or he 
may be led to do so. Then the nurse has an opportunity to 
use her taste in the serving of his food; for we all know 
how much better everything tastes when it is daintily served. 
I once had a patient, who told me with great delight that her 
nurse served her every day with different china, and that she 
therefore enjoyed her meals, although she did not eat much. 
Certainly the sick are more fastidious than the well, and a 
meal will often be left untouched, if it is not served to the 
patient’s liking. During convalescence the patient is often 
desirous of being entertained, and is glad to converse with 
the nurse, if she is found to be bright and intelligent. It is 
not strictly the nurse’s function to amuse and interest her 
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patient; this duty usually falls to a member of the family. 
But if the patient leads the way, it is quite proper for the 
nurse to join in the conversation. At such times, however, 
do not be led into detailing your hospital experiences, 
except in so far as they are pleasant and agreeable. The 
patient may listen with rapt attention to tales of misery 
and suffering; and then atone for his thoughtlessness and 
your indiscretion by a course of bad dreams the following 
night. If the nurse does not find it easy to engage in 
general conversation with the patient, she may propose to 
read to him. ‘This offer will generally be gladly accepted, 
and many a weary hour may thus be whiled away with 
profit and pleasure to both patient and nurse. Above all 
things do not gossip. Patients will often listen with the 
greatest interest to what you have to say of other cases and 
people, and then wonder afterwards whether you will not at 
your next case, portray the scenes of their sick-room. No, 
apart from the wanton folly of gossiping, a high-minded 
nurse should remember that she has no right to trifle with 
the sacred confidences of the sick-room, or carry beyond its 
walls the private affairs which have necessarily come to her 
knowledge. Some patients are fretful, unreasonable, and 
disobedient. With such you must exercise patience, tact, 
and firmness; anticipate their wants, and overcome them 
with kindness and devotion; and when your work is done, 
you will carry away with you their gratitude and respect. 
However well you may understand and perform the duties 
which pertain strictly to your calling, a high degree of suc- 
cess will not attend you unless you learn to maintain proper 
and agreeable relations with the family and servants. Some 
families, who perhaps have had an unfortunate experience 
with a trained nurse, or who have heard of certain unpleas- 
antnesses occurring in the household of a friend, are un- 
willing to employ trained nurses. I have frequently heard 
objections raised on this account, and been told that the 
family prefers to employ an old-fashioned nurse or an old 
servant, who may not Know so much perhaps, but will not 
make trouble in the kitchen, nor annoy the family with airs 
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of superiority. This is unfortunate, as the patient is thus 
deprived of skilled nursing, and the doctor is hampered in 
his conduct of the case by the want of a trained assistant on 
whose knowledge and fidelity he can rely. When, there- 
fore, you enter upon your duties in any case, aim to adapt 
yourself to the ways of the household and to make as little 
disturbance as possible in the various domestic arrangements. 
Remember that in times of sickness, especially if it is the 
wife and mother who is the patient, the family routine is 
more or less interrupted, and affairs will not at first go 
smoothly. Servants are very apt to choose these times to 
misconduct themselves or to give warning, or often to leave 
without notice. Be considerate, therefore, if at first you are 
subjected to some inconveniences, or if your wants do not 
receive immediate attention. Gradually the wheels of the 
domestic economy will run more smoothly, and more atten- 
tion will be paid to your comfort. Never criticise before 
the servants any of the household arrangements; if fault 
must be found, or suggestions made, speak with the acting 
head of the household; or if unsuccessful in this way, seek 
the advice and assistance of the doctor. Remember, too, 
that at such times the family is torn with anxiety and dis- 
tress, and that due allowance should be made for them. 
Sympathize with them, and be thoughtful for their welfare. 
Kindly urge them to take needed rest and out-door exercise, 
if in their anxiety they forget themselves, and see that the 
regular hours for meals are not interrupted. Do not at first 
seek to displace from the sick-room members of the family 
who are in attendance upon the patient; they are often loath 
to give up one dear to them to the care of a stranger, and 
unwilling to be directed by the nurse. Simply, therefore, 
manifest your willingness to assist them, and gradually 
they will perceive that you are far better fitted than they for 
the duties of the sick-room, and will gracefully yield to you 
the position which it is your province to occupy. A nurse 
sbould be willing to go beyond the limits of her legitimate 
work, if she can do so without neglecting her proper duties. 
It always pays to be obliging in every walk of life; and 
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the nurse who is willing to wash some needed article of 
dress, to bind up a sore finger, mend a broken shoe-string, 
or sew on a button, will be popular in any household. All 
that I have said about gossiping in the sick-room applies 
with equal force in the household. Family secrets will nec- 
essarily come to your knowledge wherever you go, and you 
should guard them as religiously as those of the patient ; 
your duty in this respect is the same with that of the doctor. 

You will generally be asked where you wish to take your 
meals; your reply should be, “ Wherever it is most conven- 
ient to the family,” adding, “in the dining-room, after the 
family is served, if it is agreeable.” If the family breakfasts 
late, however, you may ask to have your breakfast earlier. I 
do not think it is agreeable to the nurse to eat with the family, 
even if she is asked to, do so; and if so asked, it would be 
right for her in a quiet way to mention one of the many 
reasons why she had best not do so. When the patient is 
very sick, it may be necessary that the nurse should be 
served on a tray in an adjoining chamber, and sometimes, I 
am sorry to say, the nurse is expected to eat in the kitchen. 
I always advise the family, when the fact comes to my 
knowledge, that it is best that the nurse should be in the 
kitchen as little as possible; and that if she has to eat with 
the servants, it will be hard for her, without giving offense to 
them, to remain loyal to her duty in respect to the secrets 
of the sick-room. When, however, the nurse’s duty takes 
her to the kitchen, perhaps to prepare some article of food for 
the patient, she should always greet the servants kindly, and 
put on noairs of superiority. Servants are prone to be jeal- 
ous of the nurse, secretly realizing her superior position, and 
perhaps resenting it. A nurse can easily make them her 
friends, however, with a little tact and a conciliatory manner, 
and while indulging in no tattle about the patient or family, 
can easily satisfy their natural curiosity by a little general and 
judicious information. I recall a nurse who has twice ren- 
dered faithful and devoted service in a certain family, who by 
her gentleness and tact so won the regard of a large corps of 
servants that they almost bowed down and worshiped her. 
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Such a nurse is never without engagements, and does much 
to increase the demand for trained nurses in the community. 

A word as to your relations to other nurses. Sometimes 
in serious cases a second nurse is required, and it is impor- 
tant that she should work harmoniously with the nurse 
whom she is to assist. Asa rule the first nurse would take 
the day service, and the second nurse the night. The day- 
nurse should so arrange her time as to be on duty at the 
physician’s morning and evening visits, making her report 
to him and receiving his directions. She had best leave the 
night-nurse’s instructions in writing, and in the morning 
receive a written record from her which she will include in 
her morning report to the doctor. The junior nurse should 
be loyal to her senior, who in turn should be kindly and con- 
siderate toward her assistant. Neither should try to impress 
upon the family or patient that she is the better nurse; but 
both should aim to do simply their duty, each in her proper 
station, remembering that only by harmonious action can 
they promote the best interest of the patient. If on account 
of sickness or other cause a nurse is called upon to succeed 
another, she should never by word or manner criticise her 
predecessor, even if there is apparent justification for such 
conduct. This would be alike ungenerous and uncharitable, 
and would not fail to prejudice the family against the second 
nurse. You should never in any presence gossip about 
your fellow-nurses, nor make, nor listen to, derogatory 
remarks about them. Remember the golden rule, and 
remember, too, that such conduct cannot but detract from 
the dignity of the grand sisterhood to which you all belong. 

When first you seek to establish yourselves in private 
nursing, you will doubtless enroll your names at the registry 
for nurses, which may now be found in most large cities. 
Consider what this action means. It means that you enlist, 
and are placed on waiting orders; from that time you owe a 
duty to the community to faithfully abide by the regulations 
of your registry. You have no right to absent yourself from 
within easy reach, without you are on a duly recorded fur- 
lough ; otherwise you will cause much trouble and needless 
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loss of time to those who are seeking to serve you and the 
public alike. When, therefore, you are waiting for an en- 
gagement, never absent yourselves from your homes except 
for short and necessary periods: leave word when you will 
return, and remember to return promptly at the time 
appointed. If you obtain an engagement from a private 
source, immediately report the fact at the registry, and re- 
port also as soon as you are ready for another engagement. 

Do not be unwilling, at first certainly, to nurse in humble 
families. Such engagements are of course not altogether 
agreeable ; you may not be well cared for in such places, and 
you may be hampered in your work by the want of certain 
appurtenances of the sick-room to which you have been ac- 
customed in the hospital. But remember that you have “ en- 
listed for the war,” and like a willing soldier must go where 
you are sent. When you have acquired a certain experience, 
have demonstrated your fitness, and have shown that you 
possess a goodly share of the qualities which I have sought 
to describe to you; when, in short, you have made a good 
reputation, you will obtain engagements through physicians, 
and from patients whom you may have nursed before, and 
your lot will be in many respects a. more agreeable one. 
The physician who thinks to establish himself in good prac- 
tice in the higher walks of life, without having served an 
apprenticeship in what is known as the dispensary class, 
sooner or later discovers his mistake: and the nurse, who 
thinks too much of her personal comfort to be unwilling to 
make her reputation in humble places, had best seek some 
other calling. 

And now as to the nurse’s duty to herself. The preserva- 
tion of her health is of prime importance. Good health is 
the nurse’s principal; the interest only must she spend. 
Often she is obliged to draw something from her principal ; 
but she must always replace the amount withdrawn by an oc- 
casional rest between her engagements. No nurse should 
work continuously for many months. When at work try 
and systematize your many duties, so that you may have 
reasonable and regular times for food, rest, exercise, and 
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sleep ; for although in critical cases and emergencies you will 
often be called upon for many sacrifices, you can generally 
so arrange your work that your own personal requirements 
need not be neglected. And if the family are inconsiderate 
for you, the doctor will be glad to point out what in their 
ignorance or anxiety they had overlooked, that if the nurse 
is to render acceptable service, her physical needs must re- 
ceive due attention. When in the full flush of success and 
pecuniary prosperity, do not forget that the time will come 
when you can no longer work, and that you are liable at any 
time to be temporarily disabled. Be prudent, therefore, and 
let each year see an increase in your savings. Do not 
indulge in jewelry and fine dresses, in which to array your- 
self when off duty. Simplicity in dress best befits your 
serious vocation. 

Be not discouraged at the many precepts I have given you, 
nor feel that marked success is beyond your legitimate hopes 
of attainment. Strive earnestly to do your duty day by day, 
be ambitious to excel and willing to learn; be loyal to the 
physician, devoted to your patient, obliging and considerate 
to the family, kind and conciliatory to the servants, — never 
weary of well-doing. Be true to yourself, and in your pri- 
vate life cultivate the virtues which adorn true womanhood. 
Thus will you surely win success, the gratitude of those you 
serve, and the respect of all who know you.

WEST END STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 


THIRTY-NINTH LOCATION. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, March 31, 1890. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the West End Street Railway Company for 
leave to change the location of its tracks on Washington 
street, Dorchester, near its junction with Blue Hill avenue 
and near Columbia street, having considered the subject, 
respectfully recommend the passage of the accompanying 
order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall 
have the right to change the location of its tracks in Wash- 
ington street, Dorchester, between a point at or near the 
junction of Blue Hill avenue and Washington street and a 
point at or near Columbia street, so that the said tracks may 
be substantially in the centre of the street, after the same 
has been widened as proposed by the Street Commissioners ; 
said tracks and turn-outs being shown by red lines on a plan 
made by A. L. Plimpton, dated March 3, 1890, and depos- 
ited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upou condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
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form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the 
conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and 
void.

The Joint Special Committee on Annual Estimates, to 
whom was referred City Document 49 of 1890, containing 
the annual estimates of the several departments for the 
financial year 1890-91, having considered the same, respect- 
fully submit the accompanying appropriation bill for the city 
and county, for the ensuing financial year. 

The committee have been obliged to reduce the estimates 
sufficiently to bring them, in the aggregate, within the limit 
prescribed by law, and in the performance of their duty they 
have endeavored to make a fair and judicious distribution of 
the available funds. Should the city council see fit to 
modify or change the bill in any respect, the fact must be 
borne in mind that the total amount herein contained cannot 
be exceeded.

DRAFT OF AN ORDINANCE FOR RE-ESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE CITY SEAL AND COAT-OF-ARMS. 


To the Honorable the City Council : — 


I beg leave respectfully to suggest that the present re- 
vision of the ordinances offers a proper opportunity to 
re-establish the city seal and arms in a form which will 
recognize the great addition of territory to the original city. 
Boston has absorbed the cities of Charlestown and Roxbury 
and the town of Dorchester, all three communities of about 
an equal antiquity. The present city seal is that of Boston 
alone, dating back to its incorporation only. For decorative 
and other practical purposes it is often desirable to have a 
special device, commonly called a coat-of-arms, to be placed 
upon the city property. The Commonwealth recognizes this 
need, and has by law established both a seal and a coat-of- 
arms; this example may well be followed by the city. 

In the annexed draft of an ordinance I have retained the 
well-known seal of the city, merely adding thereto the 
words, “Seal of the city of Boston,” which description is 
almost invariably a part of such a device, and which could 
have been omitted in 1824 only by mistake. 

I propose, following heraldic precedents, to have the coat- 
of-arms of the city arranged quarterly, giving one division 
to each of the four towns constituting mainly our present 
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territory. The device for Charlestown is copied from its 
city seal as formerly used, only simplified. As to Roxbury, 
I regret to say that its city seal, as formerly in use, was 
poorly designed, overloaded with details, and in no respect 
appropriate. I have ventured to propose a simple design : 
a mountain of rocks, allusive to the supposed origin of ‘the 
name. (Wood, in 16384, says: “Up westward from the 
town it 1s something rocky, whence it hath the name of 
Roxbury.”) Ihave placed thereon a cross, as the universal 
signal of the Christianity which has attended our settlement 
here. As to Dorchester, which as a town has never adopted 
any special seal or arms, I propose such a simple device as 
will recall the fact that other inhabitants dwelt here before 

our fathers landed. 

In conclusion I would respectfully suggest that the neces- 
sity of so establishing a city seal and coat-of-arms, and of 
regulating their use, is not dependent at all upon the accept- 
ance of the designs herewith submitted. These are offered 
merely as a basis for your consideration of the matter, and 
should be judged according to their suitability for municipal 

purposes. 
Ll annex hereto a drawing of the city arms, the seal having 
been very admirably set forth, in its main features, in the 
draft of the Revised Ordinances, City Document No. 55 of 
1890.

CHAPTER 48. 


City Seal and Coat-of-Arms, and Their Use. 


Section 1. ‘The seal of the city shall be circular in form, 
and bear a view of the city with the motto “Sicut Patribus 
Sit Deus Nobis,” and the inscription “ Bostonia Condita, 
A.D. 1680, Civitatis Regimine Donata, A.D. 1822,” with an 
inscription around such representation consisting of the 
words “Seal of the City of Boston, Massachusetts,” the 
whole design to conform to the example herewith engraved. 

Sect. 2. The arms of the city of Boston shall be as 
follows, quarterly : — 

1. For Boston, a view of the city, substantially as shown 
on the city seal. 

2. For Charlestown, a mound in base, thereon an obelisk. 

3. For Roxbury, a hill of rocks, on the top a cross. 

4. For Dorchester, a view of the bay, in the distance a 
ship approaching the land; in the foreground an Indian in a 
canoe. 

Motto —“ Sicut Patribus Sit Deus Nobis.” 

Sect. 3. The seal of the city shall be in the care and 
custody of the mayor, who shall cause it to be affixed to such 
documents as are by jaw or custom so authenticated ; and no’ 
fac-simile or representation of said seal shall be printed on 
any document except those issued by the city, and then only 
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under such rules as the mayor may establish. The various 
departments of the city may use modifications of the city 
arms, to be according to patterns approved by the mayor 
and recorded with the superintendent of printing. All 
stationery so embellished shall be used only for official 
business.

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees of Mt. Hope Cem- 
etery, the communication of your Honorable Body was duly 
considered, and to the same the following reply is respect- 
fully submitted : — 

There are 4,646,093 square feet of land, with the buildings 
thereon, and we find that the Assessors’ valuation is, for the 
land, $93,400; and for the buildings, $8,800, — making a 
total valuation of $102,200. 

There are six poor horses, one carryall, two buggies, one 
express wagon, seven single carts, two double carts, two 
watering carts, two sleighs, and one sled, all of which are 
very much used and worn, together with the harnesses, horse 
clothing, and robes used therewith ; also, all the agricultural 
tools and implements such as are used in a cemetery. The 
whole of which we estimate the value to be thirteen hundred 
dollars. 

The greenhouses contain one hundred and forty thousand 
bedding plants. | 

There are no unpaid balances due from lots already sold. 
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In answer to the last question, this Board have no opinion, 
and for their reason, respectfully refer to Chap. 265 of the 
Acts of 1889.

Hon. Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor: — 


Derar Str, — There seems to be an error in the minds of 
many of our citizens and on the part of the press in regard 
to the responsibility for dusty streets ; in justice to this de- 
partment this impression should be corrected. 

The City Council, in its appropriations annually made for 
the Street Department, has never contemplated the watering 
of the streets of the city; this work lies wholly with the 
citizens, who by their contributions secure the services of 
some person authorized by the Board of Aldermen to do 
this work. My estimate of the amount required to water 
all the public streets of the city twice daily is three hundred 
and twenty thousand dollars ($320,000). This department 
expends annually from forty to fifty thousand dollars in 
sprinkling some of the main thoroughfares and streets in 
sparsely settled sections in suburban districts. 

When the person holding a license to water a certain 
section of the city is unable to obtain a sufficient sum from 
the abutters, it has been and is still the custom of this de- 
partment to make such a contribution as in the judgment of 
the Superintendent the case may warrant.

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WEST END STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 


FORTIETH LOCATION. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, April 21, 1890. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was referred the 
petition of the West End Street Railway Company for leave 
to locate and use a single track in Elmo street, Old road, and 
Columbia street, with suitable curves and connections; also 
for leave to erect, maintain, and operate as part of the single 
trolley overhead electric system of said company, the neces- 
sary poles, wires, and electrical appliances, and to make the 
underground and surface alterations of said streets and ways 
necessary for that purpose, having considered the subject, 
respectfully recommend the passage of the accompanying 
orders.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted: 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the city of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down a single track beginning on Blue Hill 
avenue near Franklin park, thence running through Elmo 
street, Old road, and Columbia street, to Blue Hill avenue, 
with suitable curyes and connections to connect said pro- 
posed track with the tracks of said company on Blue Hill 
avenue ; said track, curves, and connections being shown by 
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red lines on a plan made by Arthur Hodges, dated March 10,, 
1890, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also, upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the con- 
ditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it will be null and void. 

Ordered, That consent and permission is hereby granted 
to the West End Street Railway Company, in addition to the 
rights now possessed by it, to establish, construct, main- 
tain, and use the overhead single trolley electric system of 
motive power, so called, in and through said Elmo street, 
Old road, and Columbia street, on which the tracks of said 
company are located by the above order, and to construct, 
lay, maintain, and use the poles, wires, and appliances, and 
such electrical appliances and apparatus, and to make the un- 
derground and surface alterations in and on said streets 
necessary for that purpose. All work of construction under 
this order, and all kind and quality of material used, and the 
height of all poles erected, shall be satisfactory to the Superin- 
tendent of Streets and Committee on Paving. The poles 
shall be cylindrical in shape and painted before erected, and 
shall be removed, when so directed by the Board of Aldermen, 
after sixty days’ notice. No poles shall be erected under this 
order until a plan showing the location of the same has first 
been filed by said West End Street Railway Company in the 
office of the Superintendent of Streets, and been approved by 
him and said Committee on Paving. This order shall be null 
and void unless the same be accepted by said West End Street 
Railway Company, and notice of such acceptance filed with 
the City Clerk within thirty days from the date of the passage 
thereof.

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Ae ANNUAL REPORT 
FIRE MARSHAL 


CITY OF BOSTON, 


(From May 1, 1889, to May 1, 1890.) 


OFFICE OF THE FrrE MARSHAL, 
City or Boston, May 1, 1890. 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Boston: — 
GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit herewith, in 
compliance with law, the Fourth Annual Report of this 
office. Wf 
It is not a pleasant duty to be obliged to call your atten- 
tion to the discouraging statistics of the past year, showing 
as they do a fire loss nearly five times greater than the city 
has suffered in any one year since 1872. If, however, I 
shall succeed in interesting your honorable body in the 
lesson so dearly taught by this unusual, enormous, and, to a 
great extent, unnecessary fire-waste, and in arousing more 


thoughtful consideration of means for preventing its repeti- 
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tion in the future, this loss, great as it is, may not prove 
entirely wanting in salutary influence upon the community. 

Seven hundred and forty-seven fires have occurred during 
the year, involving a direct fire loss of $4,963,964.03. Of 
the total number of fires, two hundred and _ thirty-nine 
caused no loss. The average loss per fire was $6,645.19, 
as compared with an average loss last year of $1,308. 
There have been two hundred and twenty-four needless 
alarms. 

With a few notable exceptions, the various causes of fires 
maintain very nearly the same percentages as to number of 
fires and amount of loss resulting therefrom as last year. 

The number of fires from defective construction shows a 
decrease of two per cent. from last year. The number 
caused by electric lights and wires is eight-tenths of one 
per cent. less than last year, or a decrease, of forty per 
cent. from the total number caused by electricity last year. 
The number of fires arising from fire-crackers and fireworks 
has decreased from over four per cent. of last year’s total to 
less than one per cent. this year. There has been an 
increase in the number of kerosene fires of two per cent., and 
in those caused by children and matches of one per cent. 
Over seven per cent. of the year’s fires have been classed 
as incendiary. Accidental and careless fires maintain about 
their usual ratios, being credited with forty-two per cent. 
each, while the remaining sixteen per cent. are divided 
between those arising from incendiarism, malicious mischief, 
-and those whose cause is unknown. 

This classification should be qualified, however, as in a 
large number of fires classed as accidental the attendant 
circumstances disclosed a censurable neglect of that care 


and precaution which might reasonably be expected to 
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characterize the actions of an intelligent people; 7.e., they 
were clearly preventable, and might have been avoided by 
the exercise of what would seem to be ordinary human 
prudence and discretion. 

In proportion to the number of fires arising therefrom, 
electricity has proved by far the most expensive cause, 
nearly eighty per cent. of the year’s aggregate loss being 
attributed to it, while at the same time only a trifle over one 
per cent. of the total number of fires originated from this 
source. Heretofore spontaneous combustion has been the 
great loss-producing cause, but this year it stands second in 
this respect, dropping from thirty-four per cent. of last 
year’s loss to seven per cent. this year. 

There is apparently no change in the percentages of the 
total number of fires when classed by the different kinds of 
buildings in which they occurred. Forty-two per cent. of 
this total number occurring as usual in residences; 7.e., 
dwellings, boarding-houses, and tenements. 

Last year the largest percentage of loss was incurred by 
fires in freight-houses, store-houses, and manufactories, while 
this year the fire loss in wholesale stores has amounted to 
eighty-three per cent. of the total. The comparative loss 
on buildings and contents has not varied one per cent. in 
four years, —seventy-three per cent. of the year’s loss being 
on contents and twenty-seven on buildings. 

Owing to the general conflagration of November 28th, 
the proportion of loss by exposure to that incurred on 
premises where fires have originated has been abnor- 
mally increased. 

The great fire loss of the year has been attended with an 
unusual large number of fatalities, —twenty-six persons 
having lost their lives or suffered serious injury on account 
of fire. 
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MATCHES. 


With almost surprising regularity matches continue ‘to 
cause their twenty per cent. of Boston’s yearly fire loss. 

One man, in striking a match, the brimstone end of which 
stuck to his clothing, which was more or less saturated with 
oil, was burned to death before assistance could reach him. 
A very large majority of these match fires are the result of 
eross carelessness, and most of them might be avoided by 
the general adoption of the safety match. This subject has 
been treated at such length in former reports that further 
discussion would seem useless, even though each succeeding 
year only confirms the experience of the past and emphasizes 
the necessity of heeding the suggestions heretofore set forth. 
No reiteration or repetition of them, however, would suffice 
to instil habits of carefulness where the inclination to 


disregard former earnest admonitions is so apparent. 


GasLicuts, Erc. 


Want of proper care in the use of gas is another prolific 
source of careless fires. Kleven per cent. of those occurring 
during the year were caused by gas, of which more than 
three-quarters were absolutely careless, if not reckless. 
These gas fires are generally started in one of three ways: 
either by leaving a window open and allowing a lace curtain 
to be blown against a lighted gas-jet ; by placing a chandelier 
(often with unprotected burners) in show windows crowded 
with inflammable goods which become ignited, sometimes 
by a sudden draft blowing the flames on to them, and some- 
times through the carelessness of an awkward employé; 
or by the foolish searcher after gas-leaks with a lighted 


lantern, lamp, or match. That these fires should continue 
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to occupy so large a place in the tables of these reports is 
a reflection upon the habits of our population which ought 


not to exist. 
KEROSENE. 


With the exception of matches, kerosene has more fires 
to answer for than any other cause, over fourteen per cent. 
‘being attributed to it. More than one-third of these were 
caused by explosions. The explosions generally occurred 
where the lamp or lantern had been left subject to a draft 
of air which blew the flame down into the oil. In 
twenty-six instances the exploding oil has been tested. 
Eighteen samples conformed to the standard prescribed by 
law (igniting test 110° F., flash test 100° F.). Some were 
15 degrees below test. All of those which were of legal 
quality ignited when subjected to a test of 130° F. or under. 
These facts would seem, not only to call for immediate 
reform in the enforcement of the present law, but to render 
apparent also the necessity for such new legislation as shall 
raise the standard laid down in the statutes, from 110° F. 
to at least 130° F. 

A number of fires (one and one-half per cent. of the total 
number) were caused by allowing naphtha and gasoline 
vapor to come in contact with lights, stoves, etc. In 
taking apart an old gasoline tank, the escaping vapor was 
ignited by a spark, producing an explosion which caused 


the death of several men. 


Exvectrric Wrres, Licuts, Erc. 


While less than two per cent. of the total number of 
fires are attributed to electric wires and lights, the loss 


resulting from them is placed at over seventy-nine per cent. 
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of the year’s total, the larger part of which was occasioned 
by the great fire of November 28th, on which the loss is 
estimated at $3,859,402.14. As a special report on the 
cause of this fire was made at the time, further reference 
thereto is deemed unnecessary. In assigning electricity 
as the cause of fires I have endeavored to be as accurate 
as possible, so that the various electrical companies might _ 
not be unjustly biamed. The public are perhaps inclined 
to be hasty in attributing many fires to this cause which 
originate in some other manner, while employés of the 
companies are too prone to discredit the propriety of attri- 
buting any fires to electricity, even where the investigation 
has proved the fact beyond a reasonable doubt. I have 
aimed to be uninfluenced by either extreme, — by popular 
prejudice, on the one side, or by private interests on the 
other. When the great increase in the use of electricity 
from year to year is considered, it is certainly encouraging 
to note that the percentage of increase in the number of 
fires caused by it is proportionately very small, while this 
year’s record even shows a decrease. 

These fires are generally caused either by the crossing of 
wires outside or by a short circuit within the building. The 
former difficulty should be obviated either by placing the 
wires under ground or by such municipal regulation as 
shall reduce the chance of its occurring to a minimum. 
When the trouble originates inside, or is brought in by out- 
side contact, it should be avoided by running the wires in 
fire-proof tubes (a system now generally adopted in this 
city). 

The electrical fire hazard will undoubtedly be reduced by 
the greater care in installation and maintenance which is now 


being exercised as a result of accidents which have already 
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occurred. Especial precautions should be adopted to pre- 
vent fires from electricity and spontaneous combustion, for 
the reason that when they do occur the loss is apt to be 
heavy on account of their liability to gain great headway and 
to burn with unusual rapidity. 

When safety methods of protection from electricity shall 
catch up and keep pace with the advance in electrical em- 
ployment, and when experience shall have surrounded its 
use with proper safeguards, I see no reason for apprehending 


unusual danger from this source. 


SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 


Next to electricity, spontaneous combustion has been the 
most disastrous cause of fires during the year, — seven and 
six-tenths per cent. of the total loss, and seven and two- 
tenths per cent. of the total number being placed against it. 

According to the highest authorities, there is no such thing 
as combustion which is actually spontaneous; but popular 
custom having adopted the term to designate “combustion 
resulting from the gradual accumulation of heat consequent 
on chemical changes and the access of air to a highly heated 
body,” the expression must be considered a proper one. 

It may be well to enumerate several of the fires originating 
from this cause during the year : — 

A mattress, stuffed with flyings from woollen blankets 
which had become oily as they passed through the carding 
machine, ignited in this way. 

Also a large number of bed comfortables filled with cotton- 
batting and covered with dyed print cloths of various colors, 
by taking fire caused a very heavy loss. The ageing of the 
dyed prints by oxidation left in them the necessary elements 


for combustion. 
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In one case naphtha vapor was ignited by heat produced 
by the friction of cloth drawn through a spreader in a rubber 
factory. 

Paper labels coated with varnish became ignited from the 
sun’s rays while lying on a window-sill. 

Sulphate of soda ignited after falling on nitrate of soda 
bags. 

Junk-shop fires are liable to be caused by the self-ignition 
of matches in the interior of bales of waste paper, rags, etc., 
where they are often found. 

Fire in a stable was caused by the spontaneous com- 
bustion of dried sulphur and other drug dust in straw 
bedding bought from a druggist. 

A fire which resulted in serious loss to life and 
property was caused by the spontaneous combustion of a 
certain kind of fireworks known as ruby lights. Their 


composition was 


Nitrate of Strontia, 
Chlorate of Potash, 
Nos 1. Chalk, ground together. 


Charcoal, 


Shellac, oround together, and then heated 
No. 2. a a 
Sulphur, to a thick paste with alcohol. 


Mix both (1 and 2) together. — 


These were tipped with a red phosphorus match-paste. 
An analysis made by ex-State Assayer b. I. Davenport 
showed them to be liable to spontaneous combustion, and 


very dangerous when stored in a large quantity together. 
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Oily dust collected on ceilings in wood-working establish- 
ments caused three fires. 

Dust from the grinding of drugs in the manufacture of 
insect powder collected on the shafting and ignited. 

Two fires have resulted from piling together quantities of 
dressed leather known as “dongola.” In treating the 
leather there is used logwood, automatic black, native oil, 
cod-liver oil, wood alcohol, gambier, burnt copperas, egg 
yolk, salt, ammonia, alum, saltpetre, cyanide potassium, 
and muriatic acid. 

This leather was subjected to test and found, when packed 
in large quantities, or in a warm place, to be susceptible to 
spontaneous combustion, probably due to the action of the 
oil upon the fibre, and possibly aided by oxidizing agents 
used in the preparation. 

Two fires in printing-offices started in bags containing 
waste and inky-paper clippings. 

Fine coal piled against a boiler-wall took fire. 

Also in another case where it was against a furnace. 

Other fires have been caused by rags soaked with linseed 
oil; also by those saturated with furniture polish, by oily 
waste, fine charcoal, coke not thoroughly prepared, dust 
and woolly fluff from carpets in dust bin of carpet-cleaning 
establishment, dust and fluff between steam-pipes, bales of 
cotton impregnated with cotton-seed oil, explosion of 
various vapors, naphtha, gasoline, benzine, and gun-cotton 
or nitric ether. 

Education and experience, aided by care and precaution, 
must be relied on to secure immunity from these risks. 

“ Avoid piling dangerous goods in large quantities, or in 


close places, and ventilate thoroughly.” 
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INCENDIARY. 


Between seven and eight per cent. of the year’s fires have 
been of incendiary origin, although only one and seven- 
tenths per cent. have been classed as absolutely proven 
incendiaries. Other fires, where circumstances and evidence 
warrant the belief beyond a reasonable doubt that they 
were criminal, are included in fires classed as “Under 
Investigation.” 

Of the fifty-eight fires classed as “Under Investigation,” 
forty-eight are undoubtedly incendiary. 

Thirteen arrests have been made during the year, result- 
ing in six convictions. The total number of incen- 
diary fires, when classed by the considerations which 
actuated the crime, may be divided into four kinds. 
In twenty-six per cent. the impelling motive was spite or 
revenge; one per cent. were caused by a desire to show 
excessive vigilance, with promotion as an object; one per 
cent. was the result of pyromania; and seventy-two per 
cent. were set for the purpose of obtaining insurance. 
Fifty-four per cent. of the total number of incendiary fires 
were caused by Polish or Russian Jews, while seventy-six 
per cent. of those who resorted to the crime of arson for 
the purpose of defrauding insurance companies were of that 
nationality. 

In eighty-eight per cent. of the total number of Russian 
and Polish Jew fires, the property where the fire originated 
was insured. Fifty-nine per cent. of other (not Polish or 
Russian Jew) fires were so insured. The average loss in 
Polish Jew fires where there was no insurance, was fifteen 
dollars; in other uninsured fires, forty-two dollars. In 
proportion to the number of fires occurring among them, 


Polish Jews show an average uninsured loss of one dollar 
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and eighty cents per fire, while the same average in other 
fires is sixteen dollars per fire. 

Of the total number of Polish Jew fires, fifty per cent. 
are classed as incendiary, while four per cent. of other fires 
are so classed. Estimating the entire Polish and Russian 
Jew population of the city at fifteen thousand, there has 
been one fire to every two hundred and twenty-three per- 
sons of their nationality, and one to every five hundred and 
ninety-one of the other inhabitants. 

On the same basis one incendiary fire has been charged 
to every four hundred and fifty-four of the Polish Jew 
population, and one to every 14,285 of the remainder of the 
city’s population. It would seem as if these figures should 
carry their own lesson with them, to say nothing of the 
frequent warnings which have been heretofore given, and 
which have been based on reliable information in my pos- 
session, of a nature so startling that its publication would at 
least put an end to insurance on this class of risks. 

It is certainly a delicate position to be obliged to officially 
call attention to the infirmities of a particular race of people 
which constitutes an element of our population; but, with 
facts, history, and experience before me, I should consider 
myself derelict in the performance of my obligations if I 
neglected to do so, and in so doing it should be understood 
that I am entirely unaffected by any spirit of prejudice or 
bias, and merely intend to state conditions which I find 
myself confronted with. If the Polish Jew finds the state- 
ment unpalatable, he must blame himself or his people for 
creating the condition, and not myself for making it public 
in the discharge of duty. I recognize fully the injustice 
liable to be done certain of the class referred to, who 


may be amono our best citizens, by what may seem a gven- 
ro) Pd (co) 
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eral condemnation and indiscriminate reference to the whole 
race or section of the race; but individual hardship should 
not be allowed to stand in the way of public safety, and 
when this is menaced silence becomes intolerable, truth, how- 
ever unpleasant, not only warranted but demanded. The 
Polish Jew, is however, not alone to blame for the crimes 
laid at his door. He often has an unwilling accomplice, —an 
unintentional accessory before the fact: the insurance com- 
pany, which, by recklessly accepting his risk without careful 
inspection, arouses a dangerous sentiment (the incentive to 
illegal gain) in the minds of a people whose standard of 
morality is low, blunted no doubt by long years of persecu- 
tion in their native land. The insuring of a powder-house on 
the top of Vesuvius, would not be more foolhardy than the 
acceptance of some risks which certain companies, impelled 
by business greed, not only seem willing to insure, but 
to seek with avidity. This Jew and his policy is a 
combination more to be feared than rats and matches, 
or oil and waste. It must be borne in mind that I 
do not, in making these remarks, refer to the ordinary 
Hebrew risk which the records show to be fully as safe, if 
not safer, than any other, but to the lower class of Polish 
and Russian Jews, many of whom were criminals before 
they came to this country; and this suggests the query 
whether it would not be well to establish a “moral quar- 
antine,” and prohibit the landing of all Russian and Polish 
Jews on our shores who are unable to produce a certificate 
from the American Consul or other public official, of pre- 
vious good character and freedom from criminal taint. 

I do not desire to say anything which shall tend to the 
proscription of all Polish and Russian Jews, as there are 


doubtless many worthy Hebrews and good citizens among 
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them, but my object is simply to bring about a 
more careful examination and_ closer scrutiny on the 
part of insurance companies in their transactions with 
these people. The employment by the companies of 
some honorable Hebrew, who might pass upon all such 
risks before their acceptance, and be held responsible 
for the reduction to a normal average of the now unusual 
proportion of mysterious fires which yearly occur among 
them, might prove a step towards much needed reform in 
this direction. The expense of such inspection might be 
met by charging higher rates on the policies. As in certain 
kinds of manufacturing, the extra physical hazard is pro- 
vided for by greater cost of insurance, so the expense of re- 
ducing the unusual moral hazard of the Polish Jew risk 
should be borne in the same manner. I have endeavored 
to consider this subject from a dispassionate standpoint and 
with judgment unwarped. As a man and member of society 
the Polish Jew has many good qualities; he seldom com- 
mits murder, is rarely found in State Prison, and hardly ever 
has to be cared for at public expense. He has, however, 
one besetting sin, — incendiarism for gain. As the perpetra- 
tion of this crime may involve danger to public life and 
property, insurance companies should. be called upon to 
make use of the greater care and precautions which have 
been suggested. Let over-insurance, and even full in- 
surance, cease on their property, so that a portion of the 
fire risk shall be borne by the owner, and the mysterious 


Polish Jew fire will practically disappear. 


CONCLUSION. 
I do not desire to unduly frighten, nor, in fact, do I see 


any immediate ground for apprehending that, as a mere mat- 
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ter of physical or financial ability, the city’s general pros- 
perity and continually increasing valuation may not be 
all-sufficient to meet the terrible burden of our yearly fire- 
waste; but how can such a strain on our resources prove 
other than a serious injury to industrial progress? The 
destruction of the city’s wealth by fire last year, taken in 
conjunction with the expense of maiutaining the fire depart- 
ment (the cost of carrying insurance is not included, as the 
fire loss was equal to twice the amount of premiums re- 
ceived), to say nothing of the cost of water-supply, inter- 
ruption to business, etc., amounted to a sum_ sufficient 
to give every man, woman, and child in the city thirteen 
dollars and sixty-four cents. It was equal to four and three- 
quarters per cent. of the annual income of the city, and five 
per cent. of the increase in valuation. There was one actual 
fire to every 571 of the entire population. Such a record, 
while not, perhaps, necessarily appalling, should at least 
suffice to convince us that the load is unduly heavy, and 
should be lightened by every means in our power. Whether 
covered by insurance or not, fire-waste is a constant, ir- 
reparable and wicked drain upon the resources and industry 
of our people; every instance means a set-back to the city’s 
prosperity and the wiping out of so much human skill and 
labor. Why is it, then, that, in the adoption of means for 
the prevention, or at least the reduction, of this enormous 
fire-waste, such apathy is shown? With quiet submission 
and calmly indifferent to the consequence, we see this loss 
occurring year after year, and allow the same old habits of 
carelessness to characterize our mode of living. We support 
at immense cost fire departments and insurance companies, 
and endure the burden without a murmur, never thinking 


that this cost might be materially reduced by reform in our 
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customs. <A Fire Marshal is maintained at public expense, 
seemingly on the theory that fire-waste can be reduced by 
investigation. The people expect him to report, suggest, 
and advise; they like to be preached to, and are willing to 
pay for it, but are too indifferent or indolent to exert them- 
selves in the direction of suggested improvements. Pre- 
scription cannot cure unless the dose be taken. The mere 
locating of a cancer without application of the knife is use- 
less. Advice cannot benefit unless followed. 

From the time of its birth, in 1681, when it sprang into 
life as the natural complement of commercial transactions, 
down to the present time, when it has become not only a 
necessary institution in business intercourse, but one of the 
mainstays of commerce, without which industrial pursuits 
would be paralyzed, insurance has been (although seldom 
so recognized) the child of the public. Its province being 
of a purely remedial nature, is only intended to provide 
compensation for actual loss. Insurance companies are 
merely agents of the public, charged with the disbursement 
of public funds. Whenever an insurance company is de- 
frauded or swindled, or loses money through poor manage- 
ment, the loss is eventually paid by the public, and every 
member of the community must bear, directly or indirectly, 
his share of the tax. When this fact shall have become 
thoroughly understood, and when it shall be appreciated 
that insurance companies merely undertake, as_ public 
agents, to distribute an individual loss over an entire com- 
munity so that, each one’s portion of the burden being 
comparatively light, the general prosperity remains unre- 
tarded, much of the foolish prejudice against insurance 
corporations will vanish. 


It is also important to remember that, although insurance 
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may make good individual loss, it in no wise indemnifies the 
public for what it loses by fire. It does not undertake to 
restore, but by spreading the loss over a large territory 
throtigh the medium of premium assessments the misfor- 
tune is more lightly felt in proportion as it becomes more 
general. Hence, it will be seen that the whole people have 
an interest in the successful management and maintenance 
of insurance companies. While insurance has proven an 
inestimable boon to the community, and while the fact that 
it is enabled to exist as such to-day, is largely due to 
the unusual care and vigilance and the general good man- 
agement of insurance companies, yet, if we see that 
they constitute in any degree, however small, a factor 
in the promotion of fire-waste, it is proper for an inter- 
ested public to suggest such improvement as_ their 
business methods may be open to. Insurance companies 
cannot properly be blamed for careless habits which are 
engendered by the feeling of security into which the public 
are often lulled by the possession of insurance policies, 
and by the delusion that insurance inspection will protect 
against any want of care on their part. The companies 
are, however, sometimes deserving of censure for not elimi- 
nating from their business certain moral hazards known to 
be bad; sometimes for allowing loose and careless adjust- 
ments, and often for yielding to the same temptation to 
_over-insure which has been the curse of the system of 
brokerage and small agencies. It is, however, a matter 
for congratulation that, with the increasing number of tariff 
associations, insurance exchanges, and patrols, and the extra 
care being taken in inspection, the business of fire insur- 
ance was never so well managed in the interest of the public 


as to-day. The public must not, however, forget that while 
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they are reaping the benefit, they are at the same time 
bearing the expense. 

As in the past, the Boards of Fire and Police Commis- — 
sioners, the Superintendent of the Protective Department, 
and those under them, have heartily codperated in the work 
of the office, and to their assistance much of the success of 
the year’s work is due.

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KEARSARGE BURYING-GROUND. 


USE OF THE SAME FOR EDUCATIONAL PURPOSES. 


In Common Councit, May 1, 1890. 


The Committee on Cemeteries, to whom was referred, as 
unfinished business of last year, the petition of the Roxbury 
- Latin School Association for early and favorable considera- 
tion of the request of the Trustees of the Roxbury Latin 
School for the use of the Kearsarge Burying-ground for educa- 
tional purposes, after the suitable removal of the remains 
interred there, respectfully submit the following 


REPORT: 


The burying-ground was bought in 1818, by the First 
Parish in Roxbury, and was used as a burying-ground for 
many years. In 1841 the Church Society gave the land to 
the town, and for some eight years it was used as a public 
cemetery. In 1849 the city of Roxbury forbade. further in- 
terments in graves. In 1868, by annexation, all the rights 
and duties of the city of Roxbury were vested in the city of 
Boston. In 1883 the city of Boston prohibited further in- 
terments in tombs. | 

On March 29th, 1890, the committee gave a public hearing 
on the petition of the Trustees of the Roxbury Latin School 
for the use of the whole or part of the said burying-ground 
for school purposes. Your committee obtained the opinion 
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of the Corporation Counsel as to the legal powers of the city 
relative to the subject, which is herewith submitted, and after 
careful consideration of the subject, are of the opinion that 
the petition should be granted, and accordingly recommend 
the passage of the following order.

Ordered, That the portion of the Kearsarge Burial-ground 
not occupied by tombs may be used for the purposes of a 
school-yard or playground for the Roxbury Latin School, 
the Winthrop-st. Primary School, and the pupils of other 
public schools of the city, upon the proper disposition of the 
remains there interred as hereinafter provided, upon the 
condition that the expense of removing and reinterring 
the remains, fencing around the tombs, and preparing the 
grounds for such use, be borne by the Trustees of the Rox- 
bury Latin School. 

Before the ground is used for school-yard or playground 
purposes notice shall be published for thirty days in two or 
more daily papers published in the city, the last publication 
to be ten days at least before any remains are removed or the 
ground is broken, and shall be sent by mail to the relatives 
of persons interred, when the names and residences of such 
relatives are known, stating the proposed change of use, ofter- 
ing to remove the remains, when such removal is requested, 
to suitable places of burial in the city, and requesting said 
relatives to designate such places of interment as they prefer. 
The removal of remains and resetting of headstones shall, in 
all cases where said removal is requested, be made under the 
direction of the Board of Health and the City Registrar. A 
plan of the ground showing the places of second interment in 
each case shall be made and placed in the hands of the City 
Registrar and kept by him for future reference, and a suitable 
fence satisfactory to the Board of Health shall be erected in 
front of the tombs. 

In all cases where the removal of remains is not requested 
by the representatives of persons interred, the ground shall 
be filled and graded above the level of the graves, and the 
headstones in all such cases shall be removed and preserved,

and a record kept on said plan of the places from which they 
are taken and where they are preserved. 

Nothing herein contained shall prevent the city from ap- 
propriating said land to other public purposes after the lapse 
of ten years from the date hereof; provided that if such ap- 
propriation is made within twenty years from the date hereof 
the city shall repay to the said Trustees of the Roxbury Latin 
School without interest the amount expended by them under 
this order in removing and reinterring remains, fencing in 
the tombs, and preparing the ground for use as a school-yard 
. or playground as aforesaid ; and provided further, that if at 
any time a public street is laid out over any part of said 
ground, no such repayment shall be made to said Trustees 
on account of said laying out of a public street. Provided, 
also, that if no steps are taken by the Trustees of the Roxbury 
Latin School under this order within twelve months from the 
date of its passage, this order shall be void and of no effect.

To the Honorable the Committee on Cemeteries : — 


GENTLEMEN, —The questions upon which I understand 
the committee desire my opinion are: 

1. Has the city a right to remove the remains in the 
graves of the Kearsarge Burial-ground, on Kearsarge avenue, 
in Roxbury? 

2. If the city has such right, can it, after removing the 
remains, grant the petitioners, the Trustees of the Roxbury 
Latin School, the use of the land for a playground? 

It appears that this lot of land was conveyed by Samuel 
Bugbee to the First Parish in Roxbury, by deed in 1818, and 
no subsequent deed of it is found upon the records. In this 
deed of Bugbee there was no condition or limitation of the 
purpose for which it was to be used. It was used as a burial- 
ground. It does not appear that the lots were sold, or con- 
veyed, or that any written agreements or contracts were 
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made in regard to the interments, or graves, in such ground. 
It is understood that interments were made by oral permis- 
sion, or assent, at the request of any parties living in said 
First Parish, or, perhaps, in the town of Roxbury. 

In 1825 the pew-holders of said First Parish meeting- 
house were incorporated as “the First Religious Society in 
Roxbury,” and, practically, the care of said ‘grounds (so far 
as it has had any care) devolved upon said. Society. The 
said Society in 1828 offered the burial-ground to the town of 
Roxbury, at cost and interest thereon. The town would not 
accept it. In 1841 the church records show that the Society 
again offered the burial-ground to the town without condi- — 
tion, provided the town would accept it, and the town, in 
that year, accepted it; and from that time to the present, 
nearly fifty years, the city of Roxbury and the city of Boston 
have successively had the possession and control of said 
grounds. No remains have been buried in graves since 1849, 
and no remains have been placed in tombs since 1883 (see 
City Council Minutes, 1883, pp. 466, 564). 

I understand that the Society do not object to the use of 
the land by the school, if the rights of individuals interested 
in the burial-ground are properly protected by suitable legis- 
lation; but it seems to me that the rights of such persons 
(and so far as such rights exist) may be protected without 
application to the Legislature. 

In my opinion, the remains may be removed, and the 
ground used for other public purposes. 

Of course, such removal should only be after notice, so 
far as possible, is given to representatives or kindred of 
those buried there, and they should be put in such other 
places as sucb representatives and kindred may desire. 

I have more doubt whether the city can give the exclusive 
use of said ground, after the said remains have been 
removed, to the petitioner, which is not one of the public 
schools of the city, but is a private corporation. 

Certainly the city ought to reserve the use, or right to its 
use, for the scholars in its Primary School on Winthrop 
street, which adjoins these grounds; and no contract should 
be made by which the city should hereafter be prevented 
from using the ground for any other proper public purpose ; 
but with these rights preserved, and all rights of the parties 
interested in the burial-ground properly protected, I think, 
that, in consideration of the expenses to be paid by the Trus- 
tees of the Roxbury Latin School for the removal of said re- 
mains, and fencing off said tombs, —which expenses the said 
Trustees offer to pay, as Iam informed, —the Trustees of said 
Latin School may have the use of it for a playground for the 
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scholars of said school; but in common with its use for the 
same purpose, by the scholars of the said Primary School, 
and the pupils or scholars of other public schools of the 
city, until further order, or other disposition by the City 
Council, is made of it.

In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, May 5, 1890. 

Ordered, That, to meet the expenses of the City of Boston 
and the County of Suffolk payable during the financial year 
which will commence with the first day of May, 1890, and end 
with the last day of April, 1891, the following sums of money 
be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated for the 
several departments and for the objects and purposes herein- 
after specified. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which may be subscribed 
or contributed by individuals to promote the objects of any 
of the said appropriations, and which form no part of the 
estimated income of the city, shall be credited to such ap- 
propriations accordingly, and be strictly applied according 
to the intention of the contributors. 

Ordered, That all moneys derived from the excess of 
Income and Taxes over estimated Income and Taxes, and all 
balances of appropriations in excess of expenditures remain- 
ing in the treasury at the close of the financial year, ending 
April, 50, 1890, be used toward meeting the said appropri- 
ations.

Ordered, That the appropriations, made for the Water 
Supply and Water Income departments, connected with 
the Sudbury and Cochituate supplies be paid from the 
income received from the water-rates of said supplies, and 
that the appropriations, made for said departments, connected 
with the Mystic supply be paid from the income received 
from the water-rates of said supply.

TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 
1890-91. 


In Board oF ALDERMEN, May 5, 1890. 


Ordered, That the sum of ten million and nineteen 
thousand five hundred and seventy-four dollars ($10,019,574) 
be raised according to law on the polls and estates taxable in 
this city to meet the expenses of the City of Boston and the 
County of Suffolk payable during the financial year which 
will commence with the first day of May, 1890, and end 
with the last day of April, 1891. 

Ordered, That, in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 
11, Section 67, of the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for 
the purpose of providing for the payment of the expenses of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk, payable during 
the financial year 1890-91, and for paying the city’s propor- 
tion of the State tax of 1890, shall be due and payable on 
the first day of November, 1890, and that all taxes which 
shall remain unpaid after that date, shall bear interest until 
paid; if paid before Jan. 1, 1891, at the rate of six per cent. 
per annum from said November 1, and if paid after Jan. 1, 
1891, at the rate of six per cent. per annum until said Jan. 
1, and at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, after said 
Jan. 1, 1891; and all the interest that shall have become 
due shall be added to and be a part of such taxes; provided, 
however, that the taxes assessed, by authority of Chapter 13 
of the Public Statutes, upon the shares of National Banks and 
of other corporations, shall be due and payable on the first day 
of November, 1890, and interest shall be charged, as provided 
in said chapter, upon all such taxes as remain unpaid after 
that date, at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum.

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CORPORATION COUNSEL'S OPINION 


ON THE 


SUBJECT OF NOMINATION OF A SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF STREETS. 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION CoUNSEL, May 5, 1890. 


To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


GENTLEMEN, — Complying with your request to advise 
your Board whether the Mayor—the nomination of J. 
Edwin Jones having been refused confirmation by the Board 
— jis required to send in another nomination for Superin- 
tendent of Streets to the Board of Aldermen for confirma- 
tion, and if so, whether he is required to send in the name 
of a person other than the said J. Edwin Jones, I have the 
honor to say : — 

The only statute, so far as I know, which it can be claimed 
prevents or inhibits the Mayor from again nominating or 
appointing the person to that office whom the Board of 
Aldermen have failed to confirm on a previous nomination, 
is section 5 of chapter 28 of the Public Statutes. 

Does this apply to the appointment of Superintendent of 
Streets in the city of Boston? 

That provision was first enacted in 1876, and at that time 
it clearly did not apply to that officer, for the reason that the 
Superintendent of Streets was then elected by the City 
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‘ Council, by “concurrent vote of the two branches,” and 
that officer continued to he so elected by the City Council 
down to 1885. Since 1885, pursuant to section 1 of chap- 
ter 266 of that year, the Superintendent of Streets has been 
appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation by the 
Board of Aldermen. And, as stated in reply to an inquiry 
made of me by the Board in June of last year, I do not think 
that the change then made, from an election by the City 
Council to the appointment in the manner provided in said 
chapter 266 of 1885, had the eftect of bringing the appoint- 
ment of that officer within the said general provision of the 
Public Statutes. 

It has been stated and claimed for many years that that 
general provision (section 5, chapter 28, Public Statutes) 
does not apply to any office in the municipal government of 
Boston. It is so stated in a note to section 49 of the city char- 
ter, in the “ Statutes and Ordinances” of the edition of 1876, 
page 18, and it has, I believe, been generally, if not always, 
practically disregarded in the nominations or appointments 
of officers by the mayors of this city. 

A similar question to the one you have put to me arose 
last year upon the appointment of a Park Commissioner, and 
the Mayor was then advised that he could again nominate the 
person for that office whom the Board had failed or refused 
on a previous nomination to confirm. He did so, and the 
nomination was subsequently confirmed. 

The case presented in your question is not a case where an 
office is vacant. .The statute (section 4, chapter 266, of 
1885) expressly provides that such officer —as Superinten- 
dent of Streets — “shall, unless sooner removed, continue 
after the expiration of his term of service to hold his office 
until his successor is appointed or elected and duly quali- 
fied.” 

This means, in my opinion, that he has, or shall have, 
during the time of so holding the office under that provision, 
the right, title, and power incident thereto. During such 
time he is not merely superintendent de facto, or acting su- 
perintendent, but superintendent de jure. Sothat Mr. Jones, 
having been duly appointed and confirmed last year, and not 
having been removed, and a successor not having been ap- 
pointed and confirmed, continues by virtue of the statute to 
hold his office as superintendent; said office is therefore not 
vacant. 

I do not regard it as of great importance, but it is perhaps 
not to be overlooked, thut by section 20, chapter 4, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, which was in force on the first 
Monday in April, 1890, it was provided that “ Nothing in 
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these ordinances shall be construed to make it obligatory on 
the Mayor to appoint heads of departments annually, if he 
prefers to avail himself of the provisions of section 4 of 
chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885.” 

Nor is the case presented in your question one where the 
Mayor has neglected to make any nomination or appointment 
for the office. He has duly made a nomination or appoint- 
ment for it; and in the absence of any statute which obliges 
him to make successive appointments or nominations for it, 
until the Board shall confirm one, Iam of the opinion that, 
if it is his duty —upon general considerations — to make 
a further nomination within a reasonable time after the re- 
jection by the Board of the one previously made, the Mayor 
has the right to again nominate or appoint the person for said 
office whom the Board on such previous nomination had failed 
to confirm.

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COMMITTEE ON JOINT RULES, 


WITH AN ORDER CHANGING THE NAMES OF 
JOINT COMMITTEES. 


In Common Councit, May 8, 1890. 


The Committee on Joint Rules, who were authorized by an 
order of the City Council to change the names of joint com- 
mittees so as to adapt them to the Revised Ordinances of 
1890, respectfully recommend the passage of the accompany- 
ing order, amending Rule 1 in such manner as will be 
required to effect the changes proposed. 

In addition, the committee recommend that the references 
in Rule 2 to the Revised Ordinances of 1885 be changed 
so as to refer to the Revised Ordinances of 1890, and submit 
an order herewith amending the rule accordingly.

Ordered, That Rule 1 of the Joint Rules and Orders of 
the City Council be hereby amended, to read as follows, 
namely :— 
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Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectively examine as often as they 
deem necessary the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. ‘To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and apph- 
cations for appropriations of the respective departments, 
and said committees shall, from time to time, report on all 
matters which may be referred to them, namely : — 


1. A committee on Architect Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

2. A committee on Assessing Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

3. A committee on Auditing Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

+4. A committee on Sridge Depariment, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

5. A committee on the Department of Public Buildings, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of: the com- 
mon council. 

6. A committee on Oemeteries, to consist of three alder- 
men and five members of the common council. 

7. A committee on the Coty Clerk Department, to con- 
sist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

8. A committee on the Collecting Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

9. A committee on the Department of Public Grounds, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of the common 
council. 

10. A committee on the Hngineering Department, to 
consist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

11. A committee on the Kerry Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

12. A committee on the Fire Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

13. A committee on Harbor, to consist of two aldermen 
and three members of the common council.

common council.

18. - A committee on the Lamp Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

19. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of two 
aldermen and three members of the common council. 

20. A committee on the Law Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 
(The committee on ordinances provided in Rule 2.) 

21. A committee on the Library Department, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

22. A committee on the Market Department, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

23. A committee on the Department for the Relief of the 
Poor, to consist of two aldermen and three members of the 
common council. 

24. A committee on the Park Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

25. A committee on the Street Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

26. A committee on the Police Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

27. A committee on the Printing Department, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

28. A committee on the Legistry Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

29. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

30. A committee on the Sewer Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

31. A committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of the com- 
mon council. 

32. A committee on the Surveying Department, to con- 
sist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

33. A committee on the Treasury Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

34. A committee on Water, to consist of three aldermen 
and five members of the common council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the joint standing committee on 
Finance. 
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Ordered, That Rule 2 of the Joint Rules and Orders of 
the City Council be amended to read as follows, namely : — 

Rue 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in like 
manner, the following joint standing committees to perform 
the duties assigned them : — 

1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of seven 
aldermen and seven councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared by the auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. 

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on the Contingent Expenses of the city 
council, to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. They shall ex- 
amine all bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable to 
such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of 
their chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or 
before the twentieth day of each month, to be paid in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Revised Ordinances of 1890. 

They shall report in print to the city council, on the first 
of every month, the auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
and the clerk of committees’ department and the city 
messenger’s department. 

4. A committee on Finance, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all applica- 
tions for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer of 
any part of an appropriation named in the general appropria- 
tion order, or from the reserved fund. 

5. A committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two aldermen and three councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
aldermen and three councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
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ordered, appear before committees of the general court and 
represent the interests of the city ; provided said committee 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 
It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city 
of Boston or any department thereof. Such printed report 
shall be made at the next meeting of either branch after such 
application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said com- 
mittee. 

7. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all ordi- 
nances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed, they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

They shall also constitute the standing committee on the 
Law Department provided in Rule 1. 

8. A committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city 
council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and, unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the city council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as superintendent of printing under the provisions 
of chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 1890. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the superintendent of printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution 
of the same by the city. messenger. 

They shall constitute the standing committee on the Print- 
ing Department, provided in Rule it 

9. A committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 
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Be it ordered by the Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Boston, as follows: — 


CHAPTER 1. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. This regulation shall be known as _ the 
Revised Regulations of 1890, and shall remain in force 
from year to year until amended or repealed. So far as 
the provisions thereof are the same in effect as those of 
previously existing regulations, they shall be construed as 
continuations of those regulations, but, subject to the said 
limitation all regulations of the board of aldermen, which 
have hitherto been in force, whether known as regulations 
or standing regulations, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 2. This regulation shall not have the effect of 
reviving any regulation heretofore repealed or superseded, 
nor shall it affect any act done, any right accrued, any 
penalty incurred, any suit, prosecution, or proceeding, 
pending, or the tenure of office of any person holding office, 
at the time when it takes effect. 

Sect. 3. The words “street” and “streets,” when used 
in this or any other regulation of the board of aldermen shall 
be construed as including all public ways, alleys, lanes, 
courts, and sidewalks; also those parts of all public squares 
and public places which form travelled parts of highways ; 
the word “ordinances” as meaning the ordinances of the 
city of Boston, and regulations of the board of aldermen 
of the city of Boston, unless such construction would be 
inconsistent with the manifest intent of the regulation. 

Secor. 4. All regulations of the board of aldermen shall, 
except when otherwise ordered, be published three weeks 
successively in two daily newspapers published in the 
city. 
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CHAPTER 2. 


OF CERTAIN COMPENSATIONS AND COUNTY MATTERS. 


Section 1. The yearly salary of the auditor of the county 
of Suffolk shall be eight hundred dollars, the same to be in 
full for the services of the said auditor, and for all clerical 
assistance. 

Srcr. 2. The yearly salaries of the officers connected with 
the county jail shall, until otherwise ordered, be as follows: 
The chief officer, seventeen hundred dollars; the steward and 
first inside officer, each not exceeding twelve hundred and 
fifty dollars; the second and third inside officers, each not 
exceeding eleven hundred dollars; the other regularly em- 
ployed officers, each not exceeding one thousand dollars ; the 
watchmen and other necessary assistants, each not exceeding 
two dollars a day. 

Sect. 38. The superintendent of public buildings shall, 
from time to time, appoint the necessary janitors and assist- 
ants, and provide the necessary supplies and materials, for 
the county court house. 

Sect. 4. There shall be one inspector of milk and vine- 
gar, whose yearly salary shall be three thousand dollars. 

Sect. 5. The measurer of grain and his deputies may 
charge and receive as fees for measuring wheat, corn, and 
other grains, three quarters of a cent a bushel, to be paid 
to the measurer by the owner or vendor, which shall be in 
full for all services for such measuring. 

Sect. 6. The inspectors of petroleum and its products 
may charge and receive as fees, for every inspection of a 
sample of oil, or for a lot of ten barrels or less, fifty cents ; 
for every lot of more than fifty barrels five cents for each 
barrel inspected after it has been placed in position and the 
bung removed, to be paid to the inspector by the owner or 
vendor. 

Sect. 7. The measurers of wood and bark may charge 
and receive as fees for the measurement of wood and bark 
brought into the city by land or water for sale, at the rate of 
ten cents a cord, to be paid to the measurer by the owner or 
vendor. 

Sect. 8. The surveyors of marble, sodpstone, and free- 
stone, may charge and receive as fees for surveying said 
materials one and one-half cents for each cubic foot, and 
three-fourths of a cent for each square foot surveyed, and 
such fees shall be paid to the surveyor by the owner or 
vendor of the material surveyed. 
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CHAPTER 3. 
OF THE USE OF STREETS FOR CERTAIN PURPOSES. 


Section 1. The superintendent of streets may issue per- 
mits for opening, occupying, obstructing, and using, portions 
of the public streets in the manner, and on the terms, speci- 
fications, and conditions, and for the purposes prescribed in 
the ordinances of the city relating to the street department, 
subject however to revocation by the board of aldermen, and 
to any regulation, control, and restriction, that may hereafter 
be adopted by said board. 

Sreot. 2. Any excavation under a sidewalk, whether con- 
structed under a permit or not, shall, after one week’s notice 
to that effect given by the board of aldermen, be closed and 
filled up by the owner of the premises abutting on such side- 
walk, and, if not so closed and filled up within ten days after 
such notice, shall be closed and filled up by the superintendent 
of streets at the expense of such owner. 

Sect. 3. Every person who desires to move a building 
through a street, shall make application in writing to the 
superintendent of streets for a permit therefor, which appli- 
cation shall describe the locations from and to which, and the 
route over which, the building is to be moved, the length, 
width, and height of the building, and the principal material 
of its exterior and roof; and shall be accompanied by the 
written consent of all railroad corporations whose tracks are 
to be encumbered by the moving of the building, and the 
written consent of the inspector of buildings to the placing 
of the building on the lot proposed. 
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CHAPTER 4. 
OF FANEUIL HALL. 


Section 1. When the use of Faneuil Hall is granted to 
any person or persons, the superintendent of said hall shall 
be paid in advance for opening and closing the hall, in the 
daytime a fee of ten dollars, and in the evening a fee of 
fifteen dollars, the said fees to include the expense of any 
necessary lighting and warming of said hall; but the ex- 
pense of any police officers who may be required, shall be 
defrayed by the applicants. 

Sect. 2. No decorations shall be put up in said hall with- 
out a special order from the board of aldermen, and when 
they are put up in accordance with such an order, no nails 
or screws shall be driven into the building. 

Secr. 38. The persons upon whose application the use of 
the hall is granted shall be answerable, jointly and severally, 
for all damage done to the hall at or in connection with the 
meeting for which such use is granted. 
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CHAPTER 5. 


¢ 


OF THE SURVEY AND MEASUREMENT OF CERTAIN MATERIALS. 


SecTION 1. There shall be appointed annually by the 
mayor, subject to confirmation by the board of aldermen, 
one or more surveyors of marble, soapstone, and freestone, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the duties of 
their office. 

Sect. 2. Said surveyors shall survey and measure all 
said material that is imported or brought into the city and 
offered for sale; ascertain the number of cubic feet in each 
block and the number of square feet in each slab thereof ; and 
legibly mark such number thereon with the initials of the 
officer making the survey. 

Sect. 38. Said surveyors shall give to the owner or ven- 
dor of any such material surveyed, a certificate specifying the 
name of such owner or vendor, the name of the place from 
which the material surveyed was imported or brought, the 
number of cubic feet in each block and the number of 
square feet in each slab surveyed, the amount of fees 
received, and the date of the survey. 
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CHAPTER 6. 


OF PUBLIC AMUSEMENTS. 


SEcTION 1. Licenses for public amusements and exhibi- 
tions, granted by the board of aldermen, shall be subject to 
the terms, regulations and conditions contained in the fol- 
lowing sections, and to such other regulations and condi- 
tions as said board may, from time to time, adopt; and any 
violation thereof will be deemed sufficient cause for the 
revocation of such license. During vacation, or between 
the sessions of the board, the committee on licenses, or their 
chairman, may grant such licenses, and the city clerk shall 
make a record thereof; which licenses, when recorded, shail 
have the full authority of, and be subject to, the terms and 
conditions of a regular license. All] licenses for a theatrical 
season shall expire on the first day of August next after the 
date of the license. 

Secor. 2. The following fees shall be charged for licenses 
for theatrical exhibitions, public shows, public amusements, 
and exhibitions of every description to which admission is 
obtained upon payment of money, or the delivery of any 
valuable thing, or by any ticket or voucher obtained for 
money or any valuable thing, viz. : — 

For a license covering one performance or exhibition, the 
fee shall be one dollar; for a license covering performances 
or exhibitions for a term not exceeding six days, the fee 
shall be two dollars; for a license covering performances or 
exhibitions for a term exceeding six days and not exceeding 
twelve days, the fee shall be three dollars; for a license 
covering a period of more than fourteen days and not exceed- 
ing one “theatrical season, the fee shall be five dollars; pro- 
vided, however, that for a license for any circus the fee shall 
be one hundred dollars; and for a license for any athletic 


entertainment, the fee shall be ten dollars; the fees to be- 


paid to the city clerk on the delivery of the license. 

Sect. 3. No license shall be issued fora theatrical season, 
until the licensee delivers to the city clerk, for each member 
of the board of aldermen, a season ticket of admission to his 
place of amusement, and every licensee for a place of public 
amusement shall at all times permit to enter and inspect the 
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place where the amusement is held, the members of the board 
of aldermen, the corporation counsel, the city solicitor, the 
board of police, the superintendent, deputy superintendent, 
chief inspector and inspectors of police, the fire commission- 
ers, the chief engineer of the fire department and the assist- 
ant engineer having charge of the district in which the place 
of amusement is situated, upon the exhibition of a badge of 
office. 

Sect. 4. There shall be one or more automatic skylights 
over the stage of every theatre. 

Seot. 5. All exits of every place of public amusement 
shall be marked with the word “Exit” in large letters 
over the same, and shall be so constructed as to be easily 
opened by the audience in case of fire. 

Sect. 6. Every theatre shall be so piped that the gas can 
be shut off separately from the stage, auditorium, and lob- 
bies, without interfering one with the other. 

Secr. 7. There shall be such automatic sprinklers, or 
other equivalent devices, in every theatre, as in the opinion 
of the committee on licenses may be needed. 

Seot. 8. There shall be in every place of public amuse- 
ment such amount of stand-pipes and hose, and number of 
water-pails, axes, and chemical extinguishers, as the fire 
commissioners from time to time determine to be necessary. 

Sect. 9. No portable seats shall be placed in the aisles 
or passage-ways of any place of public amusement. 

Sect. 10. The board of fire commissioners may detail one 
or more permanent members of the fire department at each 
and every place of amusement while such place is open to the 
public, whose duty it shall be to guard against fire, and have 
charge and control of the means provided for its extinguish- 
ment, and shall, at the time of any fire in such place take and 
have the control and direction of the employees of the place 
to which they may be detailed, for the purpose of extinguish- 
ing any fire which may occur therein. No persons shall be 
employed in places of amusement to act as firemen except 
members of the regular fire department, or men specially 
approved by the board of fire commissioners. 

Sect. 11. There shall be a member of the regular police 
force, detailed for the purpose by the board of police, 
stationed in every place of amusement during all perform- 
ances, whenever the committee on licenses may so require ; 
the amount to be paid for his services to be fixed and 
collected by the board of police. 

Secr. 12. No other persons shall be employed for the 
preservation of order in any theatre except members of the 
regular police force or special police officers appointed there- 
or by the board of police. 
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CHAPTER 7. 
PROHIBITIONS AND PENALTIES. 


Use of Streets by Vehicles. 


Srcotion 1. No person having charge of a hackney car- 
riage shall stop his carriage in a street abreast of another 
carriage, nor so as to obstruct a street or any sidewalk or 
crossing of a street, nor shall such person snap a whip while 
his horse or beast is stopping in the street. 

Srot. 2. No owner or driver of an omnibus shall drive 
it, or permit it to be driven, on any route other than that 
designated therefor by the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 8. No person having charge of an omnibus shall 
stop it on any part of its route, unless to take or leave a pas- 
senger, and then only for such time as is sufficient to en- 
able the passenger to take his or her seat or to leave the 
omnibus. 

Sect. 4. No person having charge of a truck, cart, 
wagon, sled, or dray, shall drive the animals attached 
thereto at other than a moderate foot-pace, and shall not at 
any time cease from holding the reins in his hands to guide 
and restrain such animals, or from walking by the head of 
the shaft or wheel animal, either holding or keeping within 
reach of the bridle or halter thereof. 

Sect. 5. No person shall use any truck or dray the 
length whereof, from the end of the shaft to the extreme end 
of the side, shall be greater than twenty-four feet and six 
inches. 

Sect. 6. No person shall carry, or cause to be carried, 
on any vehicle, a load the weight whereof exceeds three tons, 
unless such load consists of an article which cannot be 
divided. 

Sect. 7. No person shall, unless occupying a stand by 
license from the board of aldermen or board of police, bait 
or feed in a street any animal; and no person having such 
license shall bait or feed any animal except in the place 
designated in the license; nor unless. the animal, while being 
baited or fed, is under the care of some suitable person, and 
is properly secured to prevent it from getting beyond such 
person’s control. | 
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Sect. 8. No person having the charge of any vehicle 
shall allow the same, without an animal harnessed thereto, 
to remain in a street during the night, or on a Sunday. 

Sect. 9. No person having the charge of a vehicle, 
with an animal attached thereto, shall allow such animal 
to come within ten feet of another vehicle in front of him, 
at any crossing of a public street, nor shall he neglect or 
refuse to stop his animal, when requested so to do by a 
police officer, for the purpose of allowing persons on foot to 
cross a street in safety. 

Sect. 10. No person shall drive, or have the care of, 
more than one vehicle in any public street. 

Secr. 11. No person having the charge of any horse or 
beast of burden shall drive, or allow it or any vehicle to 
which it may be attached to be driven, on any sidewalk or 
against or afoul of any person, vehicle, or thing whatsoever. 

Sect. 12. No person having the charge of an animal at- 
tached to a vehicle shall drive, or allow it to be driven, 
around the corner of a street at a gait faster than a walk. 

Sect. 138. No person shall ride upon the steps of an 
omnibus, or other vehicle, without the permission of the 
person in charge thereof. 

Srcr. 14. No person having the charge of a vehicle with 
an animal attached thereto shall drive, or allow it to be 
driven, over a drawbridge, with the animal attached thereto, 
travelling at a gait faster than a walk. 

Srcr. 15. No person shall drive, wheel, or draw upon a 
sidewalk or footpath any vehicle of burden or pleasure, ex- 
cept a children’s carriage containing children only, and drawn 
but by hand. 

Sect. 16. No person having the charge of a vehicle shall 
suffer the same to stop in a street for more than five minutes, 
without some proper person to take care of the same, nor 
for more than twenty minutes in any case; but no person 
shall be deemed to have violated this provision if he shall 
satisfy the court that he was a physician visiting the sick, or 
a market or provision man standing for the purpose of selling 
provisions, until eleven o’clock in the forenoon, at places in 
the city designated therefor. 

Sect. 17. No person shall drive an animal attached to a 
vehicle in any street during any time that snow or ice is upon 
or covers the street, unless there are three or more bells 
attached to the animal, or to some part of the harness 
thereof. 

Srcr. 18. No person in charge of a vehicle shall place 
the same in a street so as to prevent the passing of other 
vehicles, unless it is for a reasonable time, not exceeding six 
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minutes, for the loading or unloading of coal, brick, or stone, 
or of heavy articles the weight of which in any one parcel or 
package is not less than six hundred pounds. 

Srot. 19. No person with, or having the care of, any 
cart, barrow, hand-cart, wagon, or other vehicle, shall stop 
or stand, for the purpose of hawking, peddling, or selling 
any | goods, wares, or merchandise, fruit or other articles, 
between the hours of eight o’clock A.M. and _half-past 
six o'clock P.M., in, or occupy any part of, any of the 
following streets, ways, and squares, namely: Haymarket 
square, Sudbury street, Court street from Sudbury street 
to Scollay square, Scollay square, Tremont street from 
Scollay square to Eliot street, Eliot street from Tremont 
street to Washington street, Washington street from Eliot 
street to Franklin street, Franklin street from Washington 
street to Devonshire street, Devonshire street from Frank- 
lin street to Milk street, Milk street from Devonshire street to 
Pearl street, Post Office square, Water street from Congress 
street to Devonshire street, Devonshire street from Water 
street to Washington street, and Washington street from 
Adams square to Haymarket square, or any of the streets, 
ways, or squares included within the territory bounded as 
above described. 

Sect. 20. No person in charge of a vehicle with an 
animal attached thereto shall, when stopping in a. street, 
place the same otherwise than lengthwise with the street, 
close to the sidewalk and in one line or range of vehicles, on 
one side, where the street is thirty feet or less in width, or on 
either side where the street is more than thirty feet in width ; 
and no person shall refuse to place his vehicle as directed by 
a police officer. 


Street- Railways. 


Secr. 21. The rate of speed allowed to street-railway 
cars shall be as follows, viz., north of Charles and Pleasant 
streets and Broadway extension and the east side of Fort 
Point channel and including said streets, seven miles an 
hour; south or west of the above streets and north or east 
of Chester park and Swett street and including said streets 
and Beacon street, from. West Chester park to the Boston 
& Albany railroad bridge on said street, ten miles an hour ; 
and outside said limits, twelve miles an hour; but no such 
car, In turning a corner, shall go faster than four miles an 
hour. 

Sect. 22. No person having the control of the speed of 
a street-railway car shall, except in case of accident or to pre- 
vent injury to persons or property, allow such car, or any 
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animal drawing the same, to go within ten feet of a car or 
other vehicle in front of his car. 

Secor. 23. No person having the control of the speed of 
a street-railway car shall allow it to go against or afoul of 
any person, vehicle, or thing whatsoever; and every such 
person shall, when thereto directed by a police officer, stop 
such car at any place in a street for the purpose of allowing 
persons on foot to cross the street in safety. 

Sect. 24. The driver or conductor of a street-railway car 
shall give notice or warning to vehicles which obstruct the 
tracks in front of the car of which he has the care or ordering, 
by striking the bell attached to his car several times in quick 
succession, and no person having the care or ordering of a 
vehicle shall, after such notice or warning, continue to “delay 
or hinder the passage of the car. 

Seot. 25. The conductors, drivers, and other persons hav- 
ing the care or ordering of street-railway cars, shall keep a 
vigilant watch for all teams, carriages, and persons on foot, 
especially children, either on the track or moving in the 
direction of the track ; and on the first appearance of danger 
to such teams, carriages, or persons, or of any other obstruc- 
tion, the car shall be stopped in the shortest time and space 
possible. 

Sect. 26. No person having the control of the speed of 
a street-railway car shall stop any such car on a cross-walk, 
or in front of an intersecting street, except to avoid collisions 
or to prevent danger to persons in the street. 

Sect. 27. The several street-railway corporations shall 
not, for the purpose of melting the snow on their tracks or 
rails, sprinkle any salt or other article of a decomposing 
nature thereon, or cause or allow such sprinkling to be done 
by any of their agents; nor shall they for such purpose wash 
their tracks or rails, or cause them to be washed by any of 
their agents, with brine or pickle, except by permission of 
the board of aldermen. 


Moving Buildings and Bulky Machinery, etc. 


Sect. 28. No person shall move any bulky machinery, 
cars, or other merchandise, through a street, except in ac- 
cordance with a permit from the superintendent of streets. 

Sect. 29. No person shall place cr move any building 
in or through any street, except in accordance with a permit 
from the superintendent of streets. 

Sect. 30. No person shall, to facilitate the moving of a 
building, remove any shade tree, or any branch thereof, ex- 
cept in accordance with an order of the board of aldermen ; 
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nor cut any fire-alarm telegraph wire, except in accordance 
with a written permit from the board of fire commissioners ; 
nor remove any street lamp or lamp-post, except in accord- 
ance with a written permit from the superintendent of lamps. 


Penalties for Violations. 


Sect. 31. Whoever violates any provision of this chap- 
ter shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offence. 


The foregoing —egulation for Consolidating the Regula- 
tions of the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston was 
duly passed by said Board on April 28, 1890, and was 
presented to the Mayor on April 29, 1890, and was not 
returned by him within ten days after it was so presented, 
and said Regulation thereby took effect and has the force 
of law.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 49 OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1890. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston as follows : — 


SrcTion 1. Chapter 49 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1890 is hereby amended by inserting between sections 36 
and 37 the following section : — 

“Srctron 37. No person shall place, or drop, and suffer 
to remain in any street, any gravel, sand, or other material, 
or any noxious, offensive, or refuse matter or substance.”

To the Honorable City Council : — 

The undersigned respectfully submits the following report 
of the births, marriages, and deaths in the city of Boston 
during the year 1889 :— 


BrrtTus In 1889. 


The number of children born and registered in Boston 
during the year 1889 was 12,787, a gain of 174 over the 
number recorded in the preceding year. This shows an in- 
crease of 1.38 per cent., nearly equal to the yearly increase 
of the population during the last five years. There was one 
living child born to each 32.45 of the population, estimated 
at 415,000. Including the still-born children (608), the 
ratio of births to the population would be 1 to 30.98. ‘The 
sexes were 6,672 males, and 6,115 females. The birth-rate 
in the State at large in 1888 was 1 to 37.24 of the egies 
of that year. 

The following table exhibits very clearly the char: tice of 
the materials which make up the population of our city, 
although they are as markedly discerned elsewhere : — 
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Only 5,044 of the fathers of the children born in Boston 
in 1889 —including half of those whose nativity was un- 
known — were born in the United States, and made only 
39.44 per cent. of all the fathers. The number of instances 
in which both parents were native born was 3,396, or 26.56 
per cent., a little more than one-fourth of the whole number. 
The children of unmixed Irish parentage made 19.18 per 
cent. ; those of unmixed British, Scotch, and Canadian birth, 
9.60 per cent. ; those of German, Swedish, Norwegian, and 
Danish nativity, 4 per cent.; the number of children of 
Italian parentage was 450, or 3.52 per cent.; and those of 
Russian and Polish origin number 428, making 3.34 per 
cent. Compared with the preceding year, there was a de- 
crease of 11 births of children of native parentage ; an in- 
crease of 103 of those of Irish parents; 3 of English; 20 of 
Scotch; 93 of Canadian; 21 of German, etc. ; 40 of Italian ; 
and 85 of Russian and Polish. 


COLORED BIrtTus. 


The number of colored children born during the year was 
220, 7 less than were registered in the preceding year. The 
colored female children outnumbered the male by 14, there 
being 117 of the former to 103 of the latter. In case of the 
white children, the males exceeded the females by 571. The 
ratio of colored births to the colored population was 1 to 
27.72; that of the white births to the white population 1 to 
32.54. 


Twin Brirrus. 


There were 113 plural births, one being a case of trip- 
lets, the latter of Irish parentage. In two instances the 
parents were colored. The ratio of plural to single births 
was 1 to 113.16 of the whole number. 41.59 per cent. of the 
fathers and 34.51 per cent. of the mothers were of native 
birth ; and 27.43 per cent. of the fathers and 21.24 of the 
mothers were born in Ireland. 


ILLEGITIMATE BIRTHS. 


By referring to Table I. it will be seen that the fathers of 
869 children are stated to be of unknown nativity. This 
number makes 6.79 per cent. of all the children, and 
probably indicates the illegitimates. If this supposition 1s 
correct, it follows that for every 14.70 births, there was one 
child born out of wedlock. ‘This number does not include 
the still-born children of unknown parentage, of which there 


is 
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were a considerable number. In 1888 there were 890 births 
of this character. 


STILL—BIRTHS. 


The number of children born dead in 1889 was 608, — 
343 being males, and 265 females, —an increase of 37 over 
the number registered in the preceding year. In 20 in- 
stances the children were colored. The ratio of white still- 
born children to the whites born alive was 1 to each 21.37; 
the ratio of the colored children was 1 toll. 48.58 per 
cent. of the whole number were of native-born mothers, and 
23.68 per cent. of Irish mothers.

The largest number of marriages that occurred in any 
quarter took place in the third, and the smallest number in 
the second quarter, the difference being 415. The daily 
average number of births in each month is seen in the follow- 
ing statement: In January, the daily average number was 
36.83 ; in February, it was 36.46 ; in March, it was 34.19; in 
April, 33.77; in May, 30.51 ; in June, 33.80; in July, 37.29 ; 
in August, 36.39; in September, 36.80; in October, 34.55 ; 
in November, 35.76; in December, 34.16. The daily 
average for the year was 35.03. 

The subjoined table exhibits the number of births in each 
ward, and in the several hospitals and asylums : —

The deaths in wards 10 and 12 outnumber the births in 
those localities by 75.70 per cent. of the population of ward 
10, and 61 per cent. of the population of ward 12 was native- 
born. Inthe two wards of East Boston there were 308 more 
births than deaths. In those two wards the foreign-born 
population constitute 50.19 per cent. of the whole, a little 
over one-half. In the three Charlestown wards, the births 
exceeded the deaths by 296. Inthose three wards the native 
population forms 58.16 per cent. of the whole. In wards 6, 
7, and 8 the births outnumbered the deaths by 477, 322, 
and 172, respectively. The births in wards 13, 14, and 15 
(South Boston) exceeded the deaths in those places by 603, 
making 15.32 per cent. of the total gain. In wards 19 to 
24, inclusive, the aggregate number of births outnumbered 
the deaths in the same places by 1,424. 


MARRIAGES IN 1889. 


The number of marriages registered in Boston in 1889 
was 5,774, an increase of 257 (4. 66 per cent.) over the num- 
ber recorded in the preceding year. In 591 instances the 
marriages were solemnized in other towns of the Common- 
wealth. 

The number of intentions of marriage recorded was 5,862, 
only 88 more than the marriages registered. There was an 
increase of 117 intentions, compared with the preceding 
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year. The number of intentions of marriage entered in 
each quarter, together with the number of marriages regis- 
tered during the same periods, are shown in the following

The daily average number of marriages during the year 
was 15.82. The average in the first quarter was 13.73; in 
the second, 16.23; in the third, 14.79; and in the fourth, 
18.48. There was one marriage to each 35.94 of the entire 
population, estimated at 415,000.

The number of grooms of native birth was 3,022, making 


52.34 per cent. of the whole number. The number of native 
brides was 3,113, making 53.93 per cent. of all the brides. 
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The total number of instances in which both parties were of 
native birth was 2,256, or 39.07 per cent. of all the 
marriages. 

The grooms of Irish birth made 16.47 per cent. of all the 
rooms, and the brides of the same nativity 18.32 per cent. 
of all the brides. The number of marriages in which both 
groom and bride were born in Ireland was 733, making 
12.69 per cent of all the marriages. The grooms of English, 
Scotch, and Canadian birth unitedly make 18.79 per cent. of 
all the grooms. These last embrace in the enumeration 
French-Canadian grooms; but the number of these is very 

small, and make but very slight difference in the result.

The number of grooms under 21 years of age was 103, an 
increase of 12 over the number married in 1888. There 
were 89 brides under age, the precise number that were 
married in the preceding year. In 13 marriages both parties 
were under age, — that is, the grooms were under 21], and 
the brides under 18. 

The foregoing table shows the predilections of some of the 
candidates for matrimony. Four grooms under 21 years of 
age married brides who were between 25 and 30 years. Six 
other grooms, between 25 and 30, married brides who were 
nearing their 50th year; while another, under 50, married a 
bride on the shady side of 60. Of the 1,398 grooms 
between 30 and 40, 5 married brides who were under 18% © 


and two others, between 40 and 50, married brides of that 
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age. There were 48 grooms who had _ passed their 
60th year, and 5 who had been septuagenarians for some 
time. Two of the former number, and two of the latter, 
were united to brides who were on the sunny side of 25. 
Another groom of 40 was united to a bride who had passed 
beyond threescore years and ten. And lastly, there was a 
groom between 60 and 70 who married a bride who was : 
considerable number of years his senior.

The first marriages of the grooms made 85.79 per cent. of 
all the marriages, and the first marriages of the brides, 90.11 
per cent. One bride, who had been three times widowed, 
became the wife of a bachelor; while a groom, who had been 
similarly bereaved, was united to a bride who had _ been 
widowed only once. 


MARRIAGES OF COLORED PEOPLE. 


The number of marriages where both parties were colored 
was 122, a decrease of 32 from the number registered in the 
preceding year. There were, also, 43 instances in which the 
grooms were colored and the brides white. It will thus be 
seen that there was one colored person married in each 21.25 
of the colored population, estimated at 6,100; while the ratio 
among the whites was one to 36.31 of the white population. 


Tue Morratity or 1889. 


The number of deaths that occurred in Boston in 1889 was 
10,258, exhibiting an increase of 58 deaths over the number 
registered in the preceding year. ‘The death-rate was 24.71 
deaths in each 1,000 of the population. Excluding the 
deaths from casualties, etc. (421 in number), the death-rate 
was 23.70 from disease alone. 
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The number of colored decedents was 254, —136 males 
and 118 females, — a decrease of 27 deaths from the number 
that died in 1888, — making the death-rate of this class to be 
41.63. The contrast between the two races is shown in the 
following statement : —

The average age of the colored male decedents was 19 
years, 9 months, and 8 days; that of the female, 23 years, 
8 months, and 13 days.

There was an increase of 297 deaths in Wards 6, 8, 10, 
11, 13, 14, 15, 17, 19, and 22, —193 of which occurred in 
South Boston. There was an aggregate decrease of 310 
deaths in the other fifteen wards. There was an increase 
of 71 deaths in the several hospitals and public institutions. 
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The whole number of decedents under 20 years of age was 
4,453, making 43.41 per cent. of all who died during the 
year. Of this number, 53.17 per cent. were under 1 year 
old, and 81.98 per cent. were under 5 years. The number 
of male decedents under 20 years of age exceeded that of 


the females by 289. 
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The decedents enumerated in the foregoing table make 
56.59 per cent. of all who died. Those born in the United 
States made 25.12 per cent., and those of Irish birth 20.24 
per cent., of the total number of decedents. The native- 
born males exceeded the native females by 57; on the other 
hand, the females of Irish birth exceeded the Irish males by 
153. In each of the nine periods into which the above table 
is divided, with the exception of the three between 70 and 
100, the native males outnumbered the native females. On 
the other hand, in each of the same divisions, with the ex- 
ception of that between 40 and 50, the females of Irish birth 
exceeded in number the males of the same nativity. 

There were 1,091 decedents over 70 years of age, — 461 
males and 630 females, — making 10.63 per cent. of all who 
died. Of the total number, 12 males and 32 females 
were between 90 and 100; 2 males and 3 females were over 
100. The five last mentioned were born in Ireland.

The total number of male decedents over 20 years of age 
was 2,874, of whom 68.44 per cent. had been married. Of 
these 1,606 were married, and 361 were widowed. The 
total number of female decedents over 20 years of age was 
2,931. Of these 2,285 (77.96 per cent. of the whole num- 
ber) had been married. The married males exceeded the 
married females in number by 305; while the widows ex- 
ceeded the widowers by 623.

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Apoplecy and Paralysis. — There were 293 deaths re- 
ported from the first of these kindred causes, and 117 from 
the second; making a little over 3.99 per cent. of all the 
deaths. There was an increase of 21 deaths from these 
causes over the number reported in 1888. 

Bronchitis and Broncho-pneumonia. — The number of 
deaths from causes thus designated was 574 (an increase of 
58), making 5.59 per cent. of the mortality from all causes. 
Including the deaths from pneumonia (799 in number) and 
other affections of the respiratory organs (excepting the 
deaths from consumption), the mortality from this class of 
diseases make 14.68 per cent. of the whole. 

Cancer. —'There were 339 deaths from this cause, an 
increase of 32 over the number registered in the preceding 
year, making 3.30 per cent. of all the deaths. The loca- 
tions of the disease in all but 46 instances are given in the 
subjoined table : —

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Cholera Infantum.— There were 473 deaths reported from 
this cause, 13 less than were registered in 1888 ; making 4.61 
per cent. of the mortality from all causes.

The aggregate number of deaths from these 
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hemoptysis, making 14.40 per cent. of the total mortality. 
The ratio of deaths from consumption to the mortality from 
all other causes was 1 to 6.66. The decedents of native birth 
made 44.73 per cent. of those dying from this cause; those 
born in Ireland, 32.57 per cent. ; and those born in Great 
Britain and her American dependencies, 15.79 per cent. 

Croup and Diphtheria. — The number of deaths from these 
causes was 681, — an increase of 90, making 6.63 per cent. 
of all the deaths. 

There were 182 deaths from Typhoid Fever, 7 more than 
occurred in the preceding year; and 22 from Scarlet Fever, 
48 less than were recorded in 1888. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the heart was 720, 
—an increase of 69, — making 7 per cent. of all the deaths. 

There were 54 deaths from causes incident to childbirth, 
4 less than were registered in the preceding year. 

- ‘Two deaths occurred from Small-pox in November, a male 
and a female. 

There were only 38 deaths reported from unknown causes. 


It was recently stated on a public occasion that the “ birth- 
rate of Boston was unreliable.” The meaning of this state- 
ment is not very clear. There are two methods of obtaining 
birth statistics for registration. The first by returns from 
physicians and midwives, and the other by the aid of can- ' 
vassers, who make house-to-house visitations. The latter is 
the only one that possesses any value or efficiency, and is the 
one that has been employed in Boston for the last forty years. 
The fact itself, that there were registered in Boston 
in 1889, in a population of 415,000, 12,787 births, is a 
convincing proof to any one who is at all familiar with vital 
statistics, that the canvass in that year was a thorough one, 
and it may be affirmed without any fear of intelligent con- 
tradiction, that the birth-rate of Boston, as given in this 
report, is perfectly reliable. 

The other method of obtaining birth statistics for registra- 
tion, namely, by returns of physicians and midwives, is that 
employed in New York and most other cities in the United 
States. Concerning the efficiency of that method, it may 
not be improper to quote here an extract from a report of the 
New York Board of Health : — 


The Board has not yet attempted to bring the uncertified records, 
which can only be obtained by house-to-house inquiry. But it should be 
publicly known that such inquiry ts an indispensable means for obtain- 
ing this large amount of information that is required by the public regis- 
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ters concerning the natural increase of population. The social, economi- 
cal, and moral interests of society demand that this branch of the vital 
registration shall be rendered complete, year by year, by one or two 
thorough canvasses of the families of the city. ‘he facts upon this sub- 
ject were fully set forth in last year’s report. Boston and Providence, the 
only two cities in America that have really complete registration of births, 
have demonstrated in a business-like way how practicable it is to make 
these house-to-house inquiries. 


Dr. Elisha Harris, now deceased, the writer of the forego- 
ing, and one of the ablest vital statisticians in the United 
States, was familiar with the method of receiving and 
recording births in Boston, and on more than one occasion 
spoke in commendation of the results that followed. As 
Dr. Harris was perfectly acquainted with both methods of 
securing birth returns, it is safe to say that he was as com- 
petent to pronounce on the “reliability ” of the: Boston birth- 
rate as one who was obviously ignorant of both.

To His Honor Tuomas N. Harr, Mayor :— 


Str, — The Fire Commissioners herewith submit their 
Seventeenth Annual Report, containing a statement of the 
fires and their causes, the condition of the department, and 
expenditures for the year ending April 30, 1890. While the 
Revised Ordinances provide that henceforth these reports 
shall be made in January, the Commissioners have deemed 
it proper to once more follow the custom and requirements of 
the past, and present another record of the department year, 
especially as it has been marked by events of more than 
usual interest and significance. The special report, recently 
made at your Honor’s request, covers considerable that 
would otherwise appear in this. 


Tue Fire Recorp. 


The operations of the year must be classed under the heads 
of ordinary and extraordinary. The former classification 
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includes the fires that come within the general average. In 
the latter belongs the conflagration of November 28, which 
has made a conspicuous chapter in the year’s history. That 
event, deplorable as it was in the loss and fatality which it 
involved, demonstrated certain things by which the city 
ought to profit. The Commissioners have endeavored to take 
and use their part of the lesson, and they have received the 
prompt coéperation of your Honor and the City Council in 
putting many of their recommendations into force. While 
some of the smaller losses of the year still await more accu- 
rate adjustment, the total fire waste of this city amounts to 
about $4,750,000. The loss on buildings and contents by 
the Thanksgiving-day fire was $3,841,588, leaving about 
$908,612 to be accounted for by other alarms. During the 
year there have been 963 alarms, 23 second alarms, seven 
third alarms, one general alarm, and one call for outside 
assistance. Setting aside the great fire of the year, which 
stands apart from all others, and has been considered and 
treated as a special event, the fire loss of Boston for the year 
1889-90 is less than for the year 1888-89. Following closely 
upon the Kingston-street fire were three other fires of con- 
siderable magnitude, the Summer-street fire, the Bristol-block 
fire, and the Sears-building fire, all of which were unusually 
formidable, not only on account of the great headway they 
had acquired before the department was called, but also be- 
cause of the lack of important apparatus, destroyed Thanks- 
giving day. The officers and men of the department deserve 
much credit for the successful manner in which they overcame 
extraordinary difficulties, and kept these fires from spreading 
to other property. The great increase of electrical power, 
and the diversity of its application, constitute an element 
demanding many additional safeguards, and one which fre- 
quently acts as an obstacle to the operations of this depart- 
meut. So far as investigation has been able to reach the 
real facts, the cause of the Thanksgiving-day fire was elec- 
trical, and other fires of the year have been due to similar 
causes. This new force has come to stay, and is destined to 
rapid growth in the future, so that an adaptation of the de- 
partment to the new conditions, by means of improved appa- 
ratus and methods, is indispensable to the safety of the city. 
This the Commissioners foresaw probably earlier than any 
one outside the department. It was impressed on their 
minds to the extent that, in the report preceding this, they 
said, “ Before the close of the present year the Commis- 
sioners may have important recommendations to make regard- 
ing better protection of certain property in the down-town 
portion of the city.” These recommendations were, in a 
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measure, anticipated and sharply emphasized by the fire of 
November 28. 


GROWTH OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


A special appropriation of $510,000 was made soon after 
the Thanksgiving-day fire for a much-needed increase in the 
size and strength of the department. In accordance with 
the order making the appropriation, the application of this 
sum was to be “for. the following purposes: A  fire-proof 
central headquarters to accommodate the offices of the 
Commissioners, the chief, the fire-alarm system, and several 
pieces of apparatus ; a double company in Engine-house 26 ; 
land and a house for a double company on Congress street ; 
site and house for an engine company at the North End; site 
and house for a ladder company in or near Ward 10; site 
and house for an engine company in Washington Village ; 
an engine-house at Egleston square; an engine-house at 
Brighton ; rebuilding the house of Engine 9 in East Boston ; 


oD 
establishing a new engine company in East Boston, and 


another in Charlestown : and horses, apparatus, equipment, 
etc., to provide for the increase in companies. There have 
been obstacles in the way of rapid progress toward a com- 
plete accomplishment of the end proposed. No site has yet 
been provided for the central headquarters, though the Com- 
missioners have made several recommendations that had the 
good of the city and the department in view. ‘This is one of 
the most important features of the new programme approved 
some months ago by your Honor and the City Council. 

According to the plans then outlined such headquarters 

would constitute a centre of strength and convenience, the 
lack of which can never be made good by any of the make- 
shifts and substitutes that have yet been suggested. Work 
has been started on the Congress-street house, one of the 
more important of the new additions, and the department 
ought to be able to occupy it some time in the late aa 

A site has been purchased for a ladder-house near Ward 
10; the house of Engine 26 has been refitted, and a wait: 
company is already located there; an engine company will 
soon be established in the house now occupied by Chemical 
Engine 3 on Longwood Avenue; another engine company 
will be established in Charlestown, and also one in East 
Boston as soon as quarters are ready. It is proposed to 
build engine-houses in Brighton and at Egleston square on 
the sites of Chemical Engines 6 and 5 respectively. It has 
thus far been found very difficult to find a suitably located 
site for an engine-house at the North End at a price within 
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the appropriation, while the site in Washington Village 
approved by the Commissioners has not yet been accepted 
by the City Council. It is proposed to make all the new 
companies permanent, as the city cannot afford to further 
confess any such lack of necessary enterprise as would be 
indicated by an extension of the present weak and _ pro- 
vincial call system. In their previous report the Commis- 
sioners said: “The question of a steady advancement of the 
department toward permanency is still held to be of the 
greatest importance. All the companies in South Boston, 
East Boston, Charlestown, and perhaps Roxbury, should be 
made permanent as soon as possible; and while the Com- 
missioners do not wish to seem importunate, they ask your 
assistance and encouragement to this end.” The logic of 
events for the past six months would seem to justify the 
Commissioners in now urging this reform with some degree 
of importunity. 


New APPARATUS. 


Considerable new apparatus has been received within the 
past few months, and more is in process of construction. 
Engine 22, which was pretty thoroughly broken up at the 
big fire, has been so completely restored by the makers that. 
she has the : appearance and satisfies all the requirements of a 
new engine, at only a little more than half the cost of a new 
one. A new second size Clapp & Jones engine has been 
placed in the house of Engine 26, and another in that of 
Engine 7. Engine 6 has a new second size Silsby, and 
another has been placed in the house of Engine 16. Three 
first size Clapp & Jones, and two second size Silsby engines 
are in the works, and will soon be ready for service. The 
Hayes ladder truck, destroyed November 28, has been re- 
placed by a new one of the same manufacture, but of im- 
proved pattern. The water-tower, which met a like fate, 
has had its place filled by a new one more modern in 
construction, more powerful in delivery, and more convenient 
in its method of operating. The Commissioners hope to pur- 
chase soon, with the approval of your Honor, another water- 
tower, another aerial ladder truck, four third size steam 
fire-engines, and two chemicals. Preparations have been made 
to equip some of the hose wagons with Pompier ladders for 
special emergencies, and to provide some of the heavier pieces 
of apparatus, both engines and ladder trucks, with three-horse 
hitches. 
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ScHOOLS OF INSTRUCTION. 


During the year great improvement has been made in the 
department in the way of systematic instruction. The drill 
school, established last summer, has increased the efficiency 
ot the department more than any other one thing ever intro- 
duced. The new recruits, to date, have been obliged to go 
through the entire course, and the other permanent “members 
of the force have satisfied or must satisfy its requirements. 
The system has been quite comprehensive, and its application 
has been thorough. The school is not intended as a gymna- 
sium or as an exhibition to please the public, but as a practi- 
cal preparation for the actual service in which the men of the 
department have enlisted. The practice gives them not only 
experience, but facility and confidence, and its good results 
have been demonstrated in various critical sitzations at fires. 
A school for enginemen under a competent instructor has 
also been put in operation. It takes those members whose 
previous occupation or natural adaptability gives them a 
basis for knowledge of the work, and builds upon that 
foundation. Already a number of its graduates are acting as 
assistant enginemen, to the satisfaction of their superior offi- 
cers ; and it is still in progress. Instruction in telegraphy 
for department purposes likewise constitutes a part of the 
general plan. 


RETIREMENTS AND PENSIONS. 


The pension roll has grown somewhat with the retirement 
of members at the end of the year on account of age or other 
disability. The additions to the list include one “permanent 
district chief, one call district chief, one engineman, one 
permanent hoseman, two call captains, and tive call hose- 
men and ladder-men. The pension received by each varies 
from $125 per annum to $666.66. The names of the widows 
of Murnan and Loker, killed at the November fire, will be 
put on the roll for the sum of $300 each per annum. 


THe Frre—ALArnM. 


The story of the Fire-Alarm Department for the year is 
told elsewhere. Its work has been good and some improve- 
ments have been introduced, while others are contemplated 
and will be adopted as soon as invention, which is just 
now very active in this direction, perfects them. But none 
of the dangers incident to its present location have been 


abated, nor can they be as long as the system remains where 
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itis. The hazard involved is one of the strong reasons for 
providing a fire-proof central headquarters as soon as pos- 
sible. That City Hall still stands, with this menace hovering 
over it, is a striking proof of the forbearance of Providence, 
which has thus far stayed the natural consequences of the 
situation. 


CONDITION AND MORALE. 


The qualities that go to make up good firemen have been 
severely tested, and have been found equal to the occasions 
which called for them. The members of the department, as 
a whole, are faithful, brave, and efficient. They manifest an 
honest pride in their responsible calling, and an enthusiasm 
that is a sure guarantee of loyal service. They are picked 
men, well trained and well disciplined, and the city has no 
better citizens, or more zealous servants. 


THE POLICE. 


Of the large increase of duty caused by the fires of the 
year, the police department has had to bear a considerable 
part. The Thanksgiving-day conflagaration made extra 
work for that branch of the public service, not only while it 
was in progress, but for weeks after, and its efficiency and 
discretion deserved and received the warm commendation of 
this department and the public generally. The Commis- 
sioners are glad again to gratefully acknowledge the good 
offices of the Boston police, not only on that special occasion, 
but on many of minor importance. 


THe Fire MARSHAL. 


The inquest duty of the year has been unusually heavy, 
involving the most patient investigation and the exercise of 
considerable discretion. The Fire Marshal has conducted 
his office with zeal and intelligence. While the law relating 
to incendiarism renders conviction difficult, he has neverthe- 
less acquired and utilized a great deal of information of value 
to the underwriters and the public. 


THe PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


What has been said of the Fire Department can also be 
applied to the Protective Department. The same friendly 
relations between the two branches of the general service, 
that have characterized the past, still continue, and a spirit 
of mutual help and sympathy unites them. The protective 
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work of Boston will compare favorably with that of any other 
city in the world. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The organization of the department consists of a Board of 
three Fire Commissioners, a Chief of Department, a Super- 
intendent of Fire Alarms, 11 District Chiefs, and other mem- 
bers, including telegraph operators and employés of repair 
shops, to a number not exceeding one thousand men. 


THe Boarp oF FIRE COMMISSIONERS 


consists of three members. One member is appointed an- 
nually, for a term of three years, from the first Monday in 
May each year. The nomination is made by the Mayor, 
subject to confirmation by the Board of Aldermen.

HorRSEs. 


The number of horses in the department April 30, 1890, 
was 188; total number April 30, 1889, 189; 13 were pur- 
chased, 11 sold or exchanged, 2 died. Destroyed, 1. During 
the four winter months extra horses were placed in service 
under agreement with the owners that such service should 
be without cost to the city other than the care and feed, the 
same as is given the regular horses of the department. The 
horses have received inspection from the Hospital Surgeon, 
who has made weekly reports to the Board of their condition 
and treatment, both in quarters or at the hospital. 

The number of horses receiving treatment during the year 
was 110, resulting in 249 cases, of which 50 — 14 were horses 
taken for use during the winter months — were received 
at the hospital stable, and the balance were attended at the 
houses of their companies. Of the 225 cases treated 7 were 
incurable. None died from disease. Three were killed 


while responding to alarms of fire. 


WATER AND HYDRANTS. 


The total number of hydrants in the city, May 1, was 
5,542. In addition to these hydrants there are 238 fire 
reservoirs in different sections of the city, that contain from 
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300 to 500 hogsheads of water, and can be used in an emer- 
gency. The number of hydrants added during the year is 
as follows : — 

67 Lowry, 145 Post, 4 Boston, and 91 Boston Lowry. 
The amount paid by this department for water and the care 
and maintenance of hydrants was $77,985. 

Inall cases the Water Board have cheerfully complied with 
the requests of this Board in the establishment of hydrants

FiRE—ALARM DEPARTMENT. 


The new construction and repair work done by this depart- 
ment within the year ending April 30, 1890, is as follows : — 

No. 5 circuit was rebuilt in October, 1889, connecting 
with Faneuil Hall bell and gongs in department houses for 
striking alarms only, no boxes being connected with it. 

A new telephone circuit has been built to East Boston, 
and a part of the houses located in that district connected 
withit. In the construction of this circuit a twin wire cable 
was run from headquarters to Engines 9 and 11, connecting 
with submarine cable, laid by the Telephone company across 
the channel. 

A new circuit has been run to the apparatus repair-shop, 
and the circuit to the house of the Chief of Department has 
-been made metallic, by the use of twin wire cable, for the 
purpose of destroying induction. 

The Brighton circuit has also been made metallic, with 
open wires, for the same reason ; but induction is still present 
in its service. 

An aerial cable, with nineteen conducting wires, one 
thousand feet in length, has been run from headquarters to 
Summer street, for service in the South-end circuits. 

The reconstruction of the Dorchester circuits is in prog- 
ress, it being intended to build an additional circuit for re- 
ceiving alarms, and a box gong circuit to give all box signals 
to the houses in that district. 

Several houses have been equipped with apparatus boards 
in addition to those previously reported. 

The local register service, for recording box signals, is 
being extended, and most of the houses will be supplied 
with it during the present year. 

No serious damage to the system has been occasioned by 
storms, and with the exception of the destruction of the cir- 
cuits passing over the district of the great fire of Nov. 28, 
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there has been but little interruption in any part of the ser- 
vice. No. 7 circuit was in contact with the guard-wire of 
the West End Electric Railway on the night of Jan. 31, 
resulting in the burning out of several boxes and other appa- 
ratus, but being of a local character, the damage was soon 
repaired. 

The usual repairs and changes in the routes of the circuits, 
necessitated by natural deterioration and rebuilding or con- 
struction of new buildings, have been made, and many miles 
of wire have been run in the extension of circuits to locations 
of new boxes which have been placed in service within the 
vear. 

There are now sixty circuits used in the system. 

Thirty-three boxes, public and special, have been added 
to the service during the year.

A constant watch is kept at the headquarters, City Hall, 
by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain 
hours of duty, during which time he is responsible for the 
correct use of the apparatus in giving alarms, und all testing 
of the circuits and other details pertaining to the service. 
An automatic arrangement is connected with the receiving 
apparatus, by the use of which assistance may be called from 
the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should 
be suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing his 
duties. No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, 
unless expressly relieved by some one else, with the consent 
of the Superintendent. 
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Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur in the office during his hours 
of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

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A REPORT 


OF THE 


RECORD COMMISSIONERS. 


The Twenty-second Report of the Record Commissioners 
is composed of two documents of unusual value to convey- 
ancers and genealogists. The first contains the returns made 
for Boston in accordance with the Direct Tax of 1798, levied 
by the United States. The second is a careful census of the 
town, made in 1790, supplementing and correcting the in- 
formation given in the first Directory of 1789. 

The Tax return is so fully compiled that the area and 
boundaries of every piece of land in the town is given, to- 
gether with the names of the owners, occupiers, and abutters. 
kvery one who is called upon to trace the title to real estate 
will appreciate the value of such an official record, which 
enables him to check off all his conclusions at a fixed date. 
The more general student will find much curious information 
in the valuations and in the statements respecting the build- 
ings then standing in the town. 

The act of 1798, under which these returns were made, 
will be given later in this note. The returns for the whole 
State were deposited in the Boston Custom House, where 
they were long buried in obscurity. About thirty-five years 
ago, the consent of the Collector was obtained to the transfer 
of the custody of these papers to the New England Historic- 
Genealogical Society, where they are still preserved. The 
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Society has had the papers bound in twenty volumes, and 
some indexes have been made. Vol. I. begins with the 
north part of Maine; Boston is in Vol. [V. The returns of 
au few towns are missing, accidentally lost. These papers, 
of course, did not belong to the Custom House, but Gen. 
Lincoln was in charge of them, while also serving as Col- 
lector. 

The Census of Boston was made in 1790, undoubtedly 
under the authority of the United States government, it 
being the first of the national decennial enumerations. The 
lists here printed are from the manuscript of Col. Samuel 
Bradford, now preserved by the New England Historic- 
Genealogical Society. 

In Lemuel Shattuck’s admirable Report on the City Census 
of 1845, it is stated that besides the National Census taken 
in 1790, 1800, 1810, 1820, 1830, and 1840, there had been 
two State Censuses, in 18387 and 1840, and special City 
Censuses in 1825 and 1835. Since that date the State or- 
dered a Census in 1850, and then the State decennial Census 
was taken in 1855, 1865, 1875, and 1885. 

Although we have made some citations from Shattuck’s 
report, in the first volume of our own reports, the following 
tables copied from their official statements may be of service. 
They are copied from Shattuck’s report, and from the State 
Census of 1885, prepared by Carroll D. Wright.

Our first Directory was issued in 1789 and the second in 
1796. This list not only fills an intermediate date, but it 
preserves the names of many persons who would not find a 
place in the Directory. The two documents will undoubt- 
edly be of great assistance to those who are interested in the 
genealogies of old Boston families. 

The Index, as usual, is intended to embrace every name, 
under the spelling of the original. The reader is therefore 
cautioned to search under every possible variant of the name 
he seeks. The only Index of Places and Subjects possible 
for this volume, is given in an Index of Streets, Lanes, 
Courts, Alleys, etc., cited in the text. 

As the United States laws are not easily accessible to the 

-general reader, a copy of those relating to this subject is 
appended.

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CHAPTER XCII. 


AN ACT TO LAY AND COLLECT A DIRECT TAX WITHIN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America, in Congress assembled, That a 
direct tax of two millions of dollars shall be, and hereby is laid upon 
the United States, and apportioned to the states respectively, in the 
manner following: 

‘lo the state of New Hampshire, seventy-seven thousand, seven hun- 
dred and five dollars, thirty six cents, and two mills. 

To the state of Massachusetts, two hundred and sixty thousand, four 
hundred and thirty-five dollars, thirty one cents, and two mills. 

To the state of Rhode-Island, thirty-seven thousand, five hundred and 
two dollars, and eight cents. 

To the state of Connecticut, one hundred and twenty-nine thousand, 
seven hundred and sixty-seven dollars, and two mills. 

To the state of Vermont, forty-six thousand, eight hundred and sixty- 
four dollars, eighteen cents, and seven mills. 

To the state of New York, one hundred and eighty-one thousand, six 
hundred and eighty dollars, seventy cents, and seven mills. 

To the state of New Jersey, ninety-eight thousand three hundred and 
eighty-seven dollars, twenty-five cents, and three mills. 

To the state of Pennsylvania, two hundred and thirty-seven thousand, 
one hundred and seventy-seven dollars, seventy-two cents, and seven 
mills. 

To the state of Delaware, thirty thousand, four hundred and _ thirty 
dollars, seventy-nine cents, and two mills. 

To the state of Maryland, one hundred and fifty-two thousand, five 
hundred and ninety-nine dollars, ninety-five cents, and four mills. 

To the state of Virginia, three hundred and forty-five thousand, four 
hundred and eighty-eight dollars, sixty-six cents, and five mills. 

To the state of Kentucky, thirty-seven thousand, six hundred and 
forty-three dollars, ninety-nine cents, and seven mills. 

To the state of North Carolina, one hundred and ninety-three thousand, 
six hundred and ninety-seven dollars, ninety-six cents, and five mills. 

To the state of Tennessee, cighteen thousand, eight hundred and six 
dollars, thirty-eight cents, and three mills. 

To the state of South Carolina, one hundred and twelve thousand, nine 
hundred and ninety-seven dollars, seventy-three cents, and nine mills. 

And to the state of Georgia, thirty-eight thousand eight hundred and 
fourteen dollars, eighty-seven cents, and five mills. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the said tax shall be col- 
lected by the supervisors, inspectors and collectors of the internal 
revenues of the United States, under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and pursuant to such regulations as he shall establisb , and 
shall be assessed upon dwelling houses, lands and slaves, according to 
the valuations and enumerations, to be made pursuant to the act, inti- 
tuled ‘« An act to provide for the valuation of lands and dwelling houses, 
and the enumeration of slaves within the United States,” and in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

Upon every dwelling-house which, with the out-houses appurtenant 
thereto, and the lot whereon the same are erected, not exceeding two 
acres in any case, shall be valued in manner aforesaid, at more than one 
hundred, and not more than five hundred dollars, there shall be 
assessed in the manner herein provided, a sum equal to two-tenths of 
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one per centum on the amount of the valuation: upon every dwelling 
house which shall be valued as aforesaid, at more than five hundred, and 
not more than one thousand dollars, there shall be assessed a sum equal 
to three-tenths of one per centum on the amount of the valuation: upon 
every dwelling-house which shall be valued as aforesaid, at more than 
one thousand, and not more than three thousand dollars, there shall be 
assessed a sum equal to four tenths of one per centum on the amount of 
the valuation: upon every dwelling-house which shall be valued as 
aforesaid at more than three thousand, and not more than six thousand 
dollars, there shall be assessed a sum equal to one-half of one per centum 
on the amount of the valuation: upon every dwelling-house which shall 
be valued as aforesaid, at more than six, and not more than ten thousand 
dollars, there shall be assessed a sum equal to six-tenths of one per 
centum on the amount of the valuation: upon every dwelling-house 
which shall be valued as aforesaid, at more than ten, and not more than 
fifteen thousand dollars, there shall be assessed a sum equal to seven 
tenths of one per centum on the amount of the valuation: upon every 
dwelling-house which shall be valued as aforesaid, at more than fifteen, 
and not more than twenty thousand dolars, there shall be assessed a 
sum equal to eight-tenths of one per centum on the amount of the val- 
uation: upon every dwelling-house which shall be valued as aforesaid, 
at more than twenty, and not more than thirty thousand dollars, there 
shall be assessed a sum equal to nine-tenths of one per centum on the 
amount of the valuation; and upon every dwelling-house which shall be 
valued as aforesaid, at more than thirty thousand dollars, there shall be 
assessed a sum equal to one per centum on the amount of the valuation. 

And upon every slave which shall be enumerated according to the act 
aforesaid, there shall be assessed fifty cents. 

And the whole amount of the sums to be'assessed upon dwelling-houses 
and slaves within each state respectively, shall be deducted from the 
sum hereby apportioned to such state, and the remainder of the said 
sum shall be assessed upon the lands within such state according to the 
valuations to be made pursuant to the act aforesaid, and at such rate per 
centum as will be sufficient to produce the said remainder: Provided, 
That no part of said tax shall be assessed upon such lands or dwelling- 
houses and slaves as at the time of passing this act are especially ex- 
empted from taxes by the laws of the states, respectively. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That the aforesaid assessments 
shall be made by the supervisors of the several districts within the 
United States respectively, and pursuant to instructions from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury; which instructions the Secretary shall be, and 
hereby is authorized and required to issue to such supervisor or any of 
them, so soon as the valuations and enumerations directed to be made 
by the aforesaid avt shall be completed in the state to which such super- 
visor belongs. 

And the said tax shall become due and payable from and after the 
expiration of three months after the instructions aforesaid shall have 
been received by the supervisors respectively: Provided, That if, on 
making the assessments as aforesaid, it should appear that the sums so 
to be assessed on houses and slaves within any state will exceed the 
sum hereby apportioned to such state, then the supervisor shall be, and 
hereby is authorized and required to deduct from the sums so to be 
assessed on houses, such rate per centum as shall be sufficient to reduce 
the whole amount of the said assessments, to the sum apportioned to 
such state, as aforesaid. 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That the said supervisors shall 
be, and hereby are authorized and required to appoint such and so 
many suitable persons in each assessment district within their respective 
districts, as may be necessary for collecting the said tax, and shall 
assign to them, respectively, their collection districts therein; which 
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persons shall be collectors within their respective collection districts, 
and shall collect the said tax under the direction of the supervisors 
respectively, and according to the regulations and provisions contained 
in this act, or to be established pursuant thereto. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That so soon as the aforesaid 
assessment shall have been completed, the said supervisors shall, by 
special warrants, under their hands, respectively, cause the surveyors 
of the revenue within their respective districts, to make out lists con- 
taining the sums payable, according to such assessments, for every 
dwelling-house, tract or lot of land, and slave, within each collection 
district, respectively; which lists shall contain the name of the pro- 
prietor or occupant of each dwelling-house, tract or lot of land and 
slave, within the collection district, or of the person having the care of 
superintendence of them, or any of them, where such proprietor, occu- 
pant or superintendent is known, and the whole sum payable by each 
person within the said district, distinguishing what is payable for 
dwelling-houses, what for slaves, and what for lands: And where 
there are lands, slaves or dwelling-houses within any collection district, 
not owned, or occupied by, or under the care or superintendence of any. 
person resident therein, there shall be a separate list of such lands, 
dwelling-houses and slaves, specifying the sums payable for each, and 
the names of the proprietors or superintendents, respectively, where 
known. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That each of the collectors to be 
appointed as aforesaid, shall be furnished by the surveyor of the 
revenue for the assessment district within which he shall have been so 
appointed, with one or more of the said lists, signed and certified by 
such surveyor. And each collector, on receiving a list as aforesaid, 
shall subscribe three receipts; one of which shall be given on a full 
and correct copy of such list, and the other two on aggregate state- 
ments thereof, exhibiting the number and valuation of dwelling-houses, 
the number of slaves, and the amount of the valuation of lands in such 
collection district, with the amount of the taxes assessed thereon. And 
the list first mentioned, and receipt, shall remain in the office of the 
surveyor of the revenue, and shall be open to the inspection of any 
person who may apply to inspect the same; and the aggregate state- 
ments and receipts atoiesaid, shall be transmitted to the inspector of 
the survey, and one of them shall be by him transmitted to the super- 
visor of the district. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That each collector, before 
receiving any list as aforesaid, for collection, shall give bond, with one 
or more good and sufficient sureties, in at least double the amount of 
the taxes assessed on the collection district for which he may be ap- 
pointed ; which bond shall be payable to the United States, with con- 
dition for the true and faithful discharge of the duties of his office, 
according to law, and particularly, for the due collection and payment 
of all monies assessed upon such district. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That the aforesaid tax shall be, 
and remain a lien upon all lands, and other real estate and all slaves, 
of the individuals who may be assessed for the same, during two 
years after the time when it shall become due and payable according to 
this act; and the said lien shall extend to each and every part of all 
tracts or lots of land, or dwelling-houses, which shall be valued accord- 
ing to the aforesaid act, notwithstanding the same may have been 
divided or alienated, in part, unless an apportionment of the valuation 
thereof shall have been made and recorded, pursuant to the aforesaid 
act, prior to the time when the collection lists shall have been stated, 
in manner herein before prescribed. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That each of the said coilectors 
shall, immediately after receiving his collection list, advertise, by notifi- 
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cations, to be posted up in at least four publie places in each collection 
district, that the said tax has become due and payable and the times and 
places at which he will attend to receive the same; and, in respect to 
persons who shall not attend, according to such notifications, it shall be 
the duty of each collector to apply at once at their respective dwellings, 
within such district, and there demand the taxes payable by such per- 
sons; and if the said taxes shall not be then paid, or within twenty 
days thereafter, it shall be lawful for such coilector to proceed to collect 
the said taxes, by distress and sale of the goods, chattels or effects of 
the persons delinquent as aforesaid, with a commission of eight per 
centum upon the said taxes, to and tor the use of such collector: Vro- 
vided, that it shall not be lawful to make distress of the tools or imple- 
ments of a trade or profession, beasts of the plough necessary for the 
cultivation of improved lands, arms, or the household utensils, or 
apparel necessary for a family. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That except, as aforesaid, all 
goods, chattels, and personal effects whatever, being or remaining 
on lands, subject to the said tax; and all grass, or produce of farms, 
standing and growing thereon, shall and may be taken and sold for the 
payment of the said tax, under such regulations as have been or may be 
made for the sale of goods or effects taken and sold by distress: Pro- 
vided, that nothing herein contained shall invalidate or impair any 
contract or agreement between any landlord, tenant, or other person, 
relative to the payment of taxes. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, That in respect to lands, dwell- 
ing-houses and slaves, which shall not be owned by, or in the oceupa- 
tion, or under the care or superintendence of some person within the 
collection district where the same shall be situated or found at the time 
of the assessment aforesaid, the said collectors respectively, upon 
receiving lists of such lands, dwelling-houses, or slaves, in the manner 
aforesaid, shall transmit copies of such lists, certified under their hands 
respectively, to the surveyors of the revenue for the assessment dis- 
tricts, respectively within which the persons owning, or having the care 
and superintendence of such dwelling-houses, lands, or slaves, may 
reside, if such persons be known, together with a statement of the 
amount of taxes assessed as aforesaid upon such dwelling-houses, lands 
or slaves respectively, and a notification to pay, or cause to be paid the 
said taxes to the said collectors respectively, within thirty days after 
such notification shall be served as is herein provided; which copies, 
statements and notifications the surveyors receiving the same respec- 
tively shall cause to be personally served on the aforesaid persons re- 
spectively, or left at their usual places of abode; and shall cause an 
affidavit thoreof, by the person serving or leaving the same as aforesaid, 
with the time of such service or leaving, to be immediately transmitted 
to the aforesaid collector: and if such persons being notified in manner 
aforesaid, shall not, within sixty days thereafter, pay the said taxes to 
the collector of the collection district where the said lands, dwelling- 
houses, or slaves shall be situated, or transmit to him a receipt for the 
said taxes in the manner herein provided, then the said collector shall 
proceed to collect the said tax, by distress and sale as is herein directed : 
and if the persons owning or having the care and superintendence of 
any such lands, dwelling-houses or slaves, shall not be known, then the 
aforesaid collectors shall cause the said copies, statements and notifica- 
tions to be published for sixty days in four Gazettes of the state, if there 
be so many; after which publication, if the said taxes shall not be paid, 
the said collectors shall proceed to collect the same by distress and sale 
in the manner herein provided. 

Sec. 12. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That if any 
person owning or having the superintendence or care of any dwelling- 
houses, lands or slaves, in a collection district other than that in which 
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he resides, and being served with such copy, statement and notification 
as is aforesaid, shall, within sixty days thereafter, pay the said taxes to the 
collector of the collection district within which he resides, and transmit 
a receipt therefor to the collector sending the said copy, statement and 
notification, such receipt shall be a discharge to the said last mentioned 
collector for the said taxes, and he shall thereupon forbear to collect 
them; and the collector giving such receipt shall become chargeable 
with the said taxes, and shall account therefor in the final settlement of 
the accounts of his collection. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, That when any tax assessed on 
lands or houses, shall have remained unpaid for the term of one year, the 
collector of the collection district within which such land or houses may 
be situated, having first advertised the same for two months, in six 
different public places within the said district, and in two Gazettes in 
the state, if there be so many, one of which shall be the Gazette in 
which the laws of such state shall be published by authority if any such 
there be, shall proceed to sell at public sale, and under the direction 
of the inspector of the survey, either the dwelling-house, or so much 
of the tract of land, (as the case may be) as may be necessary to satisfy 
the taxes due thereon; together with costs and charges, not exceeding 
at the rate of one per centum, for each and every month the said tax 
shall have remained due and unpaid. Provided that in all cases, where 
any lands or tenements shall be sold as aforesaid, the owner of the 
said lands or tenements, his heirs, executors or administrators, shall 
have liberty to redeem the same at any time within two years, from the 
time of the sale, upon payment, or tender of payment, to the collector 
for the time being, for the use of the purchaser, his heirs or assigns of 
the amount of the said taxes, costs and charges, with interest for the 
same, at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum; and upon payment or 
tender of payment as aforesaid such sale shall be void. And no deed 
shall be given in pursuance of any such sale, until the time of redemp- 
tion shall have expired. 

Sec. 14. And be it further enacted, That the supervisors of the 
respective districts, shall keep true and exact accounts of all taxes due 
and payable in each collection district, and shall charge the amount 
thereof to the collectors of such districts respectively: And the said 
collectors shall, at the expiration of every month after they shall, 
respectively, commence their collections, in manner aforesaid, render to 
the supervisor of the district, or the inspector of the survey within 
which the saicé collections shall, respectively, be made, a full and true 
account of the collections made by them, respectively, within the 
month, and pay over to the said supervisor or inspector, the monies by 
them respectively collected within the said term: And if any such col- 
lector shall fail or neglect to account and pay over, as aforesaid, at any 
of the periods above prescribed, such collector shall forfeit and pay 
three hundred dollars, to be recovered to the use of the United States, with 
costs of suit, in any court having competent jurisdiction: And where any 
monies shall have been paid, as aforesaid, to the inspector of a survey, 
by any collector, the receipt of such inspector shall be allowed to such 
collector, in the final settlement of his accounts with the supervisor cf 
the district. 

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted, That each of the said collectors 
shall complete the collection of all sums assigned to him for collection, 
as aforesaid, and shall account for, and pay over the same to the super- 
visor of the district, within one year and one month from and after the 
time when the said tax shall have become due and payable, in manner 
aforesaid; and if any collector shall fail so to collect, account, and pay 
over, it shall be the duty of the supervisor of the district, and he is 
hereby authorized and required to issue a warrant of distress against 
such delinquent collector and his sureties, directed to the marshal of the 
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district, therein expressing the amount of the taxes imposed on the 
district of such collector, and the sums, if any, which have been paid; 
and the said marshal shall himself, or by his deputy, immediately pro- 
ceed to levy and collect the sum which may remain due, by distress and 
sale of goods and chattels, or any personal effects of the delinquent col- 
lector: and for want of goods, chattels, or effects aforesaid, sufficient to 
satisfy the said warrant, the same may be levied on the person of the 
collector, who may be committed to prison, there to remain, until dis- 
charged in due course of law. And furthermore, notwithstanding the 
commitment of the collector to prison, as aforesaid, or if he abscond, 
and goods, chattels, and effects cannot be found, sufficient to satisfy the 
said warrant, the said marshal, or his deputy, shall and may proceed to 
levy and collect the sum which may remain due, by distress and sale 
of the goods and chattels, or any personal effects, of the surety or 
sureties of the delinquent collector. 

Sec. 16. And be it further enacted, That the amount of sums 
committed to any collector for collection, as aforesaid, shall, and the 
same are hereby declared to be a lien upon the lands and real estate 
of such collector, and his sureties, until the same shall be discharged, 
according to law ; and for want of goods and chattels, or other personal 
effects of such collector, or his sureties, sufficient to satisfy any warrant 
of distress issued pursuant to the proceeding section of this act, the 
lands and real estate of such collector, and his sureties, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary for satisfying the said warrant, after being 
advertised for at least three weeks, in not less than three public places 
in the collection district, and in one newspaper printed in the county, 
if any there be, prior to the proposed time of sale, may and shall be 
sold by the marshal or his deputy ; and for all lands and real estate sold, 
in pursuance of the authority aforesaid, the conveyances of the marshals 
or their deputies, executed in due form of law, shall afford a valid title 
against all persons claiming under the delinquent collectors, or their 
sureties, aforesaid; and all moneys that may remain of the proceeds of 
such sale, after satisfying the said warrant of distress, and paying the 
reasonable costs and charges of sale, shall be returned to the proprietor 
of the lands or real estate sold as aforesaid. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
supervisors of the respective districts, at any time, for good and suffi- 
cient cause, to dismiss or discharge each or any collector from office, 
and to commit the collection of any part of the said tax remaining un- 
collected, to a new collector; and immediately upon such dismission, 
and after a notification thereof, in at least two public places in the col- 
lection district, by the supervisor or the surveyor of the revenue for the 
district, on his behalf the powers of the collector so dismissed, shall 
cease and terminate; and if any collector so dismissed, shall wilfully 
refuse or neg!ect to surrender his collection list, and to render a true 
account of all monies collected, and to pay over the same, according to 
the directions of the supervisor, each and every such collector shall 
forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding four thousand dollars, with costs 
of suit, to be recovered to the use of the United States, in any court 
having competent jurisdiction: Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to impair the responsibility of any collector, or his 
sureties, arising under the foregoing provisions of this act. 

Sec. 18. And be it further enacted, That each and every collector, 
who shall exercise, or be guilty of any extortion or oppression, under 
colour of this act, or shall demand other or greater sums than shall be 
authorized by law shall be liable to pay a sum not exceeding three 
hundred dollars to be recovered by and for the use of the party injured, 
with costs of suit, in any court having competent jurisdiction ; and each 
and every collector shall, if required, give receipts for all sums by them 
collected, and retained, in pursuance of this act. 
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Sec. 19. And be it further enacted, That for collecting the said tax, 
there shall be allowed and paid the following sums, and no more, to be 
retained by the several officers hereinafter mentioned in the final settle- 
ment of their accounts, respectively ; that is to say: to each supervisor 
one half per centum on the whole amount of the monies by him re- 
ceived and accounted for, underand by virtue of this act; to every 
inspector, one-fourth per centum, on the whole amount of the monies to 
be by him received and accounted for as aforesaid; and to every col- 
lector, five per centum, on the whole amount of the monies by him to 
be received and accounted for as aforesaid: Provided, That no collector 
' shall receive the said allowance, for, or in respect to any sum for which 
a warrant of distress shall have been issued by him; and Provided also, 
That no collector who shall refuse or neglect to render according to this 
act any monthly account of monies by him received, as aforesaid, or to 
pay over the same as is hereby directed shall be entitled to or receive 
the said allowance upon all or any of the monies by him collected, 
within the month for which he shall so refuse or neglect to account 
and pay over, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 20. And be it further enacted, That there shall be allowed to 
the surveyors of the revenue, respectively, to be paid by the supervisors, 
respectively, and exhibited in their accounts, as part of the charge of 
the said collection, for preparing collection lists, and computing the 
taxes payable for each individual, at the rate of one dollar for every 
hundred taxables contained in any such list. 

Sec. 21. And be it further enacted, That a separate account shall be 
kept at the Treasury of the United States of all monies to be collected 
and received by virtue of this act; distinguishing the several amounts 
received from dwelling houses, from slaves, and from lands, within each 
state, and also distinguishing the amount received in each state from 
each separate description of dwelling-houses, paying the same rate per 
centum.

Report oF Record COMMISSIONERS. XIII 


The United States Census of 1790 was printed in a small 
pamphlet, entitled, “ Return of the whole number of persons 
within the several districts of the United States, according to 
‘An Act providing for the Enumeration of the Inhabitants of 
the United States,’ passed March 1st, 1790. Printed by order 
of the House of Representatives. Philadelphia: printed by 
Joseph Gates; No. 23 South Third Street. Pp. 56.” 

As this pamphlet is very scarce and does not seem to have 
been reprinted, I have thought it best to republish the 
statistics relating to Maine and Massachusetts. It will be 
noted that Col. Samuel Bradford, whose note-book of names 
in Boston has fortunately been preserved, was the enumer- 
ator for eight other towns in the vicinity of Boston. 

The act. required the marshals of the several districts to 
make the census, being paid various salaries therefor; for 
example, two hundred dollars for Maine and three hundred 
for Massachusetts. They appointed all necessary deputies, 
who were paid one dollar for every 150 persons returned, or 
for a less number in sections thinly settled. The assistants 
were to post up copies of their returns in the two most 
public places in their districts, and the marshals were to file 
the completed returns with the clerks of their respective 
district courts.

REPORT : 


That they have held a number of meetings, and have con- 
ferred with the heads of departments upon the subject, and 
as the result of their deliberations they are of the opinion 
that the present salaries, with but a few exceptions, are fair 
and reasonable, and should not be changed. The exceptions 
or changes which the committee desire to suggest are set 
forth in the following list, and consist of an increase in the 
salaries of four officials and a decrease in the salaries of two, 
namely : —

These changes which the committee recommend are in the 
line of equalizing salaries of heads of departments where it 
appears that the labor performed and the value of the service 
rendered are about equal, and there is no reason why the 
salaries should not be the same. This is the case with the 
Superintendent of Streets compared with the Superintendent 
of Sewers, and the Superintendent of Public Buildings com- 
pared with the Inspector of Buildings. As regards the chair- 
man of the Board of Assessors and the City Treasurer, their 
long-continued service for the city and largely increased 
labors have influenced the committee in their decision.

except as to those portions of said report pertaining to the office 
of City Treasurer and Superintendent of Public Buildings, 
and is of the opinion that the salary of the City Treasurer 
should not be changed, and that the salary of the Super- 
intendent of Public Buildings should be increased to $4,000 
per annum. Adhering, as we should at the present time, to 
the strictest economy, and although it is always a disagree-

During the year 2,790 families have been assisted, 188 
less than the number for the preceding year. <A part of this 
decrease is owing to the passage of Chapter 298 of the Acts 
of 1889, making special provision for soldiers and soldiers’ 
widows, under which act the aid is given through the State 
Aid Department — 32 cases. which were being aided by this 
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department at an expense of about $1,200 per year have 
been put in charge of the State Aid Paymaster; still others 
who have received occasional aid will also in the future receive 
from him such relief as they may require, this department 
being entirely relieved of their care. ‘There is still the ten- 
dency for the number of beneficiaries to decrease, due to the 
efforts of the Provident Association, the Associated Chari- 
ties, and other private sources of relief. 

Of the total number of families aided by us during the 
year, 281 resided in 68 other cities and towns, but having a 
legal claim on Boston, the aid furnished them by the Over- 
seers of the Poor of their places of residence was refunded 
by us. All these cases are investigated by our own agents. 

During the year 478 new cases have been aided. Our 
files now contain histories of 27,368 families. 

Our visitors have made 17,617 visits In pursuit of informa- 
tion as to the character and needs of applicants for relief. 
The physicians employed by the Board in Charlestown, East 
Boston, Roxbury, and Brighton have made 2,476 profes- 
sional visits to the sick poor. 

We have collected from the State and sundry cities and 
towns, for expense of poor persons not having settlements in 
Boston, cared for in City Hospital, the following amounts : —

Upon application for aid to families at this office able- 
bodied men are allowed to receive it after the performance of 
a certain amount of work at the Lodge. The number of 
applicants unwilling to work lessen as they learn such work 
to be one of the conditions under which aid is given. 
During the past year 229 men have been supplied with work 
tickets ; of these, 189 worked 1,126 days, and were aided 
accordingly ; 42 did not work. 

The various “Trust Funds ” in charge of the Overseers of 
the Poor as a corporation, now amount to $675,442.67, an 
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increase during the year of $14,465.18. In February, 1890, 
we were notified by the surviving trustee under the will of 
the late Wm. B. Spooner, of a bequest of “the interest of 
$5,000, to be applied for the benefit of those who have seen 
better days.” Interest to date from the death of Mrs. 
Spooner, Dec. 27, 1889, and the said principal sum to be 
paid over at the close of the trust. 

The number of pensioners now on the lists of the Pember- 
ton, the Boylston Relief, and the David Sears Charity 
Funds is 216, 2 more than a year ago. During the year 
17 have died, 2 have withdrawn, 3 have entered the Old 
Ladies’ Home, 1 has been sent to an insane asylum, and 1 
has gone West; 26 have been added. 

From the Boylston Education Fund income $6,705.08 has 
been paid for the “nurture and instruction of poor orphans 
and deserted children ;” 89 children are now supported from 
this fund. 

The Board has lost with much regret, through resignation, 
its former devoted member and chairman, Thomas F. Tem- 
ple, whose long and faithful service is known to all familiar 
with charity organizations. Some account of the action of 
the Board with reference to the resignation of Mr. Temple 
will be found in the Appendix. 

Notice has been received from the Park Commission of the 
Town of Brookline that it intends to take part of the real 
estate at Longwood held in trust by this Board. 

A copy of the following vote has been sent to the State 
Board of Lunacy and Charity : — 

“Voted, That the State Board of Lunacy and Charity be 
requested to increase the allowance now made of three dollars 
per week for the support of sick State paupers in hospitals, 
to such a sum as shall be ascertained to be the reasonable 
expense of such support in accordance with the provisions of 
Chap. 86 of the Public Statutes, Sects. 25 and 26, as amended 
by Chap. 211 of the Acts of 1885.” 

Similar action has been taken by other cities and towns 
having hospitals. 

The coéperation of the various charity organizations centred 
in the Charity Building continues to show good results, and 
already much planning is needed in order to make the present 
accommodations suflice.

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Trust—FuNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund. — This fund comprises bequests and 
eifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “ A 
Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, 
George Higginson, Walter KE. Hawes, and Wm. B. Spooner. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 
1782, and for that reason ii name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at the 
discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds. — 'These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 17 95. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “ poor and de- 
eayed householders of the town of Boston not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by 
the acts of Providence, not by indolence, extr: agance, Or 
other vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture 
and instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the 
chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse ; interest to be 
added until one is appointed. The interest 1s now paid semi- 
annually towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of 
Industry. 

Dexier Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jefiri tes Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated Januar y, 1786. “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in 
the almshouse, after having lived reputably; but always 
giving preference to the pious poor. 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate. on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
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of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will of Lucy 
Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of cer- 
tain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City 
of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should never 
be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. By 
a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, January 
4, 1878, this estate was placed in charge of the.Overseers of 
the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition of 
the poor more comfortable. 

Pierce Fuel Fund. — The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown at 
least one year, and the said widows still continuing to reside 
in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. Income 
payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown Poor 
Fund.” 

Hloltén Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving, or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays incommon with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct, that in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females who are poor or 
needy shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness of 
that lone class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund. — A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “ Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving Day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brigh- 
ton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund. — A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
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liam Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wite) to the City of Bos- 
ton and its assigns, “to be invested, and the income applied 
forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said 
city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the 
government or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, 
but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those 
who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
$5,000, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund. —A bequest of Rachel TT. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including w idows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of 
one hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the 
marriage of any beneficiary under this will no further pay- 
ment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further 
payment of income to be made to any beneficiary who 
becomes unworthy of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute. —“ The income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
residents of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
$10,000, received March 7, 1889, has been invested in a 
City of Boston note. 
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[ One-third of the Board is appointed annually by the Mayor, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Aldermen. |

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RESIGNATION OF Mr. TEMPLE. 


A few weeks since the members of the Board of Overseers of 
the Poor of Boston were unpleasantly surprised by the announce- 
ment that their Chairman, Mr. Thomas F. Temple, had resigned 
his place on the Board. Mr. Temple had presided over their 
deliberations for many years, and his resignation was universally 
deplored. He was first appointed an overseer by Mayor Shurtleff, 
in April, 1870, and has been in continuous service ever since, 
never having failed of reappointment at the end of his three 
years’ term. He was first elected Chairman in April, 1878, serv- 
ing till December of that year. He was elected Chairman a second 
time in April, 1881, and has served in that capacity up to the pres- 
ent time. 

It seemed fitting that the Board should take some special action 
to commemorate the severing of ties of such long standing, and 
to fitly emphasize such faithful services. The feeling of the 
members was that the manifestation of their regret at losing Mr. 
Temple from their number should take both a permanent and a 
social form. In accordance with that feeling the following reso- 
lutions were passed at a meeting of the Board held at their rooms 
in Charity Building, Chardon street, April 23, 1890 :— 


Resolved, That it is with the greatest reluctance that we accept the 
resignation of our esteemed Chairman, Thomas F. Temple, Esq., who 
leaves us after a continuous service of twenty years as a member of 
this Board. 

Resolved, That we gratefully recognize his long and arduous labors, 
and bear willing testimony to the efficient and impartial manner in 
which he has always performed the onerous duties which have devolved 
upon him. ; 

Resolved, That we highly appreciate the devotion tot he best interests 
of the poor of Boston which has uniformly characterized his labors in 
their behalf; and we feel that in his resignation the poor people have 
lost a good friend and a zealous protector. 

Resolved, 'Vhat we personally tender him our sincere thanks for the 
many kindnesses which he has shown to each one of us, and the unvary- 
ing courtesy which has marked his treatment of us throughout his 
official term. : 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to tender to him a compli- 
mentary dinner as a mark of our respect. 

Resolved, That the photographs of all the members of this Board, and 
of such past members as can readily be obtained, be enclosed in a suit- 
able case and presented to Mr. Temple as a memento of our long and 
pleasant association together. 

Resolved, That an engrossed copy of these resolutions be signed by 
each member of this Board, suitably framed, and presented to Mr. 
Temple, and a copy thereof be spread upon the records of this 
Board. 
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At the dinner, which came off at half-past six o’clock on the 
evening of the eighth of May, at the Thorndike, Mr. Temple was 
present, as was also, by special invitation, His Honor Mayor Hart.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
CHAPTER 71. — Acts or 1890. 


AN Act RELATING TO THE FUNERAL EXPENSES OF PAUPERS. 


Be it enacted by the senate and house of representatives in 
general court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
Sollows.: — 


Section 1. Section seventeen of chapter eighty-four of the 
Public Statutes is hereby amended by striking out the word ‘ ten” 
in the thirteenth line thereof, and substituting therefor the word 
fifteen, and by striking out the word ‘ five’’ in the fourteenth 
line thereof, and substituting therefor the word ten; so that the 
last clause of said section shall read as follows: And if in case 
of their burial the expense thereof is not paid by such kindred, 
there shall be paid from the treasury of the Commonwealth fifteen 
dollars for the funeral expenses of each pauper over twelve years 
of age, and ten dollars for the funeral expenses of each pauper 
under that age. 

Approved March 6, 1890. 


CHAPTER 119. 


An Act To AvutTHorizE CiTIEs AND Towns TO CONTRACT WITH 
HospiITaALs TO RECEIVE AND TEMPORARILY CARE FOR THE 
UNFORTUNATE OR SICK. 


Be it enacted by the senate and house of representatives in 
general court assembled, and by authority of the same, as follows : — 
Section 1. A city or town not maintaining or managing a 
hospital is hereby authorized to make a contract with any hospital 
established therein, or in its vicinity, for the reception, care and 
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treatment of persons who by misfortune or poverty require relief 
during temporary sickness; and may make the necessary appro- 
priations of money therefor. But nothing herein shall add to the 
compensation now required from the Commonwealth, or from any 
city or town, for the care and treatment of any person who shall be 
chargeable as a pauper to the Commonwealth, or to any city or 
town, or diminish the right of the Commonwealth to require the 
removal of a pauper dependent upon it for relief to the state 
almshouse. 
Approved March 24, 1890. 


DECISION OF SUPREME COURT. 


Alonson W. Beard, Treasurer, etc., vs. The City of Boston. 
This is an action of contract brought by the Treasurer and 
Receiver-General of the Commonwealth for money paid for the 
support of Helena Barrett, an insane pauper in the Lunatic Hos- 
pital at Worcester, from Feb. 9, 1886, to June 30, 1887. Said 
Helena Barrett, having a settlement in Boston on the twenty-first 
day of May, 1884, was on that day sentenced by the Superior 
Court for the county of Essex to the Reformatory Prison for 
Women for the term of five years. Said Helena was, in the man- 
ner provided by law, while confined in said prison under said 
sentence, adjudged insane and removed to the State Lunatic Hos- 
pital at Worcester on the ninth day of February, 1886, and was 
there supported and the costs thereof paid by the Commonwealth 
until the thirtieth day of June, 1887, her sentence not having 
expired on said last date. If, upon the foregoing facts, the city 
of Boston is liable for her support, itis for the sum of $235.39, 
with interest from August 10, 1887. After a full hearing on 
agreed facts, judgment was ordered thereon for plaintiff for 
$259.51. Defendant appealed to the Supreme Judicial Court for 
the Commonwealth. 

The question raised by the agreed statement of facts is whether 
a woman sentenced to the Reformatory Prison for Women for five 
years, and properly removed to a State lunatic hospital, is within 
Statute 1883, Chapter 148, Section 1, which is that when a State 
prison convict is committed to a State lunatic hospital the charges 
for his support shall be paid by the Commonwealth until the 
expiration of his term of sentence to the State Prison. The 
judgment for plaintiff is affirmed. ‘The words ‘‘ State Prison” are 
used in that statute as a proper name. ‘The court says: ‘It is 
safe to take the words as we find them in their ordinary and 
literal sense.” 
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
